HIRURGER Y teacheth how divers Diſeaſes of Man's 
Body are cured by manual operation. *Tis moſt an- 
cient, why certain ; exerciſcd eſpecially on external 
parts: ye2, internal, fo far as Hand or Inſtruments 
may reach. 

The Chirurgion ought to be young, or micdle aged. Of Hands 
ſtrong and ſteddy, and uſetul with both. Sight ſharp, quick 
and cl:ar. So Pzileſs, as not by clamor, cicher to over-haſten 
or forbcar his work more than necellity requires in the Cure 
under hand.* | "hs

The I/truments are various. Thoſe necdful to carry about, 
are, > a Fereeps, Spatula, Uzvula, Spoen, Probe, Fleam, Spe- 
culum Linguez, Levatory, Catheter, Inciſin-Knife, Burras-Pipe and 
Stitchi -Duil both in one ; with Needles, Lint, Plaiſter-Box, Sal- 
watory furniſhed. The reſt may be kept or hung up in ſome fit 
place for uſe. They may be ranked in general, 

Firſt, according to their matter. 

1. Some arc of Gu/d (but few) as Wire to faſten Teeth, Cau- 
terics. 

2. Of Silver, as moſt of the Box-Inſtruments ; yet Needles, 
Levatory and Forceps, 'are beſt of Steel ; for thoſe. of Silver 
will deceive.

Thirdly, As to uſe; ſome are to Cut, Perforate, Raſp, Di- 
late, Draw out ; ſome arc for Hzxd-wounds, others for faults 
of the Bladder, and ſome are appropriated to other Parts ; the 
certain number of which cannot be ter down, for new ones are 
daily invented, and others made more fit for other places. With 
all which,as alſo wich other propzr Medicincs, the Chrrurgien is to 
perform all his Curcs, /pec4ily, ſafely, and eaſily as poſſibly may 
be. If any deſire to ſee their Figures with their Uſes, more 
than is or may be preſented in this Marrow, conſult Pare, 
Weodal, Scultetns, andits Appzndix by Lamzweerd.

CHAP.-I1k 
Of Fraftures in general. 


Yatheſis, the parts dis;oynet, to be united, are cither hard, as 
Bones, where are Fractures, and Diflocations ; or ſoft, as 
Ruptures and other things falling out of their places, alſo Tu- 
-mors;, Wounds, Ulcers, &c. 
| Fratfures 
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Fraftures are the diviſion of the Bones from a violent external 
Cauſe. Sometimes from Lnes Venerea, foulneſs, &c. They are 
either ſimple or compound ; ' both are cither tranſverſe, ſhar- 
tered, according to length, or oblique. 

Signs are inequality, pain, want of Motion. 

In handling there's Motion felt or heard, eſpecially if ſhat- 
tered, which happens oft in Gun-ſhot Wounds. If clett accord> 
-ing.to length, the part is thicker. 

Cauſes as bctore. 

Pregn. It Tranſverſe according to length, eſpecially if ſimple, 
or when the Bones are a little,or not moved out of their places. 
If new, in the middle of the Bones, or in young Perſons eaſie 6f 
Cure.But if in aged perſons, bilious, be ncar great joynts, be ſhat- 
ter'd, oblique, both Focils be broke. If there be Wound, Con- 
tuſion, or great Symptoms, hard. 

Cure in all conlilts in uniting the fraftured Bones : to perform 
which, they are, 1. to be fer rogether. 2. So to be kept. 3. 
Callkus to be genzrated. 4. Supzrvening accidents. to be cor- 
rected. 

The firſt is to be done by Extenffon and Conformaticn: 

Extenſion is to be by the Hand, Bandages or Inſtraments, till 
the Bones be put in their places, and the part conform ; per- 
formed by the Chirurgions Han, prefling them forward, back- 
ward, ſideways, as there's nced. 

Extenſion 1s to be Gradnal, and as painles as poflible. 'Tis 
beſt done, the Fracture being new ; the ſecond or third day may 
ſerve, the fourth is not ſo good ; becaufe Tumor and InflammatH- 
on may be exp2ated. If either happen before you ſet, foment an 
hour with an Emollient Decoction, or which is for that 
time, Lay the part in a hot Sheep-Skin, which is very available 
in digeſting, mollifying, and eaſing pain. In ſammy it will 
{em more tumid at firſt, but after it all vaniſheth. If the Bones 
be ſmall, the Chirwrgiow may do it himſelf; if great, two ma 
extend whilſt he ſets the Bone right (in ſome Fractures, 
and Inſtraments are requir'd) this. done, apply a Cataplaſm of 
Bole- Arm.  Barly os Wheat-Meal ; Whites of Eggs, and a little Cam- 
phor. This is to come as about the part, ſo three.inches below 
the Fractured Bone's ends. The next Cloth double, is to ingirt 
the part, and to come three Fingers breadth or more ; above, 
below, and over the former, : 


Some 
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Some in Summer content themſelves with Diapalma, in Win- 
ter with De minio, and like quantity of Paracelſzs, which may be 
continued the whole Cure. You may know the Bone is well 
ſer, if it anſwer the figure of the ſound part, if no inequality be 
felt, and the vehement pain bc caſed or gone. When what's be- 
fore is done, put on Splints fixed, and welkarnr'd with Linnen 
or Tow, tying them on with taps. On them uſe the Funks of 
Straw or Bents, fitly done in a Napkir,, which tye on with filler- 
ing ; not forgetting fit Boulſters under the ends of both, to de- 
fond the parts, &'c. All this done, place the part equal, ſoft, and 
reaſonably high , to prevent pain, flipping alide, and the Flux 
of Huwors. After three or four days, remove the Medicines, and 
apply new. (If no Symptoms urge, you may forbear till the 
ſixth day) and 1o everyhird or ſixth day, till all Symproms be 
—— Obſerve, in ſimple Fractures, right reducing, and fo 
kept with reſt, and good looking to, is moſt part if not all the 
- Cure. And zote, to prevent Inflammation, the double Clothes 
put next the Catapl. is to be wet in Red-Wine, Whites of Eggs, 
and Oyl of Roſes. Ofteccolla, for ſome days given inwardly, and 
mixed with outward Medicines, is adnurrable.® In place uſe Rad. 
fegil. Salem. Symptoms removed, you may apply this R. Empl.

ks If the Bones ſtand out in any part, *tis there to be more 
ſtrait preſſed. | 

3. After the ſeventh day bind more hard, the Symptoms then 
being uſually paſt. 

4- In Fractures length-ways, you may bind harder, and not 
look to them ſo often. 

Symptoms to be removed are, 

I. Itching, removed by fomenting with warm water, till the 
part be reddiſh or little more. Its V apor only may profit. Scrat 
not, for beſides its making Excoriations, it attracts Humors, and 
cauſeth great pain. 

2. Excoriations are cured by pouring on warm water, after 
apply nnguent. de Ceruſ. which cools and dries. 

3. Pain is mitigated with Hydrelea, or a Decodtion of Wethers- 
Head with Chamomile Flowers. 

4. Slenderneſs of the part. If from hard bindings, let it be 
looſer. If from thin Dyet, foment with hot water till the part 
be red, after apply an attractive Plaiſter. 

5. Il Conformation, ſome foment with Emollients ; after ſome 
time break the Bone, and then reduce it. But this Llike not, 
it is very hazardous, 


CHAP, 
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Hoſe of the Scull and Noſe ſee elſewhere. Thoſe of che 
Faws reltore, by putting your Thumbs and Fingers into 
the - Patients Mouth, prefling them on the out and intide, cill 
{mooth ſer : if need, extend. If any of the Tecth be new ſha- 
ken out, put them in their own Sockets where they may tix. 
The Splints may be of Leather, divided at the Chin. The Li- 
gatures two fingers broad, with four ends. Two to faſten each 
ſide the Cap Crown, the other two 'to the Cap in the Neck- 
Nape. In theſe pwrge oft, becauſe of the great.Flux of Humors. 
Let Diet be liquid and ſparing. *Tis well ſet, the Teeth being

Collar-Bones Fractured, reduce cither by putting your Knee 
behind, over againſt the Fracture, ſtrongly pulling the Shoulder 
towards you. In the interim, the Chirurgzion is to place them 
with his Hands, or having whelmed a Tray on the ground, the 
back upwards, let the back part of the Shoulder over againſt the 
Fracture, be placcd upon ir, preſs down the Shoulder, the par- 
ty lying all along. If a Ball be put into the Armpit, and the 
Elbow be preſſed againſt the Ribs, the work will be more eaſe 
in either way ; *tis well in :wenty four days. Here Plaiſters, Bol- 
ſters and Roulers are to be uſ2d, and not looſed till the ſeventh 
day. The Roylers lengeh need to be two Ells and half. 

Note, If any Shiwvers of the Bone, either here or in Fractures 
of the Ribs, cauſe pain and difficulty of breathing ; the pare 
muſt be opened and they removed, elſe Death follows. Yea, 
they are to be removed in other parts where pain is much. 

Breaſt-bones way cither be broke or depreſt. The fu is per- 
ceived by inequality, and going in with-noiſe,being pretſed with 


the Fingers; ſpitting Blood, dithiculty of Breathing, and Cough 
ſhew both. Being near noble parts, *ris dangerous; here 
take the courſe-as in the Clavicles, preſſing the Ribs - on both 
ſides. What may eaſe Pain and hinder Inflammation, -with

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fit Bolſters and Roulers are to be uſed ; "tis knit uw eweny days. 

Barbet in his Azatemia Prattica tells us of a Gepreſiion of the 
Enſifermis, which bending inward, prefſeth on the Stomach, cau- 
ling Vomitting, diminution of Appetite, with conſtant pain of the 
Stomach, and waſting of the whole m_ Ir's relaxed by a great 
Flux of Humors. *Tis caſily perceived by the touch, and in tew 
hours cured ; otherwiſe the Party may be miſerably troubled tor 
many years. *Tis reduced by fixing a large mouth''d Cupping- 
Glaſs on it, till breathing be hindred, and then ſuddenly remove 
it. If it return not at firſt, which oft ic doth, __ it ONCC or 
twice. Then embrocate cum Ol. Ref. &+ Mirtil. Atter apply the 
next.

Shoulder-blade tractured, is dithcultly fer, and Cangerous. If 
near the Arm, for moſt part incurable. It it be in the Acromicn

either with Hands or Ligatures, and in the interim reduce it. It 
broke into ſeveral pieces, and they torment, remove them. *'Tis 
cured in forty days. 

Ribs fraQtured, if inward, it's deadly. To reſtore which, appl 
the following, ſpread on ſtrong Cloth, to the middle of whe 
ſew two ſtrings. Re. Farin. Tritic. Fi. I&byoccd. diſſel. in Aq. Scab. & 
Papav. err. F 1s. pul. Maſtic. Thur. farin. Volatil Sang. Drac. Gyp/. an. 

Apply it 
foe: atter a while pluck it up violently by the {trings, that fo the 
Rib may follow. *Tis to be repeated cill the Party be better, and 
breathe more caſlly.

Back- 
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Back-Bonzs are ſometimes bruiſed as well as broke and fſtrain'd. 
If broke inward, and the Marrow be hurt, fo that the Party be- 
come lame and ſenſeleſs, that he cannot hold his Urine or Fxces, 
he ſeldom eſcapes Death. Otherwiſe they may eaſily be ſet with 
the Fingers, and are well in twenty days. As to the firſt you are 
to uſe your beſt kill, and if there be any looſe Bones offend, re- 
move them ; the proceſs only broke, . there's more pain ſtooping 
than ſtanding upright. They eaſily heal, unleſs joyned with ill 
Symptoms. . 

Os Sacrum is to be ordered as the Back-Bones, only you are 
to put your Fingers into Anz, and fo reſtore it. The Party is to 
be kept in Bed all the Cure; and if he fit, the Seat muſt be per- 
forated. 

Hip-Bone fra&tured, there's Pain, Cavity, Numneſs of the es 
on the ſame ſide. If the Shivers of the Bone be quite divided, 
they muſt ſpeedily be removed by Inciſion, taking care of the 
Tendons, Veins, Muſcles, Arteries and Nerves. Reduce it as ſoon 
as may be, otherwiſe expect various accidents. 

Whirl-Bone of the Knee, is oftner bruiſed than fractured. If 
broke, there's Cavity and Lameneſs ; if according to length, 'ris 
caſily cured, otherwiſe Lameneſs is to be expected after ſer: keep 
the Leg in a ſtrait poſture, it knits in twenty days. 

Bones of the Hands and Feet, if broke, are obvious to ſight and 
touch, not ſo dangerous as others. To reduce them, lay or ſet . 
the Hands or Feet on a ſmooth Table, and being extended, preſs 
them into their places. To eaſe pain, uſe Anodynes. 

Bones of the Fingers and Toes, may be ordered according to the 
eneral Method. For the Hand, let there be kept therein a Tenis- 
all. To conclude, if a Gangreen be feared, inſtead of former Me- 

dicines, uſe Stuphs dipt and wrung out of a Lixivium, wherein is 
boil'd Vulneraries for a time. Firſt, with it foment part, after leave 
on the Stuphs well wrung out, but for this ſee Gangreens.

| 13 mom is the falling of the Joynts out of their Cavities and 
proper places, into another, hindering voluntary Motion. It 
a Bone be perfealy out, 'tis a Luxaticn; it impertealy, a Sub/ux- 
att. 

Signs in lean Bodies are manifeſt, eſpecially, there's Tumor 
in the place to which the Bone is fallen, and Cavity from whence 
'ris flipet. IF perfect, the Bone is drawn up, and the parrt is ſhorter 
(unleſs it be trom a flux of Humors) there's pain in the part, eſpe- 
cially in motion. If only ſprain'd, the accidents are lefs, and fel- 
dom all together. 

Cauſes arc either Internal, as Preternatural Laxity of the Liga- 


ments, or by Humors getting by degrees into the Cavity, and 


thruſts out the Bone-Head as in the Hip. 

External are Falls, Blows, violent Extenſion and Motion. Ir 
may alſo happen in Birth ; as, alſo Fractures : both which I have 
cur'd. 

Progn. "Tis caſic in Children and tender Bodies ; yet harder to 
be keptin. *Tis hard in others, as alſo if therewith be Pain, In- 


flammations, Wounds, Convulſions. Thoſe of the Head are mor- 


tal. Of the Vertebra*'s dangerous ; if inveterate, hard to cure. 
Thoſe from an inward Cauſe, are of flower Cure, and caſily 
return. 

Cure. The Bones forc'd out, muſt be pur in their places the ſame 
way they were forced out. 

Thoſe feur Manual Operations uſed in Fractures, as Extenſion, 
= are uſeful here. Some adviſe to bathe the part firſt with

Yea, 
after ſer, there oft follows. Inflammation, Ccnwulſicn, &c. eſpecially it 
withal there be a Fracture near the Joynt. This Iobſerved in ro, 
botlrin the Ancles. One in Warwick, the other ewo miles thence., 
Upon fight, I adviſed Amputation. An eminent Bone-Setter call- 
ed, promiſed Cure ; yet after ſome time, both of them, eſpecial- 
ly the Patients, from violence of Pain, afflux of Humors, > 24 re- 
queſted m2 to cut them off. Which I did ſuccesfully. . 

IfJoynts well fer, fall out again, from the moiſture of the Liga- 
ments, uſe great dryers. 

If a Tumor ariſe from Inflammation about the Joynts, and by ill 
care, hinders the Joynts from being kept in, uſe Emollients and 
Diſcuſſives. . | 

If from affux of Humors, which laxeth the Ligaments (which is + 
the worlt) after Purging, V. S. (if to be born) and good Dyet, 
Canteriz2, with Irons not too big, which alſo in Elongation of the 
part from the ſame Cauſe, is accounted the bft Remedy. But 
'et conſidering there may be danger of the Nerves, Ligaments, 
Veſltls &c. being hurt, and of an incurable Convultion after per- 
formed, as alſo if there be not long .reſt, its falling out again, and 
ſo being immedicable, 'tis better to be wav'd, and to apply ſuch 
Medicines as may. gtve lefs hazard. In'this hot dryers are account- 
ed beſt: Empl. ex pelle Ariet. is good; butin luxation from Hu- 
mors, ſee Hilden. Cent. 6. Obſerv. u/t. where. you have an excellent 


method, 
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method. And from my ſad experience of a dear Child, do not by 
Women and Bone-Sctrers be over-perſwaded to too much and dati- 
ly motion of the Joynt ; for it procures intolerable pain, and great- 
er afflux of Humours. | 


CHAP. :V, 
Of Diſlocations in particular. 


Ti E Faw-Bone luxated, not ſet in due time, may cauſe Death. 
If it be only on one ſide,. the Chin ſtands afide ; if both, it 
hangs forward to the Breaſt. I have ſet them, being out by Yawn- 
ing, by putting my Thumbs on the Teeth on each fide ; prefling 
them hard, and lifring up the Chin with the reſt of my hand. Yea, 
in ſtrong Men, if nor ſpecdily ſer, it may produce Vomiting, and 
draw in the Brain by conſent : If only on one fide, fet your Thumb 
on the Grinders, &c. and fo reduce it. K 

The Clavicles out, are hardly known and ſÞ; the Party cannot 
lift up his hand to his Mouth, much lefs to his Head. To reduce, 
obſerve what's ſaid in their Fractures, eſpecially by extending and 
moving the Arm. 

Vertebra's Luxated are better cured in Infants :than Adults. If of 
thoſe next the Head, Death haſtens ; if in the reſt,there's danger: 
If in the Neck , there's pain, difficult breathing, black-Face : To 
reduce, ſet the Party low, preſs down his Shoulders, pulling u 
the Head with both Fear moving it gently to and fro till ſer. iy 
ſet, the Party finds preſent eaſe,, and turns his Head at his plea- 
ſure. If below the Neck,and inwards, 'cis deadly. Yet Mr. Hales 
told me, Hz ſet this, by taking the Partics Hands about his Neck, 
( as if to be whipt ) and giving a ſudden jerk with his Poſteriors. 
If outwards, lay them on a Table, with the Face downward, and 
having made fit Ligatures under the Arm-pits, and about the 
Flanks with long Towels, as extenſion is made, preſs them in with 
your hands, yet fo, as not to hurt the Proceſſes. 

Ribs Luxated, if inward, are ſuppoſed incurable” There's diff- 
culty of breathing, pain in bowing down, and lifring up the Bo- 
dy. Theſe reduce as the Ribs Fractured inward, If removed _ 
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of the Vertebra upward, hang the Party by the Arms, over foms 
high Door, me preſs it in. It .dewnwards, let the Patient ſet his 
hands upon his Knees, and force it inupwards. In theſe makehaſte 
to ſet, left grievous accidents happen ; and after ſet, beſides Plai- 
ſters uſe a Fomentation, ex fol. Malv. Alth. flir. Cham. & Hyp. ric. 
an. M. ii. Coq.in aq. pro fotu. Aﬀter anoint cums Ol. wel Succ. Lumbric. 
Irin. Lilicr. alb. an. F ii. Unguent. Alth. 5 i. Agrip. 5 1s. M. 

Rump-bone, or Os Sacrum out, cauſeth weakneſs in the Legs, fo 
that the Heel cannot be brought to the Hip, nor bend the Knee 
without great violence.

. a ſtool on the other ſide, which being ſuddenly and unawares caſt 
away, the Bone hath ſlipt in : If not ſer, let a ſtrong Man caſt his 
Arms about the Patient's Neck, pull his Shoulder forceably down- 
wards, the Chirurgion being above to guide it in. Some make a 
Ligature with a ſott Towel above the Elbow, and placing them- 
ſelves and the Patient on the ground on their backs, a Clew of Yarn 

'faſtned as before, in extending the part with both Hands and with 
the Heel placed on the Clew, doth ſuddenly force it in.

The Elbow may be out all four ways ; yet ſeldom being well de- 
.fended, and hard to be ſet. To ſet which, be it out any way, the 
bunching part is to be ſet on your Arm, and forced to its place.

:not ſpeedily ſet, there follows grievous pain, Inflammation, Fever, 
Vomiting, Bile, and ſometimes Death. There arc other ways of

| Þ yooemny in hard parts diſpatcht, we come to thoſe in ſoft. 
| Some of which have been put under things ſuperfluous, to be 
removed asRvprures;but being molt of them are ſuch,as are only for 
reduction, and not removing, unleſs from one place to another, 
we ſhall begin with them, their Indications ſo near agrecing to 
Diſlocations. To theſe ( which let not be reputed too great a 
fault in order ) may be added the {atlng dywn of the Wemb, &Cc. as 
alſo thoſe more unlike, that bear the name of Brenchocele,&c. that 
ſo you may have them all at a ſingle view. As to ſome they are 
new, others old ; ſome little, and others great. We begin witch 
thoſe which properly call for Reduion, viz. Ruptures of the Na- 
vel, Groin, and Scrotum. TI have ſeen them in other parts of the 
Belly, yea one in a Woman that from her Groin, came down to 
the midſt of che Thigh. In theſe the Caul, or Guts, or both, get 
out of their places, and receive names an{werable to the part; whe- 
ther falling, or into what they fall : As Omphalecele, or Navel- 
Rupture ; Ernterocele, or the Gut-Rupture; Epiploccele, or the Caul- 
Rupture, &c. ; 

Signs are, Tumor, ſometimes little, ſometimes great. Being 
a they return ; yea, ſometimes without, and as ſuddenly 
with the leaſt motion return, yea ſometimes without.

T HAT of the Eye, is when it ſtruts out beyond its Orbit, ſo 
that the lid cannot cover it. 

Signs are needleſs. 

Cauſes are inward, as reſolution of the Nerves and Muſcles ; out- 
ward,as Inflammation, Blows, Scrangling, hard labour. 


Cure. Let it be gently put into its place (if that cannot be, 'ris 
to be removed) after keep it in by fit binding, having applyed a 
Bolſter, dipt in a Deco&tion of Sloes, which I have tryed. Or, 
Be. fol. Cupreſ. 5 1s. flor. Cham. 7 ii. Thur. Maſtic. an. 7 i. f. Saccul. in 
aq.

That of the Womb, called Prolapſus wel procidentia uteri, ſome 
think is not of the Womb it ſelf, but only of the rugous part of 
the Sheath. The innermoſt rugous Tunicle of the Sheath may 
be relax'd and fall down, which is not ſeldom taken tor the Body 
of the Womb it ſelf, Cauſes cxternal, may be the inconſiderate 
laying hold on it by the Midwife, either for the Child, or the Af- 
cer-Birth, and fo drawing it to her, cauſes it to recede from its 
proper place. Internal, may be exceflive Throes ; the Childs 
head being more than ordinary big, may difplace it : this hap. 
pening in an unhealthful Body, ſtore of ſlimy wateriſh or ſuch like 
humors flowing into it, cauſes it to ſink more and more, fo that 
at laſt, by its bigneſs, it comes very much out of the Body. In 
the beginning, it may eaſily be cured by aſtringents, the part be- 
Ing put up, only let them not be uſed within the Month, or four- 
teen days at leaſt ; the greater it is, and the flenderer the Neck is, 
the Separation is the more eaſic. If it cannot be kept up, or do 
gangreen, it may be cut off, which was thus performed. Firſt, 
was drawn out, the hanging out part fo far, as to tye it with 
Tape to hinder bleeding ; which done, the cutting off follow?d, 
with little effuſion of Blood ; after it was cleanſed with the next, 
which refiſt Putrefa&ion and Stench. Be. rad. Alth. Brion. an. 5 1s.

Yet have I found the 
Womb it ſelf in ſeveral hang forth, one of which I cut off, bein 
over-perſwaded by the Parry her {clf, but not with that "ages 
deſired, for the dyed fome days after ; though much therein migat 
be attributed to her own indiſcretion after ir was cut off. Ic's faking 
is eicher from the Laxation or Ruption of the Ligaments. ſhe 
firft may be from ſerous or flegmatick Humors. The ſecond from 
violent Cauſes, as Blows, Falls, &c. The firſt comes by degrees, 
the ſecond ſuddenly. 

Progn. If cither be new, or not much our, tis eaſily cured, If 
old and much, hard ; if the Ligaments be broke, 'tis incurable. If 
there be Pain, Fever, Gangreen, or other grievous Symptoms, it 
may procure Death. It u _ hinders from Walking, Concepti- 
on, and Menſes; and is alſo filthy and troubleſome. 

Cure. Symptoms if any, are to be removed, as after which 
done, lay the Party on her Back, with her Hips up, and her Legs

Of Tumors in general, and an Abſceſs. 


HE Solution of theſe are gathered by Reaſon, the latter 
alſo being of general Conc2rn. And although as to their 
cividing,they might be pur under Diarefs ; but yet being 

as thoſe betore, a Preternatural Liſcale, whercin che whole Body, 
or its parts, are indecently increaſed, and {o rendred untit tos pro- 
pzr Actions, it may be handled here. 

| E Differ. 
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Difer. may be many : as ſome taken from their quantity , as 
great, little, mean. Ochers from their quality, as hot, cold. Some 
trom their ſubſtance, as ſoft, hard ; others from their Symptoms, as 
from Colour, and Pain : hence white, black, red, painful, from 
the part affefted, as Op/thalmia, Pleuritzs, Peripneum. &c. and from. 
th2 matter, ſo Sanguin2ous, Bilious, Phlegmatick, and Melancholy 
Tumors ; to which are referred watery and windy. Some are 
Simple, others Compound, 

Signs are beſt explained in particular Tumors. 

Cauſes efficient are cither Fluxion or Congeſtion : the Cauſe of 
the firſt being external; as Falls, Blows, <xternal Heat, too great 
Motion, e&c. Intzrnals, as Pain, fupzrabundant Thinneſs, Acrimo- 
ny of Humors, ec. The ſecond 1s either when the Natural Heat 
ot the part being diminiſhed, the good Humors are ill con-o:ted, 
or «te vicious are not ſufficiently evacuated. This comes by de- 
grees, the other more ſuddenly. They alſo may be from Tranf- 
miflion, either from the whole Body, or ſome part which is under 
Fluxion ; the material Cauſes are the Humors. 

T 12 7im:s of curable Tumors are, 1. B.ginning, when the parts 
begin to ſwell. 2. Increaſe, when ſwelling pain and other Symp- 
to:ns are auginented. 3. State, wherein they ſtand at a ſtay. 4. De- 


clinaticy, when all Symptoms are leſſen2d. 
_ Tumo s from Flegm and Mzlancholy are hard to cure. 


Thoſe trom corrupt Blood or Bile, that ſeize the internal parts, 
that ap2cars about great Veſl-!s, Joynts, Nerves, Membranes and 
noble Parts, are of great bigneſs, and in ill-habiced Bodies are dan- 
g r.13 The contrary are of more caſie Cure. They end four 
ways. 1. By Dſſiration , which the leſſ:ning of the Symptoms 
ſhew. 2. Suppuration, in which Pain and Beatings are increaſed 
with a Fever. 3. duration, which the too of: and immoderate 
uſe of rep2lling and diſ:utfing Mdicines have cauſed. 4. Corrup- 
tin, from the defe& of Natural Hat, as in a Gangreen. 

Cure. 1. By hindering any further Flux to the part (of the Cau- 
ſes of Plethora, and ill-habirt, that procures Fluxion. Sce Inſtitutions.) 
This is done by intercepting, rep2lling, revelling, derivation, and 
corroborating the part it {:1f, 2. In removing what's already ga- 
thered in the pare: which is performed, 1. By «ſtringent and repel- 
ling Medicines, viz. when *tis thin, and ſticks not too firmly to 
the part. 2. By Reſcvents, when contrary. 3. By Supparation, 
whcn the former are ineffetual 4. By Fire, when all other means 
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are fruicle6. The more full diſcourſe of theſe will be better per- 
formed in particular Tumors. 

An Abſceſs is a collection of matter, that cannot be diſſipated ; 
but is ſuppurated by Nature or Art. If the firit do it not, add 
Art, and itay till it op2n of ir ſelf ; unle6, 1. The matter be very 
ſharp or malign, on which happens a Corroſion of the vicine parrs, 
and a corruption of the Nerves, Tendon; and Boncs. 2. When it 
may affe& a more noble pare. 3. When it lies in the Joynts. 
4. When caſt out by Critis. 

Before you op-n, cider, whether the matter be in a proper 
Tuniclz or not : It not, make your Aperiion in a right line, ob- 
ſcrving the Fibres of the Muſcles : E. G. If in the Head,accord! 
to th: polition of the Hair, /ength-ways ; on the Eyelid, tranſverſe. 
Onthe Templ.s, Noſe, Neck, Breaſt, Arms, Feet, long-ways : {in 
the midſt of the Belly ; but on the ſides ſomewhat oblique ; in the 
> hs tranſverſe, but not very deep, by reaſon of the Seed-Veſ- 
CIS. 

Generally beware of touching any great Veins, Arterics or Nerves. 
For here tis better to cut the Fibres croſs, than by hurting the 
Veſſels, procure a greater ill. 

The beſt place to open in, is that which is moſt raiſed and foft : 
if poſlible, ler it be in the moſt depending parr. 

Iihen opened, wich Tents keep the place fo long open, till the 
Preternatural -Humors are diſcharg'd, and the part return to its 
former funAion. Let not your Lancer, exc. go any deeper than 
the matter, which perceiving, draw back and turn up its point, 
and make the Inciſion in the Skin ſo big, as that there may be free 
vent for thz matter. {f it be included in its Cifss, and it be ſmall, 
make the 1Icifion long-ways. If big, make it double, crofs, and 
beware of touching the Veſi.le. Waich it you do, c:pect a iwetid 
and almoſt 'ncurable Ulcer. This well done, remove with your 
Fingers the Bag, which {cldoin or never ſticks to the Skin. Cur 
off the little Arcery by which ':is ted 3 and have a care that the 
leaſt particle of the Bag remain, for it may gather again. Some 
inſtead of the Lancer, &c. rather adviſe a Potential Cautery. This 
may gratific the timorous, and may be ſo order'dl as net to be yery 
painful. For which ſee Fentzels. But it hath thele Inconveniences. 
In tender Bodics it may cat too deep, in others notwithſtanding 
the beſt care, may ſpread. It muſt be ſome hours in doing, un- 
lefs dreadfully paintul by its GE corrolivenc's ; and after all, 
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if you muſk give i preſent vent to the Humors, you muſt make ufe 
of che Lancet, &c. For the Þci/fon-Knife,it Lancet pointed, though 
it may affright, and is painful, which is incon:iiderable ; yer with 
it the Inciſion may be made as deep and long as you pleaſe ; the 
matter is ſuddenly diſcharged, and the Party hath preſent Relief ; 
that matter remaining may be ſooner concocted, by fit internal 
and external Remedies ; and you will not be troubled with a long 
gleet, unleſs it be your own fault : Yet this will follow all Tumors 
that are behind the Ears, Neck, under the Armpits, and in the 
Groins, that ſpring from indurate Glandules, it they be touchcd ei- 
ther by Lancet,or Cauſtic, till the whole Glandules and their 'Tuni- 
cles are waſted. For Fainting, Hzmorrhage that may follow A- 
pertion, and the removal of the Eſchar, fee atter.

»TFIS a Preternatural Tumor from an afflux of Blood. Ir alſo 

follows Wounds, Fractures, ec. If in fleſhy parts, it ends in 
fourteen days. On Tendons and Ligaments, in forty. Somerimes 
"ris from Blood alone ; which is perfet. Sometimes mixt with 
Bile, Flegm, Melancholy, and then it is called Phleg. Eryſipelotoides, 
Oedematoides, Scirrhoides, which are imperfeR. 

Signs. It ſuddenly begins, and ſpeedily increaſeth, is Hot, Red, 
Painful, Beating, Shining. There's alſo Tenſion, Hardneſs, and 
Reſiſtance ; all from the abundance of the Blood, thickneſs, e&+c. 

Cauſes are either Blood alone, or it mixt with other Humors, as 
before. The Blood may be faulty being hindred in its Circulation, 


when either ſtopt in its Veſſels, and fo ftands-ſtill, or is pour'd out * 


of them, whether into the ſubſtance of the vicine parts or Cavities 
of the Body, or out of the Body. Its ſtanding ſtill, may be either 
from great Plethora, as to the Veſſels, or by ſtraitnefs, the Veſſels 
being either compreſſed or obſtructed : Prefſed by hard Tumors, 
or Ligatures; Obſtructed either by the Blood or Flegm coagulated 
in them, from the great coldneſs of the Air or Water, or ſuch Mc- 
dicines as aſtringe much, or are tart, whether thoſe internal or 
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external uſed. The Blood got into the parts, ſtanding there ; 'its 
{piricous, more volatile and fſubtil parts beginning to vaniſh, the 
acid and falt parts left, are made ſharper, and do more ſharply riſe 
up ON2 againſt another ; ſtirs up an hot Efferveſcency, becaule of 
the preſent oily parts of the Blood, and fo by degrees doth fo cor- 
rupt the blood as to turn it into matter different, according to the 
variouſnels of the blood corrupted. 

Progn. If moderate, and in external parts, 'tis healthful, freeing 
the internal parts from many Diſeaſes. It in young hot bodi=s, 
and in fleſhy parcs, caſily cured.” If very great, or malign, beware 
of a Gangreen: If internal in great Joints, or Veflels ; alſo in Eyes, 
Jaws, Penzs, or Vulva, 'tis dangerous. 

- Cure. Let Dierbe very ſpare and cooling ; forbear motionofthe 
body; eſp=cially of the affected part, Y. S. as ſoon as may be.” - 

It the Tamor be in the upper parts, on the Arm ; if tn the Tow- 
er, the Legs or Feet. If Y. S. cannot be born, uſe Leeches, Scari- 
fications. If it proceed from Evacuarions ſtopt, procure them.

Zh owe their Produtt to Bile. In the frft, *tis moſtly caſts

A _ this Tumor oft aflias the Neck, yet alſo other parts 
. of the Body. *Tis a Preternatural Tumor. 

Signs. It is ſoft, beating, of the Colour of the Skin ; being 
prefiod it returns in, and ſuddenly comes forth again with noite 
and murmuring, like the ſcething of Water. It comes by degrees. 
Some are little, ſome great. 


Cauſes 
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Cauſes External, are the imprudent cutting of an Artery, inſtead 
of, or with'a Vein; alſo hard Labour in Women. 

Internal are ſharp, ſerous, Bilious Humors, eroding the internal 
Eoats of the Arteries ; after which the external may be extended, 
and ſo the Tumor procured. But Van Horn diflikes this, thinking 
it impoſlible that both the Coats ſhould ſuffer, but Barber avers it 
may. 

Pro . Thoſe ſmall, in Head, Legs, or Arms, may be cured, 
though hardly. Thoſe great in Neck, Breaſt, &c. cannot. If by 
miſtake inciſion be made; as if a Tumor, it kills ; yea of it felf, it 
hath ſometimes procured Death in two years. 

Cure. Inthe hong when there may be ſome hope by uſin 
ſach Repellers as are aſtringent, with fit Ligatures, a Plate of Lead 
hard bound on, hath cured ſmall ones. Y. S. may be uſed on the 
contrary ſide. The Lead may be applied with Empl. contra Ruptur.

CHAP. XL 


Struma's or Scrophula's. 


Heſe for moſt part poſſeſs the Glandules. Now the Glandules 
are either thoſe called Conglobated, in which the Lympha is ge- 
nerated, and from whence the Lymphatick Veſſels do proceed : 
Or Conglomerate, in which a peculiar Liquor is generated, nor car- 
ried into paſſages common to all, btt peculiar to every one, and 
thoſe ending in Cavities, appointed to every one of them, as the 
Salivals on both ſides the Mouth caſt into it; - So the Pancreatick 
Juice by the Pancreatick pallages, into the ſmall Guts. The Cox- 
glomerate Glandules of the Neck are the parts affe&ed,in this affec ; 
though the Cumplobate Glandules may alſo be affe&ed with Tumor, 
Hardneks, and Inflammation, manifeſt ſometimes to ſight, always 
by touch, or by ſenſe of heat. The Struma's gotoo vulgarly under 
the name of the Kings-Evil. They do not only poſſeſs the Neck, 
but alſo various, and other parts of the Body ; as Elbows, Hands, 
Feet, &c. which to my knowledge have been cured after twice or 
thrice touching. | | 
Signs. They are round, or longiſh, hard, moveable ; Seldom 
with paint firſt, and incloſed in their proper Cys, which reſiſt 
Touch. | 
Cauſes are Melancholy, Flegm, or both mixt, ariſing from crude 
and craſs Meats,hence moſt familiar to Children. Alb from Wa- 
ters wherein Mercur. is contained, or from the craſs part of the nu- 
tritive Juice ſent to the Glandules ( as hath been eſteemed) the 
molt ignoble parts. The Cyf# is produced from the tormartive fa- 
culty, which ſcorns to be idle. Others ſay they are from -craſs 
Lympha, together with tartneſs. Hence they firſt wax hard, atter 
by degrees increaſe into a pertinacious Tumor ; ſometimes they 
become Cancerous. They are ſometimes fixed to the Bones ; foine- 
times ro-the proper or lower Salival Glandales ; fome are hereditary, 
others Epidemical. ., le pd FR F-thats 
Progn. It tew in number ( for they are'uſaally more than one ) 
movcable, they are more eaſily = : yet difficulty; - It it cleave

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to the Bone or become Cancerous, beneath the Trachea, complica- 
ted with Veſſels, they are ſcarce curable ; as alſo if they grow ve. 
ry painful. 

Cure. Indicat. The craſs Lympha is to be incided, tempered, e- 
vacuated, eſpecially the tarenels altered, the Tumor, if poſlible, 
diſcuſſed or ripened ; and if theſe prevail not, they are to be re- 
moved by Inciſion or Eſcharoticks.

Cauſes Internal is Blood, ſometimes mixcd wich Serum, or Bile, 
ſeldom with Flegm or Melancholy. 

External: are Eoals, Duſt, Smoak, &c. 

Progn. *Tis flower cured in Children than aged ; continual pain 
threatens blindneſs. The greater the Inflammation is, the greater 
is the danger. 

Cure. Dyet as in Phlegmen ; avoid all ſharp things. Little _ 
pers profit. Purging, Clyſters, and V. S. are oft to be repeated ; 
alſo, Cups, Leeches, Clyſters, Setons, Tſues, the two laſt eſpecially ; if 
obftinate, yea, Arterietomia, if done by a perſon skiltul. Sweat- 
ing is ſometimes ncedful, ſometimes not. Diureticks are of great 
uſe, ſo they be not too hot. Exteraals wy according to the 
Cauſes. 7 fron duſt, or any thing got into the Eye, they are to 
be removed by blowing, or by ſpurting ſome Roſe-water in, ee. 
If from Smoak or Fire, extinguiſh them. IF from Inverſion of the 
Eye-lids, the hairs are either to be cut or pulled our. the Eye- 
lid be glew'd together, ſeparate them with new Milk or Cream 
warm, &c. and wipe the Rheum gently off : by no means rub 
the Eyes,” leſt you jncreaſe the Diſeaſe. Fat things are very hurt- 
ful. Repellers, except in the beginning, are not to be uſed, un- 
leſs the Ophrhalmia be very little.

He Tongue, Uvula, Gums, &c. may be inflamed, which may 
caſily be diſcerned, if you look in, by their redneſs. 

Cauſes are Heat of the Blood, ſharpneſs or faltneſs of the Spittle, 
diſtillations from the Head ; uſually there follow lictle Bliſters ; 
ſometimes there's Tumor ; they alſo may be from Flegm, Veno- 
mous Humors, as in Les Venerea. In Children, look carefully to 
them, left they turn to a Gangreen ; eſpecially after the Small 
Pox ; theſe may be remedied as in Angina. That which I have 
found beſt in theſe Inflammations and Ulcers in all perſons ( uſu- 
ally in Children called Cankers ) hath been Diamoron, &c. as there 
Sett. 2. Chap. 4. the latter end ; which may alſo be uſed in Inflam- 
mation, and relaxation of the Uvula. 

Zac In extream danger, the Tongue being ſwelled, applied 
four Leeches ; by which the Party was relieved. 

Another, by deep Scarific. after which he waſhed it with Salt and 
Water, and cured him. If it ſuppurate, apply a Fig braiſed : if ic 
break not, open it. After uſe proper cleanling Gargariſins.

It moſt uſually infefts Chil- 
dren. 

Signs. If you lift up the Tongue, you may ſee on each ſide the 
Ligament a 'Tumor, ſometimes as big as a Bean, fomerimes much 
bigger. 

Cauſe is from viſcid and pituitous Blood. 

Progn. "Tis without danger, yet in Children may ſuffocate. It 
black, livid, and hard, meddle not with it.

Pterygia, a word appropriated to the Eye, as after, is here uſed 
for an Excreſcenceof fleſh, which grows up near the Nail, yea, af- 
ter Paronychia, and fo may be a Symptom of it :-it may alſo be 
from Redjivia, or other Cauſes, as the Nail growing into the Fleſh. 
'Tis very painful. This is removed either by Inciſion, or excding

N Ulcer is a ſolution of continuity, with Diminution of 
magnitude, in ſoft parts, from an eroding matter. 

Signs of outward Ulcers are needlefs. 

Cauſe is ſharp eroding Humors, &c. which are twofold. 

I. Internal, as Bile, Melancholy, Atrabile, Seram, ſalt-Flegm, 
and other malign Humors. 

2. Externals, Burning corofive Medicines, fweat of thoſe that 
have the Scabs, Leproſie, Lues Venerea. 

Differ. are taken. 1. From the Cauſes, as before. 2. The part 
affeted, which is ſometimes the Skin and Fleſh only, ſometimes 
the Nerves, Tendons and Veſſels that convey the Blood. 3. From 
the Fares , ſo they wn great _ _ —_— right, tranſ- 
verſe, equal, unequal, deep, ſuperficial. 4. From the Symptoms, 
fo they are velnkel, "ary ds obſtinate, wormy, ——_—_ The 
Cauſes and Signs of which, you have in their proper places. 

Progn. If deep, great, round, old, tending to green or black, 
be complicated, the Hairs about it fall, Bones be toul, be in aged 
People or Children; if the humidity reacheth the Tendons, 
Nerves, or Veins; be in ill habiced Bodies ; the 1natrer be livid, 
pale, fluid, chin, and of ill fſinell, then they are hard to cure. If 
critical, in the Back, great Joynts ; if livid and pale, and the Par- 
ry 
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ty ſick, oft mortal. If of long curation, or being cured break out 
again, the Bones arc foul. Old and inveterate Ulcers are not cured 
without danger, unleſs the Boily be daily purged, and a good 
diet obſerved ; otherwiſe Diſeaſes will enſue. If they be in a 
Body of good complexion, have ſoft Tumors, the matter be white, 
{mooth, and equal, ill matter having flowed before, and Mzdi- 
cines ſtick cloſe ; caſily cured. 

Cure, in which as times of Ulcers, fo ſome general notions. 
Times are four. 

I.Beginning, wherein quitter is thin,waterifh,crude and abundant. 

2. Increaſe, then Symptoms augment, matter begins to concod, 
and is leſs in quantity. 

"3. State, then there appears Prs, yet thinner. 

4. Declination, then matter is white, cquat and without ſmell. 

Generals aro, 1. All Ulcers require drying. 

2. Ulcers plain, and without Symptoms, are preſently to be fill- 
ed and cicatrized ; but if there's Symptoms,they are tobe removed. 

Ways of curing are two : * | 

I. Remcve the Antecedent cauſe, as ill habit ; by Pwrging, and 
altering the Humors offending. Plethora by V. $. and purging. 
Contagion with Alexipharmicks, and Poyſen by Antidotes, Diſtemper of 
-the part by contraries, 

2. To dreſs Artificially, by which conjun& cauſes are incoun- 
tred. Here Medicines are to anſwer the times ; as i» Principzo, uſe 
Digeſtives fitted to the Temper of the part, mixt with abſterſives, 
leſt they make the Ulcers too moiſt, and alſo that Nature may be 
helpt to ſegregate the Excrements.

M. If it cannot be done by Medicines, then t 
are cither to be ſcrap'd, if ſmall ; if great, there muſt be perforati- 
ons made ; or take it away by actual Cauteries ; diſtilled Oyls 
that have loſt their uniouſneſs, and are extream drying, may be 
uſeful, as Ol. Vitriol. Sulphur. Antimon. 8c. 

Here may not unfitly be handled two Dilſcaſes of the Bones, cau- 
ſed by Preternatural Humors, by what cauſe foever they 
the Bone. 

The firſt is an Ulcerous Excreſcency. This arifeth from Preter- 
natural Flegm, which moiſtning the Bone, procures it, cauſing an 
Ulcer, by which the Tendons, Ligaments and Nerves are corrupt- 
ed, and the whole member is ſubjeX to danger. Here Medicines 
are uſeleſs, till you come to the Bone. If the Excreſcence be great, 
cut it off: if it ariſe again, apply an a#ual Cautery, having always 
reſpect to the Bone to remove its foulneſs, for which ſee above. 
To remove the Excreſcence, the next is excellent. Re. Pal. Reſtor. 
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F-i. Vitrial. alb. 3 i. Arſenic. prep. 3 ii. Miſc. caſt of it on the Excreſ- 

cence, and upon it apply a drying Plaiſter. It makes a thick Ef- 

_— , without much pain, which may be taken off che next 
ay. 

The ſecond is called a Cancer. This is from a ſharp Humor, firſt 
croding the Bones, then makes its way through the Periofteurmr ; at- 
ter which follows an Ulcer of the Fleth and Skin incurable, till the 
Bone be made ſound. Its Orifice is very little, the edges pale, the 
Maccer thin, Fleſh ſoft and ſomewhat ſwell'd, at leaſt increaſeth of 
its own accord. Here Inciſion is neceſſary to the Bone ; to which 
apply Euphorbium ſpir:Vitriol. cum ſpir Vin. mixt. &c. Turpentinec 
boyl'd, and made Powder, is excellent ; if mixt cum Ungaent. /£- 
gypt. wel Fuſe. Wurtz. An aRtual Cautery is not ſeldom needful, 
Apply the Medicines rather on Tents made of Elder-Pith, becauſe 
it imbibes the ſharp and thin Humors, by which Natures Action is 
promoted. Secing for the moſt part theſe Diſeaſes do riſe from 
the diſtemper of the whole Maſs of Blood, and when one Cancer is 
cured, there appears another in ſome other place ; therefore have 
regard to the whole Body, for which the next may be taken. Re.

The ſecond is cither from Inflammation, and then Red- 
neſs went before. Or cold, and then Lividiry preceded. To theſe 
uſe Scarifications, Leeches, and the method in Gangreens, till the 
Skin get its native Colour, only receive this which hath cured ma- 
ny. R. Turneps and Raddiſh-Roors ſcrap'd, to which add pow- 
der of Muſtard. i.

to make a Cataplaſ. in the Black ſcarifig deep. | 

Varicous Ulcers. A Varix is the Dilatation of a Vein, uſually'in . 
the Thighs, as alſo elſewhere. It happens oft to Mcn. When 
with them there's an Ulcer, the parrt is livid or black. 

Cauſe is thick Melancholy Blood, either falling down by its 
weight, or procured by ſome violent exerciſe. 

Progn. If they appear in thoſe melancholy mad, the Grief ceaf: 
eth. Thoſe from the Spleen, or critical from other Diſcates, are 
not to be cured ; they are not in themſelves dangerous, bur rather 
do free from Diſeaſes ; and by them the whole Body is purged 
from fzculent Blood, Apoplexy, &&c. 

Cure, If great, their removal may cauſe Death : if the Ulcer be 
great and malign, they cannot be cured till the Varix be removed ; 
betore which, Purging and V. S. is to be repeared : reſpect is to be 
had to the Liver and Spleen, as cither is ill affe&ted. Some ay ply

CHAP. Iv: 
Of Fiſtula's #z general and particular. 


F what is writ in general be well obſerved, there need not fo 
J much be writ in particular as there's uſually. 

A Fiftula only differs from the former, in that in this there's Cal- 
loſity, and *tis narrow. 

Signs. Quwer is virulent, ugly, and ſtinking ; Pain ſmall, or 
none, unlets in fenfible parts. 

Signs of Differences are ; there's ſometimes one, ſometimes more 
Sinue's : in the latter there's-great plenty of matter. So in the for- 
mer, if it paſs to any remarkable Cavity, as the Belly, &c. If mat- 
ter be various, divers parts are afflited. If it paſs to the Fleſh, 
matter is white, ſmooth, and plentiful. If to Nerves, 'tis fatty and 
oleous ; pain is more, motion is impaired, and being vrob, it 
pricks : if to Veins and Arteries, and the Coats not eroded, 'tis 
reddiſh. If the Arteries be eroded, the Blood looks bright, and 
comes out leaping. It the Veins, 'tis thick and dreggy. If to the 
Bone, the matter is thin, and yellowiſh. If the Smell be ill, and 
the Bone be rugged, being prob'd ; tis foul. 

Cauſes are from abundance of ill Humors, Abſceſs or unskilful- 
neſs of the Curer. 

Progn. No Fiſtula is of eaſie Cure. Thoſe ſhallow, of ſhort 
ſtanding, in Fleſhy parts, in young and ſtrong Bodies, are hopeful. 
If they erode various parts, be deep, have many windings, are 
near noble parts, end in Veins, Arterics, Nerves, Tendons, Bones, 
in the Bladder, Joynts, Throat, Belly, and be of long ſtanding, 
hard to be cured. If remote from noble parts, and Nature by 
_ diſcharges ſuperfluitics ; they do good, and are not to be 
cured. 

Cure is either Palliative or Real, The firſt is only for a time ; 
which dries it, and ſhuts it up with a thin Skin, till humidities open 
it 
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it again. This is to be uied, where Fiſtula's help Nature in diſ- 
charging what's hurtful. Such are known, if betore their break- 
ing open, there be Diſtemper ; bur after there's eaſe. In theſe, 
Dyer is the ſame as in watery Tumors. Purge either by 4- 
pozeme or Ale, the laſt is moſt fir, for thoſe aged and of weak Sto- 
machs. As, Re. Guaiac. Sarſapar. an. 3 iv. Rad. Biſtort. Torment.

If you perceive 
it malign, or tend to a Cancer, known by the hard and Lvid 
Brims, pricking pain, ſtinking and virulent matter; _ apply 
this, Re. Lap. Calam. uſt. & in Acet. Vin. extin#t. 3 i. Myrrh. Plumb. uſt. 
& lot. an. I (8. Crec. gr. v. Opii gr. ii. ers uſt. Y iv. Decoft. Fanugr. 
wel Axung. lot. in aq. Ref. q. . M. exquiſ. cmnia ſuper Lapid. pret. This 
is alſo excellent in all Ulcers of the Eyes, malign or not. A Seton 
is here excellent : Cephalick pouders are to be uſed to the head. Be 
fure to take care to defend the Eyes. 

Fiſtulas in the Breaſt call for peoral Decodtions, on which the 
cure much depends ; *tis more difficult to- cure here, than in any o- 
ther part, from the conſtant motion of the Muſcles, eſpecially if 
oblique, and pierce into the Cavity ; into which, if the matter 
flow, there will be ſhortneſs of Breath, and flower motion — = 

reaſt, 
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Breaſt. If the general way cffe& nothing, put a crooked Silver 
Pipe into th2 Fiſtula, 10 that ts end may touch the bottom, through 
which paſs a long nzedle threaded with filk ; being drawn through, 
tye the ends of the thread together, which being anointed with 
ſome eroding Water or Medicine, and thereby the Calloſity being 
removed, cure the Ulcer S. A. See Scalrer. 3S. Tab. 5. ke. So Tab. 
29. fig. 4. where you have another way by Incifion. With theſe 
are uſually joyned a Maraſmus or Heftick, and then the Fiftuls's 
are oft incurable. 

An Hedtic. In it, the heat is little troubleſome to the ſick, 'tis a 
liccle ſharpned and increaſed one or two hours after meat, as alſo 
the Pulſe, and returns again not long after to its former equality ; 
and is perceived greater about the Arteries, than other parts of the 
Body ; the: Pulſe is over-frequent, as alſo little and weak, and 
ſomewhat hard. There's a continual and lingring leanneſs of Bo- 
dy following, whereby this Fever being reduced to its extremity is 
called Maraſmres. | 

Cauſes are various. If after Fiſfula's, Ulcers, Apoſtems, and In- 
flammation of the Bowels, eſpecially of the Lungs, the whole maſ 
of Blood is infeted by matter, and gets a ſingular glutinouſnef,, 
which being communicated to the other Humors, ſpoils them with 
the like fault, and renders them unfit to perform the natural fun- 
@ions rightly. It may alſo be from faultinels of the Spittle, the 
Irregular us of things Non-natural ; eſpecially from immoderate 
ſorrow and ſadneſs. It follows other Dileaſcs, as Fevers, diary and 
intermitrting. The little heat is from the faulrineſs of the Liquor 
of the Conglomerated Glandules, Spitrle, and Pancreat-Juice. The 
leanneſs is from the too much viicouſnels of all the Humors, and fo 
of the Blood ; by which the Appetite is diminiſhed. 

Progn. If in the inning, it may be cured, but in the latter 
end, hardly, or not at all ; eſpecially it from a Fiſtula. : 

Cure. It accompanied with Fiſtu/a, Ulcer, &c. beſides the Me- 
dicines after mentioned ; as to other cauſes, there muſt be thoſe 
Medicines ufed, which powertully cleanſe, and ..1fo conſolidate 
Fiſtu'a's and Ulcers: among which Balſ. Sulph. Ani. or other Aro 
matick Oyls are effeftual. Alſo Medicines made of Antimony, that 
are neither Vomitive nar Purging. Among common things all 
thoſe are famous which are Yulneraries, ani are to be uſed in De» 
coctions, being proper in the Cure of Ulcers as well as Fiftwa's ; 
yet in general tor the coughnefs and glutinouſneſs of all the Hu- 

N 2 mors, 
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mors, uſe thoſe Medicines which mildly amend and correc ir. 
Such are gentle Aromaticks and oily Yelaril Salts ; only ſuch are 
to be choſen which may agree with the conſtitution both natural 
and preſent of every ſick perſon, which may ealily be found our 
and known by Medicines that help and hurt : Have care in right 
ordering and dire&ting Dyer. That firſt Air be moſt cemperate.

Beer not too ſtrong, and yct 
fermented, Wine of good” age, ſmall, and diluted with a littlz 
water. Let the motions of the mind he moderate, eſpecially ſhun- 
ning thoſe from which the HeRick aroſe. Lzt Exerciſe be gentle, 
Sleep and watching moderate, wonred 'emptyings if too ſlow 
are to be promoted, if they may not weaken the ſick, and all ex- 
ceſs of them to be ſhun'd and amended ; as all Effuſions of Blood, 
Menſes, Semen, fucking, &c. 

If a He#ick comes with, or follows Fevers,. the cure is to be va- 
ried according to the divers harms of divers Humors differently 
peccant ; all which maybe ſeen afterwards in the Chapter of Fe- 
vers in the Marrov of Phy/ick.

Fiſtula's of the Back, Belly, and Foynts. If the Vertebra's be foul, 
tis incurable.

Thoſe of the Belly, are either in the Groins, molt oft after Vene- 
real Buboes, in Plethorick or ill habited Bodies : or above the 
Groins. If in theſe the Guts be eroded, they are incurable. To 
them may be uſed an injection of Red Wine, wherein is diſſolved 
a little Alum, and Syrup of Myrtles. "The party is to eat Calves 
Feet ; Rice boild in Milk, wherein Steel hath been quenched. The 
Orifice is to be kept open, till the Guts be healed; after proCccd as 
in the general cure. 

Thoſe in Anns either pierce the right Gut, and then the Fces 
and Wind will break out with the matter ; the Inje&tion and 
probe will paſs into the Guts, ſo that the Probe may be felt or 
not ; they are hard to cure, being the Jakes of the whole Body. 


Cure 
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Cure as in the general, only that which paſſeth through is to be 
cured by deligation, thus performed. Put a thread into the eye 
of a Probe, after paſs it through the ſinuoſity into Refwum, where 
have your finger ready to receive the thread, and draw it out at 
the Fundament. If it be not too thick and long, you may ty it 
attwice ; otherwiſe you muſt uſe ſundry more ; attcr that's done, 
cure S. A. Thoſe in the Joynts, ifthe Bones and Grifſtles be cor- 
rupted, are incurable ; as alſo if joyned with a hard Tumor. It 
they admir nor of the general cure, the party is to ſuffer Amputa- 
tion, whether it be Leg or Arm betore too weak ; but in aged and 
craſi2 perſons forbear.

Cure. There mult be obſerved a good Dyet ; oft purging, ſome- 
times Y. $. alſo drying Decoctions, without which, they ars (cl- 
dom cured : dreſs but once or twice a day, unleſs the matrer ve 
very ſharp and plentiful. Uſe no Repellers or Mercurial nedi- 
cincs unleſs by conſtant purging you drain the Body of its i:1-pu- 
rities.

If dezy 
to Veins, Arteries, and Nerves ; if in impure Bodies ; in the Groins, 
Belly, Joynts, Eyes, Head, and in Children, hard. If the whole 
Body, or moſt part, dangerous ; if in the Guts or from Lightning, 
incurable and mortal. It deep and great, they uſually leave ugly 
Scurf. If in a hairy part, it remains Bald. 


Cure 
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Cure varies according to its Differences. The chief is t5 draw out 
the fire ; by which in ſlight Burn; you hinder Bliſters and Ulcers 
in great ones, you free trom all danger. Therefo:: what Medi- 
cines are ncar hand, uſe them preſently. As Onio1s and Salt beat 
together, or I Water, or Barm ; hold the part to the fire ; 
Bath in warm Water ; or Mucilage of Quince Se:d, drawn with 
Roſe-water, and mixcd with Linſced-Oyl 1s vcry good, it it be the 
firſt degree, where there's only Hcat, Pain, Kednefs ; which, if 

revented not, riſcth into Bliſters, containing in them clear Wa- 
ter. If Bliſters be riſen, Re. Lap. cud. 3 ii. Sal. Sapon. Vinet. an. 1. 
M. f. Unguent. cum Ol. Roſ. & Amygd. Dulc. But apply it not too 
near the Eyes. Or, Re. O/. com. part. 1. Alb. Ov. part. 2. Beat 
them well together, wich which anoine oft a day. Cut the Bliſter 
the third day, leſt there follow Corroſion. In the ſecond degree 
the Skin is alfo burnt, then Bliſters preſently riſe ; there are alto 
Eſchars, the Skin being wrinkled and dry'd.

=, The mygiſture, as alſo Lice, cauſeth itching, and very ill 

Cauſes, they are from ſharp, ſalt Flegm. Some ſay, ill vicious 
Mart efoly aa with ſome Bile, and other tarp Humors | 

Progy. hard to cure, being for moſt parta ftubborn Diſeaſe, and 
calily returns. If they continue long, they paſs to Alopecia, 8&c. 
Favw's are moſt incident unto Children. 

Cure. Take heed of UnRtious, repelling, and violent drying Mc- 
dicines ( by which I have known much miſchief done, efpzcially 
t» Children, with Cocu/. bd. &c.) without the uſe of inward means: 
Thoſe things generally in uſe, are ſtrong Purgers, Sweating, Sali- 
ration, pulling out the hairs, &c. but without the uſe of any of 
theſe they have been cured alone with this : Re. Ciner. ( wulp. dif.

Water- 
Crefſles bruiſed and fry'd in Hogs-Greaſe, and applied to the Head, 
the hair being cut off, for twenty four hours, makes the Crults to 
fall, and if it be uſd longer, i: cures. 

Tinea hath been cured with the next : the Head being firſt ſha- 
ved, frame an Ointment of Sulphur, Axung. and Juice of Lemons, 
apply it where the Sores are, every evening thrice, for each other 
day ; in the mean time purging the Body with Cephal:c Pills, as

ſel. f. Pil. num. 3. you are to anoint for five days. After Anointing 
waſh the Head with a deco&tion of Mallows, and after dry it. It 
cures in ſhort time, and ſeldom returns, as I have tryed.

Ulcers of the Eyes receive various Names ; yet admit of the fame 
Cure. They are caſie to be ſeen, yet dangerous and hard to re 
move ; eſpecially thoſe in Cornea & Pupilla, where for moſt part 
they induce blindneſs. Eſpecially where the Cornea is Eroded, the 
aqueous Humor flowing forth ; as alſo oft the Cryſtalline. 

Cure. Inflammation that's painful, is ſpeedily to be removed, as 
in Ophthalmia, the Ulcer it ſelf calls for cleanſing. As Re. Ale. Thur.

For the Ulcers, Chops of the Lips and other parts, fee Symp- 
roms of Fevers. Or, R. Freſh Hogs-greaſe ( remove its Skins, cut 
it ſmall and chop it, and ſteep it in Water four or five days, ſhift- 
ing it daily ) t61. Sheeps Suet ſo ordered, 3 xii. after melt them 
rogether in an earthen Pan, at a gentle fire, adding Pippins pard 
and liced vi.

Nerves are in the head of the Muſcles, Tenders in their Tail, or 
upon, or ncar Joynts. Therefore if there be Wounds in thoſe parts, 
you may conjecture, they are hurt. The Hands and Feet being 
ſtor'd with them, they ſeldom eſcape; eſpecially, if the Wound 
be tranſverſe. 

Signs arc, .great pain, that procures Beating, Inflammation, Con- 
vulfion, Delirium, Syncope, and unleſs the Nerves be wholly trant- 
rerſly divided, and then the Symptoms are not ſo grievous, and 
thoſe of the Tendons are leſs than thoſe of the Nerves. 

Progn. Theſe are more hard to cure, than thoſe of the fleſhy 
parts, They are dangerous, do cafily putrifie , yet a puncture 
more dangerous, than an Incifion ; and thoſe of the Tendons, leſs 
than thoſe of the Nerves ; Convulſions in them are uſually mor- 


ral, 
Cure. Purging, and V. $. are fit. Repeat the firſt, cocially if 
the Body be impure. Pain is to be eas'd as ſoon as poflible ; here 
cold and moiſt things, whether Air or Medicines, arc hurtful. The 
laſt moderately hot, dry, and void of ſharpneſs, is belt. Keep the 
Wound open, to give free vent to the matter, which if kept in, in- 
creaſeth pain, __ procures Putrefa&tion of the Nerves; which if 
ſo, that corrupt is to be remov'd, cither by Inciſion, or aftual Cau- 
tery.

Their Signs and Cauſes are evident. 

Propn, It in Children and diſeaſed perſons, hard to cure. 

If Tumor ſuddenly vaniſh; a Fever happens the eleventh or 
fourteenth day, if the Wound be little, and Inflammation great; 
if Inflammation (which is uſual) ceaſe the fifth day, and the 
Wound appear livid and black, 'tis dangerous. If with the latter, 
Reaſon fail, Tongue look black and boys deadly. If there be 
Fever, Vomiting and Convulſion, eſpecially the laſt is ill. 

Cure. In all uſ, if need, Y. S. and Purging. If only from 
Contuſion, ſee P. 1. Se. 2. Ch. 4. in Ecchymoſis. 

If therewith be joyned a Wound, and the Cranium not toucht, 
cure them as in the firſt Chaprer of this Section, rather by Agglutr 
nation, than Concarnation, unleſs Contuſion be great. 
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In Wounds f the hairy Scalp, There's no need of fttitching either 
way. Here fat things hurt ; thoſe drying and comforting, are to 
be uſed, as Re. Maſtic. Ayrrh. Alo. Sarcocol. an. 3 8. Sang. Drac. J it. 
Bol. 3 i. Tereb. Ven. F i. Mel: Ref. par. M. f. Unguent. This may 
ſerve, though the Wound hath bar'd the Craniam. On it apply

f with Wounds of the Head, there be Fever, InlJammation of 
the whole Head, Neck, Shoulder and Breaſt ; the Brims be 
fivell'd and livid, caſting out ſharp, virulent, filchy, ſtinkin 
Sanies, there being great and pricking pain ; follow the meth 
in Chap. 2. of this Sec/;on, till Symptoms vaniſh ; then dreſs with 
ordinary Medicines. 'Take care of ſtrengthening the inward 
parts, as Heart, &c. 

For thoſe of the tempera! Muſcles, having dreadful Symptoms, 
they call for ſpecial cure. "They are cither by Puncture, eran{ 
verſe, or longways. The two firſt are deep, are dangerous ; be- 
ing accompanied with Vomiting, Convultion, and deep flumber- 
ing. They arc hard to cure ; being in continual motion. If a 
Puncture, be not too haſty to dilate, only ſhave the Hair, - and 
dreſs them cum ol. Hyper. & Lumbric.on it Empl. Paracelſ. or Apodold. 
Hart. With which I cured a. Drummer, who had received a Pun- 
Rure with a Contulion by a very ſharp Stono, on the ict tempos 
ral Muſcle ; He preſently tell into violent Convrulſive motions. 
It cicher Caadrark or long-ways, {tixch and follow the ordinary 
way of curc. 

Fractures of the Scull, are cither ſimple or compound ; and both 
either with, or without a Wound ; and theſe, eicher in Children 
or elder People ; and alfo either with or without a Wound ot the 
Meninges of the Brain. Thoſe not touching the Membranes, or 
thoſe that do, have theſ: Signs ; which are either ſubje& to the 
Senſe found out by the Probe or Finger ; to both which, they feel 
rugged. Only let not the Sutures deceive you. Or thoſe gather- 
ed by reaſon, which are taken trom divers things. As if pe: ſors 
were ſtrong that did it, or weapons were great or ſharp ; if they 
fell from on high, 'tis probable there's a fracture. If che Head was 
bare, the blow hard, the Scull thin and tender ; it atier rhe Biow 
there be Vertigo, dimnefs of the Eyes, Blceding at Mouth, Noſe, 
or Ears, the Party grows dumb, and ſwooa fuddenty ; m_ "01 
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follows Delirium, Fever, Convulſion, Pallie, faultering of Speech, 
Deafneſs ; and if the Hair cut, ſtand up in the Wound, there's 
a Fracture. 

Progn. If the Dura mater be not hurt, but of a right colour, Fleſh 
be . þ the party move his Neck and Jaws well, there's hope : yet 
they are never without danger ; but more dangerous if both 'Ta- 
bles be hurt or broke. Yet more, if the Dura be hurt, and moſt of 
all if the Pia. In a word, the more Symptoms there are, the lets 
hope ; and the more grievous they be, the more deadly. If the 
Bone grow black in the beginning, Death is at hand. 

Cure. Beſides Internals as before. 

Externals, If the Skin be whole, or Wound not big cnough, af: 
ter ſhaving the Hair, make a croſs Inciſion to divide the Pericrani- 
um, and either with your Nails or Chizel, beginning at the points 
of the Incifion, take all up to the Cranium ; only take heed the 
Section be not too near the Sutures, or Temporal Muſcles, or 
tranſverſe a little above the Eyc-lids : uſe what may ſtay Bleeding, 
Embrocate the Head cum Ol. Ref. after roul it up. If Bleeding be 
not feared, open it after twenty four hours. Thus you have way 
made to operate as after. 

Frattures are, 1. Fiſſura, made by a hard and blunt Inſtrument, 
ſometimes paſſing through one Table, ſometimes both. Theſe 
are either conſpicuous or not. If not, it cannot be found bur by 
a Multiplying-Glaſs, or the parties holding his breath. Then ap- 
ply to the part ſuſpeed, Ink mixed with Vinegar : if they leave 
any print, after *tis made clean, uſe the Raſpatory at once or ſeveral 
times till the Ink with the Fiſſura, be altogether gone, and the 
Bone grow ſomewhat Bloody ; after apply this or the like, R. 

Sang. Drac. C. C. uſt. an. 3 i. (8. Myrrh. 3 (8. Thuris, Rad. Ireos, an. 3 \. 
M. ff. = ſfubtilif. If the Fiſſura paſs both Tables, you are to make 
uſe of a Trapan, or Trifne : as alſo in the Contra-Fiſſura, Fractures 
and Contuſions, or elſe you may loſe your Patient.

The 2. Is Vaulting, when the Scull is pul'd upward, leaving a 
Cavity beneath.

The 3. Is Exciſin, in which, part of the Scull is ſeparated from 
the whole. This is, cither when the firſt Table is divided from the 
ſecond, and cleaves to the Skin : In this, you may take the Bone 
away, and cure the Wound. Or when a part of the whole Scull 
is divided, ſo that the Dura is ſeen : In this reduce the Incifian, 
having been cleanſed cum Vin. Alb. wel fpir. Vin. and fo keep it ei- 
ther by ſtirching the lips of the Wound, or rather by fit rouling.

A Pun&ure made by a pricking or thruſting Weapon, feldom 
paſſeth both Tables, here the Tr;fine muſt be put juſt upon the 
middle, and not on the ſides of the place hure. Ina word in all 
Fra&tures, if ſo large as to free the place of coagulated Blood, or 
that corrupted, or from the pricking Ofſcles, 'Trifining will be 
needleſs : but if it happen otherwiſe, great care is to be had in its 
uſing, unlefs the party be very ftrong, and the Fracture be very 
little. Roonhuyſizs approves not of the Trifine in-any Fracture, 
unleſs in -great Fractures of the Scull, where ſome points of the 
Bonz or other wound the Membranes, or ſometimes paſs into the 
Brain it.ſelf ; or when one bone is ſhoy'd upon another, and thenit 
may beuſed the ſixth or ſeventh day, yea in Winter the tenth day;

Here there's dimneſs of Sight, Giddinefs, 
Fever, Vomiting, often Apoplexy, a feeble ſmall Pulſe, eſpecially 
about the Temples : the depreſſed Bones in ſome manner obſtruct- 
ing the Circulation of Blood in the Brain. : 

# In the Extravaſation of the Blood ; on which follows putre- 
faction, and if not remedied, -Death. Here there's a continued 
Fever, great heat in the Head, unquiet Sleep, Watching, inflam- 
mation of the Eyes, and light Delirium. In all, let the Trifine be 
applied as ſoon as may be, before the Putrefattion of the Blood 
procure greater Sy mptoms,that is, in the third, fourth, or fifth day ;

Concuſſion or Commotion of the Brain is accompanied with aſtoniſh- 
ment, vomiting, raving, &c. 'tis cauſed by Blows, Falls from on 
high, Report of Ordnance and Thunder. There's one more gen- 
tle, wherein there's no Ruption of the Veſſels, only the - Animal 
S51-its are troubled : the other more violent, wherein the Brain is

In Fune 753. 1 was called to a Youth thrown off his Horſe, with 
the left ſid2 of his Head againſt che ground. Before I could get to 
him, he had poured out Blood, as it a Pig had been ſtuck, at his 
Ear. He was in a Swoon and ſpeechleſs ; no'hurt to be ſcen out- 
wardly .at all. I preſently preſcribed him a Cordial ; and next 
morning let him Blood, afrer appointed Clyſters, uſed to his Ears 
fone black Wool, cum O!. Amyg. amar. becauſe of pain and noiſe 
there ; in few days he was removed four Miles : after ſome time 


' of co:1 inuance there, he returned well, and fo ſtill continues. Yet 


in riolnt Concuſflions, 'ris oft deadly, as I have obſerved. 
Oc M-. Syſzons,Gentleman of the Ordnance at Warwick-Caſtle, 
went tort 170 kill a Rabit, in or:near Fedgnock-Park ; which after 
done, being aſſaulted by the Keeper and his Man, one of them 
ſtruck him. down with a Pike-ſtaff without any remarkable Wound, 
Or 
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or ay Fracture at all. Yet although all Methodical means were 
uſed, he died. After, opening his Head, I foundover againſt.the 
Wound a great deal of Blood, poured out between the Dura 'and 
Pia Mater, putrefied. Some uſe to ſhave the Head, and anoint it 
twice a day,cum Ol.Roſ.after applying this, Re. Farin.Hord. 3 iii.pul.ſum- 
mit.

_ Fungus, j. e. Muſhrome, fo called from their Similitude. Some- 
times 'tis hard wichout Blood; being almoſt ſenſleſfs. The other 
Toft, of exquilite ſenſe, and ill ſmell ; narrow beneath, and broad 
above. Sometimes it increaſeth to the bigneſs of an Egg. *Tis 
cauſed from craſs melancholy Blood, fpringing from the broken 
Veilels of the Scull and Dura, and doth partake of the Nature of 
the part to which it grows. *Tis dangerous, yea oft deadly, if it 
happen from an afflux of vicious Humors in the Brain. 
 _ Cure. In the beginning, uſe Clyſters after every third day, as, 
Re.

They are not of that danger as in the Head;for there 
may be any part of the Face loſt, as Noſe, Ears, Eyes, Lips, &*- 
without danger of Death. - Wounds here are to have the dry Stitch,

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yet if the Eye-lid be wounded tranſverſly, if Ungnent. Glutin. can- 
not be had, other ſticching may be uſed : yea in other partsof the 
Face in Men, where the Fair may hinder, on the Wound may be 
caſt either a Sarcetick Powder; or uſe ſome Balſam.

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CHAP. VIEL 


Of Wonnds of the Breaſt in particalar. 


Ws of the Breaſt are either thoſe before or behind ; and 
both, may either penetrate or not. If not, they are cu- 
red as wounds in the Fleſh. If they penetrate, holding a lighted 
Candle thereto , the party ſtopping his- Mouth and Noſe , the 
Breath will either blow out or more the Candle. Yet in theſe, if 
no internal part be hurt, the ſame cure may ſerve. If the Heart 
be hurt, *tis mortal, yea ſpeedy death ; if it pierce the right Ven- 
tricle, ſuch not living twenty-tour hours at moſt. If in the left, 
they may live longer. If only into its ſubſtance, yet longer. They 
are known by much blood guſhing out, univerſal Tremblings, 
Pulſe ſmall and weak, cold Sweats, oft Swooning : and when the 
Limbs grow cold, death is near. The knowledg of theſe, led me 
to predict rightly, that one Moſes Lander, Servant to Captain 
Matthew Bridges, was wounded in the Heart. This being worth 
obſerving, take it here. 

The Scots under Leſly, in their March from Hereford to Newark, 
paſt through Warwick ; there being Guards ſet at ſeveral places, to 
prevent diſorders. A Scots Trooper quarrelling with one of che 
Guards, the ſaid Captain and his Man paſling by, the Man in- 
treated him to be quiet ; for they did but diſcharge their duty. 
The Scot immediately leaving them, with his Tuck run him in ac 
the left-ſide, which paſſed berween the Ribs into Mucrenata ; the 
Man finding himſelf wounded, ſets ſpurs to his Horſe, and rid 
from St. Fohns Brock to the Caſtle, the beſt part of half a quarter 
of a Mile : as he came riding up, I with others, ſtanding at the 
outmoſt Gate of the Caſtle, ſeeing him make ſuch haſte, with a 
wan Countenance (that always had been Ruddy) and the Horſe 
ſide bloody, ſcarce my thoughts of his ganas a, wh perfected, 
before he came near me by twenty yards, he fell from his 
Horſe. I with another ran and carried him within the Gate, lay- 
ing him on a Form wichout, at the Porters Lodg upon his Back, 
by which time an univerſal —_ had ſized him ; his Pulſe was 
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gone and fo to all appzarance paſt recovery. I uſed Frictions, till 
a handful of Salt came which I ſent 1or ; wich which, rubbing his 
Lips for a quarter of an hour, his colour came, and he began to 
look up. Being after carried into the Caſtle, I preſcribed this: R. 
Aq. Borag. Bugloſ. Fulap. Nerimberg. an. 3 i. aq. Cinam. 3 vi. Confett. 
Alter. 31. /yr. Caryoph. Fi. M. having taken fix or cight ſpoonfuls 
at ſeveral times, he ſeemed to revive more, and his Pulſe got up a 
little. About two hours after, coming to him with my Witke, 
ſpeaking ſomething to him to prepare for Heaven, he underſtand- 
ing, cried out for all or moſt part of that night, Hzaven, Heaven. 
The next morning finding him in a Fever, after I had dreſſed his 
Wound, which- was very ſmall, I opened a Vein. Towards the 
afternoon he ſpoke pretty plain, and knew me. This day I was 
ſent to. by the Commiſſioners to know the ſtate of the-Man : that fo 
General Leven with a Council of War might try him. I returned 
Anſwer, That I conceived he was wounded into Mucronata, and 
that he could not long continue. The next morning finding the 
Fever again increaſed, I repeated V. S.' as alſo the next morning 
after that, yet in the afternoon he died. "The next day I opened 
him, there being preſent his Captain, Mr. Trap Miniſter, and ſeve- 
ral Officers and Soldiers ; Ifound the Tuck had paſſed through the 
Diaphragma into the point of the Heart, almoſt to the right Ver- 
tricle, and the Stomach drawn up above the Midriff. He was a 
Congregational Member, meeting then in Warwick Caſtle. He 
made a very ſweet and comfortable end. 

The Lungs wounded,” the Blood ifſuing out is yellowiſh, and fro- 
thy ; there's Cough, difficulty of Breathing, pain on the wounded 
Side ; yet lying thereon, there's more eaſe. If the Wound be 
great and deep, the great Veſlels being hurt, from which there's 
grear Effuſion of Blood ; or the Branches of the A4fera Arteria be 

urt, there coming more Breath through the Wound than Mouth, 
they are mortal. 

Cure. Sharp things are hurtful: Thoſe comforting and drying 
are good. Till things be ready, lay the party in Bed, the Woun 
being downward, that by coughing and holding his Breath, the 
matter may be diſcharg'd. If there be found no weight on the 
Midriff, no Fever, nor ſpitting Blood ; uſe no Tents, but drop in 
Liniment. Arcei cum Ol. Hyperic. vel Balſ. Artific. On them apply 
_ Diapal. But if there be much Blood in the Cavity, after.'tis 
caſt out, uſe a Flamula dipt in the White of an Egge, the greater 

part 
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art of it hanging out of the Wound. It may be continued for 
orty days. It after, the former Symptoms do remai.:, ve a Sil- 

ver or Lead Pipe ; which is to be removed when the Vo.ind runs 

good matrer and little. If you have a mind to. inject, you may caſt 
in ſome of the Yulnerary Decottions that are after. And if fo, let 
him betake himſelf to his former poſture, that all may come torth 


- again ; after put in the Pipe, and onit lay a Spunge wrung out of 


Aq.Vitz. This keeps out the Air, extracts the Quitter, inſtead of 
whiclr Re. Reſin. rec. Clar. & Oderat. th (8. Of. Laur. & Tereb. an. 5 i. 
Gum. Elem. ii. Firſt diffolve the Roſfin and Gum at a gentle Fire, 
till mixed ; after add the Oyl of Turpentine ; boyl them a little, 
ſtrain them through a thick linnen Rag, ſpread of it on Leather, 
which being ſnipt, lay on the Pipe. This powerfully. draws out 
the Matter. *Tis to be changed once a day in Winter, and twice 
in Summer. With this and Bal. Artific. may Wounds penetrating 
be cured. 

Obſerve, I have cured very dangerous penetrating Wounds, with- 
out Injection ; yea, ſuch as have paſſed through the Lungs and 
Body, amonglt which this was rare : 

William Roſe, Scouting towards Banbury, with ſome others, met 
near to Amwell, a Party of Horſe, much greater than themſelves, 
thinking them Enemies (but deceived. Thoſe with him fled. The 
othzr thinking them Cavaliers, purſued ; and therein overtaking 
Roſe, one b:ſtowed on him a leaſh of Bullets (to ſpeak Huneſman- 
like) two of which together, and the third at a ſmall diſtance, paſ- 


kd in near the Spondyls, and taking their way tranſverſe, came 


forth on the inſide of the right Arm, at three ſeveral places : he 
being carried by them to Ccxrtcn Garriſcn, then tor the Parliament ; 
I ſ-nt my Mate to open a Vein, to dreſs him, and to fee him 
brought to Warwick. For fix days or more after he cawe, he ſeem- 
ed co be hopeleſs, could have no.ſlzep, although I gave Laudan, to 
gr. vii. increaſing by degrees to fix, that only procured ordinary 
Sleep. His Ccrgh was feltom, but grear, and then the Wind break- 
Ing out of his Wound, was ſo great, that its Repor: aſtoniſhed p26- 
ple yet by ordinary drefling wichour In,ection, by Gods help he 
came well, and I faw him alive, 1672. 

In theſe Wounds V. $. may be repeated it there he ſtreng:th. To 
dijiolve coagulated Flood, this may be ncedful.

What may remain 
of Injeftion, may acquire Acrimony, and that increaſe, if not be- 
get Symptoms, therefore forbear. Wounds. of the Draphragma, 
and Veſlels there, are for the moſt part deadly. The firſt may be 
cured, as the Lungs, if only wounded in the Fleſhy pate. For 
_ other, ſee Wounds of the Veſlels, as alfo of the Nerves

He was deſired to prepare him- 
ſelf for Death. I only applied to the Wound Liniment Arcei, and 
on that Paracel/. the next morning coming early to drels them, I 
asked if he was dead; but tomy amaze, I tound him taking a Pipe 
of Tabaco. I bid him make ready for drefling. As ſoon as the 
Medicine was removed, we found to admiration, Fleſh had nlled 
the Wound, near to the Brim ; after being cured] he went from 
Warwick Caſtle, whither he had been carried, to Dud!y Caſtle, rhere 
continuing a Soldier. - Captain Randal of Civentry, no mean 
eſteemed Chirwrgeon, was with me at the firſt and ſecond drefling.

Aving joyn'd together what was diſuniced, we come 
now to treat of dividing what's united, called Diereſis, 
which is performed ekher by cutting or burning, ei- 
ther in the hard or ſoft parts of the Body. Now theſe 
are joyned either by Nature or by Accident. We begin with thoſe 
in hard parts, which are diſunited. 

1. By Perforation, which is done cither with the Trapan, Trifine, 
er Terebra ; uſed cither when Bones are cither very foul or in Fra- 
ures of the Scull. Both which you _ ſee, where we have writ 
ef foul Bones and Fra&tures. Only the Trifine may be uſcful, 
when a purulent matter *s got hetween the two Membranes of the 
Mediaſftinum, hich cannot be diſcharged by the Lungs ; bur it he- 
ing uſed to th: Sterne, by that Oritice made, with the uſe of 
Tents, Spunges and other Inſtruments, the matter may be dif 
charged. 

2. Sawing. For the Head-Saw, ſee Frattures of the Scull. For the 
great Saw, ice Amputation, F. + 

3. Exciſion periormed by Scalpr:”'s, which is to remove the 
roughneſs left after Trapanning, &Cc. az in Fractures. For which, 
lee Scultetre, Tab. 2. Figure 9. Tie cutting Mullets, Chizel 
and Mallet might be here treated of, but of th+m in Gitmemnbring. 

4- Scraping, uſeful in Fillures, of whici fee Scull-Fractures, as 
2llo in foulnels of the Bones, fo to take off foulneſs trom the Teeth. 
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To theſz may be added Filing, uſed to the Teeth, to remove what 
is ſnagged, <&-c. which may be offenſive ; this is to be done by de- 
gvecs, gently, having care of the neighbouring parts.

Divulſion, or Burning. We begin with the firſt, under 
which are ſeveral Opzrations. 

I. Conching a Catarat#. "Tis true, there” sſomething in this ſuper 
fluous, that's removed, rather depreſled ; yet *tis done by Pun#in. 
*Tis a Concreriorr of ſuperfluous Humors, by little and little gene 
rating into a Preternatural Membrane, between the Cornea and 
Cryſtalline Humor ; covering either totally or in part, the Pupil of 
the Eye ; and ſo deprives the party of his Sight, or at leaſt hin 
ders it. The Greeks call it Hypochyma ; the Latms Suffuſio. *Tis& 
ther imperte&t when the Humor is thin, or the Apple of the Eye 
is not totally covered : or perfe&, when changed into a Mear 
brane, or the Pupil is quite covered. Sometimes 'tis white, gay; 
yellow, green, Lead-colour, &c. according as the green, yellow, 
or black Bile is mixt amongltt it. 

Signs. In the beginning, the party ſecs every thing double, and 
of many colours; the Air ſeems full of Flies, Nets, Clouds, and 
cannot indure a perfe& Light. After, his Sight lefſens, and all 
things appzar as Spors, and at laſt there follows Blindneſs. If itbe 
jſt in cae Pupil Center, not covering it wholly, but leaves round 
about the Sight, ſome place free ; then all the party ſees ſeems

TJ” Soft parts are ſeparated, cither by pricking, Se&ion, 
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perforated. If the Pupil ſpread ic ſelf, when the Eye is rubb'd 
with the Finger, then ir is perfect. 

Cauſe, is a Flegmatick Humor, cither colle&ed there by the Eyes 
weakneſs, or tranſmitted thicher by the Brain, by reaſon of its a- 
bundance there. Immoderate coition alſo begets the:n. 

Progn, If imperteR, and in Principis, in perſons middle aged, 
curable : yea, it hath been cured in aged by univerſal Evacuati- 
ons, Sudorificks, Dyer, and Veſicatorics in fifteen days, without 
outward Applications. If it be from a Fever, Peripneumonic, 
Phrenzy, extream pain in the Head, hard to cure. 

As to Couching, take theſe preſages. If they be of the colour of 
ruſty Iron, whate like Pearls, Aſhy, Green, or Cheſnut, curable. 
If of the Colour of Chalk, Black. or Yellow, not. So alſo it 
the Patients being turned to the Sun, ſee no glimmering of Light. 
The lefs the Pupil is dilated, the lefs hope of cure. By this 'tis 
kzcwn to be ready : If after both Eyes are ſhut, the ill Eye being 
gently rubb'd, ſpread and come round again ; it may be couched, 
otherwiſe nor. The cloſer the Catarat# is to the Cryſtalline Humor, 
the more dangerous. If the Humors of the Eye be commixed b 
the Needle, though the Membrane be removed, Blindnefs certain- 
ly follows. Or if therewith the Retina be toucht, the party will 
always ſee the Air as if full of Hairs and Flies. The Blood fpilt by 
the uſe of the Needle, hath no danger, and ſoon ceaſeth of it felt. 
Though the Catarat# be not altogether depreſt, but divided into 
ſeveral pieces, the Sight doth oft perfeHly return, within fix or 
eight weeks, though betore that time the whole operation ſeems to 
be fruitleſs. 

Cure, That imperfect is the Phyſicians work: who by purging 
and ftrengthening the Head and Stomach, as in cold Diſeaſes, may 
remove them. Beſides, are to be uſed, Frictions of the extream 
parts, eſpecially the lower, in the Morning. Cups to the Scapwla's 
and Back without Scarific. and to Occiput with them, by which 
ſome have recovered their Sight in a moment. Veſicatories to 
the Neck, kept loag open. Ifſues there or betwcen the Scepe- 
It's Fs good ; but a Seton is beſt. Sweating Decoctions are 
good. 

Theriac. Vit. taken twice or thrice a week in ag. Fenicul. Eupbra/. 
Cheliden. is excellent. So is chewing Nutmegs in the Morning, 10 
long, that the Vapors may aſcend to the Eye. Candy'd AMyroba- 


lans cat in a Morning, clyar the Sight.

"This 15 Burrhry's 
ecret ta reſtore the loſt Humors of the Eye. To foment the Eye, 
a Decodtion of rad. Fznic. & Herb. Chelid. is good. Be. 49. Chelid. 
rwajor. F Vi. Crec. Metal. 3 i. infund. ſimul. Of this drop three or 
four drops into the Eye three or four times a day, for a long time. 

Croc, 
Metal. 3 i. Cree. D (8. Stent. infuſ. pur dies tres, hinc. f. Col. per filtrum, 
cui add.

It 
the Body hath not been cleanſed in general, nor the Head in par- 
ticular : Or if the party be troubled with a Fever, Sneezing, Cough 
ing, or Vomiting, Having choſcna fit ſeaſon of the year (the beſt 
being from the 22d. of March to the 224. of April; not in the 
change or full of the Moon ; rather three or four days paſt, eſp 
Cially in che docreaſe, in the morning, the Air being clear) put 
the party in a Chair, ſomewhat lower than your own, if you ſit. 
Bind up his ſound Eye, and make him clap his hands about your 
Waſte, not ſtirring them till you have done. Let.ſome body hold 
his Head faſt behind, and do you hold afunder his Eye-lids, bid- 
ding him turn his Eye m—_— his Noſe, then thruſt your Needle 
quickly into the Cornea, in the mid{t between the leſſer corner and 
Irs, fome ſay a Straws bredth from bis, juſt againſt the midlt of 
the Cataratt, which with your Needle, preſs gently downwards 
below the Sight, till it remain there. It it be ſtubborn in getring 
up, again and. again divide it into ſeveral particles, and. bring 
them down ; and in both, keep them a little while under, that 
they may not return again, betore the Pypil of the Eye.

Bevare in the Operation, that the Cry/alline Humor be not hurt, 
nor the ſound Tunicles.

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twelve or fifteen days. Move the Head and Teeth as ſeldom 
as may be. Aﬀer the Paticnt is well, to prevent its return;

Of a Seton, 


He uſe of this, and its continuance, is more troubleſom than 

an Ifſue : Yer 'tis of more-advantage than two Iſues, it run- 

ning more than they can. The places of applying them are vari 

ous, as Ears, Brealt, Mouch of the Stomach, Spine, Region of the 

Liver, Spleen, about the Navel, Scrotum, &c. eſpecially in the Neck, 

betwecn che firſt and ſecond Vertebra, .or the  convs þ or third, or 

which is beſt, berwixr the chird and fourth. Admirable in all grie- 

vous affe&s of the Head, Eyes, &c. 'There are three I/truments 

uſually to perform the operation ; 3. e. a pair of Forceps,. a Needle, 
and String. 

The Forceps to holdup the Skin, is to be perforated on each ſide. 
The Needle is to be three or two-pointed, or rather edg'd, and to 
anſwer the hole of the Ferceps, which 'tis to paſs through. The 
String is to be of Silk, not to paſs the thickne(s of the Needle. 

Th Ch:rurgion is to take up the Skin with the Forceps, and pinch 
it hard, by which being ſtupefied, the Party will be leſs ſenſible ; 
through them paſs the Needle red hot, after which, bring thorow 
the Cord with another Needle. The firlt day to eaſe pain, appl 
tothe part, a Linnen-Rag wet in the Whites of Eggs, and Roſe- 
water, well beat together. After procure digeſtion with fit Medi-. 
cines. When digeſted, let the String be drawn every day, ſome- 
times to. one ſide, ſomerimes to another ; ſo that the mattery part 
may hang out of the Wound. You may keep it open as long as 
there's need, or as the Party pleaſerh. t alchough this be an 

uſual practice, yer the following I have uſed. 

Firſt, with Ink mark the place on cach fide the Yertebra's, after 
ket one take up the Skin, with their hand next the Head, as 
Chg- 
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Chirargion is with his left hand to hold it up below, and ſpeedily 
with his right hand paſs the Needle through, ready fitted with the 
Silk waxed, as the part is marked. The Silk is to be tyed to the 
Eye of the Needle. 

Lately, a Woman came to mc, troubled wich a Fiftu/a Lachryma- 
lzs, and fore Eyes. I made her a Setcr as before, by which ſhe 
found great advantage. By what carelecs means I know nor, the 
String was got out, and the places grown up, her diſtemper afflic- 
ing her more, ſhe came again, and I made her anorher lower. Art 
both which times, ſhe did not cry oh. This ewvacuates from the 
Head, revels from the Eyes, derives and intercepts that which flows 
to the parts of the Mouth and Breaſt ; and that which diſtils by the 
ſpinal Marrow to the Joynts. In the Ears, 'tis admirable, for pain 
in the Teeth, and fore Eyes; in Scrotum, for Hernia aquoſa ; in the 
Head, for Hydrocephalns, as which might have been brought in 
here. Asto PunCction, you may ſee, Aquzons Tumors, &c. It proud 
Fleſh trouble, uſe Alum. calc. if within, Re. Tereb. lot. 3 (8. Unguent.

'Tis an Operation ancient, full of danger, yer ſometimes ſucceeb 
well, as both Nature and Experience have taught : only take n& 
gice, 1. That the parts weakned and deſerted of their natural ht; 
do eaſily after opening, mortifie. 2. Together wich the Wate!, 
Hue allo out the Spirits. 3. That the preſſing Water can hardly 
be kept in from flowing out ; and if the better to cloſe the Wound, 
=_ orceably preſs in the Pipe, a Gangrene ſoon and eaſily env 
eth. 


li 
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If done by Hcificn, uſc it only in Bodies not emaciated, inDrop- 
12s that are new, ( or at leaſt when the ſwelling in a ſmall time 
hach riſen to a great bulk ) and which by the uſe of proper Medi- 
cines hath not been preſently removed, in ſuch as have no Fever, 
difficuley of Breathing, in perſons of a middle Age, not in Chil- 
dren or Aged ; and whn © parts are yet uncorrupted. As to 
the Place, if the Navel ftand forth, ſeek no other, but make the 
Pundture there ; but if drawn in, which is uſual in Hydropicks,then 
the uſual place is three Inches below the Navel, and as much from 
the middle of the Belly, on che right, or left Side, as the Liver, or 
Spleen are affeted, on the Muſcles called Oblique deſcendent, near 
the fide of the right Muſcle. 

In th's, fr mark the place wich Ink, then take up the Skin, 
fleſhy Pan.ucle ; and make a ſmall Opzration, according to the 
Ductus of the Fibre, a little oblique downwards in this Shape * in 
the left ſide, and in this * on the right ſide ; taking care, that in 
paſſing through Perito: um, you hurt not Omentum, or Guts, which 
cannot eaſily be done, by reaſon of the interpoſing Water. As 
ſoon as you ſee the Water come forth, put in a Pipe of Gold, Sil- 
rer or Lead, that is ſmooth, pefforated, the top having broad 
Wings, and an Inch long, and ſome ſmall holes on the ſide of that 
end which is put into the Belly ; *tis alſo to be ſomewhat crooked, 
and exactly fitting the Apertion ; over it lay a Plaifter ſnipe that 
will tick, on that a Spunge or four-double Cloth, and all bound 
on my well, and ler the Party reſt for two or three hours ; then 
open the Bandage again, and rake away one, two,or three pounds 
of Water, yea rather leſs, and fo repeat it once or twice a day, till 
the Water be almoſt all diſcharged ; to take away all at firſt, oft 
cauſes Death. Some with good ſucceſs have drawn out the Water 
thus. Take a Needle, and upon the place which is moſt fiwvell'd:

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The Pipe miſt remain all the time of the Cure, at laſt cure it 
$. 4. But although this hath been the common practice, yet thz 
rext is better : wherein are not only avoided many of the above-re- 
cited difficulties ; but 'tis alſo done with leſs trouble and pain, and 
according to pleaſure. The place appointed before may be taken, 
*is done with a Pipe, made rather of Steel than Silver, like a Quill, 
with holes on the ſides; its end being Lancer-like, ſharp. This js 
to be thruſt into the Cavity of the Belly, through the right Mujcl: 
where the Orifice is ſooner healed ; take no more than a quart of 
Water at once. This done, draw out the Inſtrument, and put on 
the hole only dry Lint, and a ſticking Plaiſter ; which will keep 
the Water in two, three, or more days ; after, according to thy 
ſtrength of thePatient, repeat it, cither in the firſt place, or make 
a new one. Eſpecially, if ye find the Water may more ficly be 
drawn away in another place. By this alſo may a Hydreccle be di: 
charged, as alſo an Empyema, and Dropfie of the Breaſt. If oth 
means prevail not, being ſo ſmall a Wound, it cannot be dange- 
rous to the Sick.

Tis divided cither with a 
pair of round pointed S:iflors, which is moſt ſafe, or by Incition, 
or tying ; but in all, take heed of the Veins.and Arteries, which 
it cut, may ſuffocare. Afer the Nurſe is to put her tinger under 
the Tongue oft, dipt in Af. Roſ. I by accident, as in Ferers, 
uſe Medicines that humett and mollity.

The Gwms in Infants may continue fo long unnaturally joyn:d, 
as thereby many of them - Here ſp2cdy help is to be admini- 
ſtred, betore mortal accidents ſeize them, as Conruifions, Con 
ſumptions, &c. Many are the Mzdicines uſed in this cafe : As th2 
Fat of Hens, Gzeſe, Ducks, all new ; treſh Butter, O!. Amyg1. 7. 
cum Penid. For theſe ſoften and rarify.. Cocks Blood from the 
Comb, anointed with the Finger, oncz at moſt. Hares Brains 
are good. Br. Mel. Virg. Butyr. S. S. an. 3 (8. pul. Liquirit. Raſur. det, 
Apri, & Lup. a: 3 i. M. f. Liniment. With this anoint the-Gums, 
but if there be danger, the Gums muſt be divided ; where thz 
Teeth bunch out with little ſwelling, either with an Inciſfjon- 
Knife, or piece of Gold, or Silver, by which means ſome have 
been preſerved, that had otherwiſe periſhed. 

IWry Neck ſometimes. falls out in Children, cauſed by Defluxion, 
ariſing from a cold and moiſt diſtemper of the Brain; which fall- 
ing into the Neck, ſometimes produceth a Tumor ; oft after 
which grows a wrynefs, as alſo by the uſe of too long Tents ther? 
If taken in time, 1t may be cured, otherwiſe not, or -ſcarce p2:- 
tectly.

The ſecond are Bullets (for Darts and Arrows ſeldom are in 
uſe) Fiſh-Bones, Stones, Metals, Fruits, Plants, Seeds,, Animals, 
Fethers or any extraneous things, that may be carried into a 
wounded part ; alſo Iron, and parts of Knives. - cab! 

1. A Dead-Birth, and that alive may be par ogether';' we begin 
with the Latter. *Tis true, *tis the Midwifes uhployment;' - 
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hong it may fall out to be the Clirurgion's work, take what comes 
afcer. 

To ſet down foregoing Signs of Travail, is nzedleſs. The time 
being come, ſhe is to be put into a Poſture. Some put them to a 
Stool, made on purpoſe, little in ule now. Others put them on 
their Knees, others cauſe them to lean on Womens Shoulders, o- 
thers fit on Womens, Laps, others lye on a Bed-or Pallat ; in which 
poſture I have brought forth both dead and alive, as alſo in moſt 
of the poſtures before. Let her nor labour too much, till ſtrong 
pains come, and then let her rcfolve on Patience, and not ſtir in 
time of her Travail. If ſhe be faint, you may giv2 her ſome Fu 
lap.

Cauſes are various, as debility of the expullive faculry, the In- 
fants bigneſs, or any poſture, fave what's right, 7. e. cicher Head 
or Feet come firſt. "Thickneſs of the Wombs Membranes, ſtraic- 
neſs of the Paſſage, great weakneſs of the Mother or Child. It che 
Childs Head comcs with its Face towards the Mothers Belly, and 
fall on Os Pubs : In this caſe the Child came be delivered, except 
the Head be a little rais'd, and the Birth be turn'd towards the 
Back in a due poſture : The bunchings in of the Yertebra's near Os 
Sacrum, and the inverſe motion of the Womb. The two laſt may 
perhaps be much queſtion'd ; but to reſolve, I ſhall briefly preſenc 
an Obſervation or two. 

For the Firſt, being commanded by the Lady Dowager Brook to 
wait on her to Lendon, to take the conſult of Phyſicians, in the 
way before we came to Toſſiter, we met with the Tydings of that 
fatal Fire of London, which cauſed her Honour to reſolve for Hack- 
xj. After ſome time of her being there, I was deſired by Mrs. 
Hattcn, to go viſit one near her time of her firſt Child, who was a- 

ed ; She begged of me to come to her if there was need. I told 
-n there were ſeveral much abler than my ſelf, and fitted with 
Inftraments (which I wanted) that might be had from the Cry. 
After ewo or three days, in the night ſhe ſent for me. TI being ve- 
ry much indiſpoſed, and the night tempeſtuons, I denyed ; but 
being much importun'd by a Gentlewoman, I went; when come, 
I made tryal, and found the Child came right, but without advan- 
tage; though pains were ſtrong. I made uſe of what came next 
my thought, getting it a little better fitted ar a Smiths Shop hard 
by, with which I Goals away the Child, though with much 
dificulry. Which being don2:, I put up my Hand preſently, to 
bring away the Secundine. I met in the way a great Pwxch, ar 
tult thinking it another Childs Head, but having felt ic confide- 
rately, I found it a Bunch very hard, diſtin irom the Womb. 
Being in the Morning had to Nirs Ha:tcz in a Coach, I then told 
her (being with me) if ever her Kizſoman had another Child, it 
great care were not taken, both might dye. Which cams to paſs, 
tor though on the next Child ſhe had (as we arc called) a 2MMen- 
Midri7e trom L:nden, both of them dyed. They ſent me word 
after to /arwick, ſhe greatly defired me. For the imwirſe xrotion of 
the 7/4:3:5 I can aver, I have been with ſeveral Women, and whiltt 
' tiicir 
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their pains were off, I could eaſily feel the Poſture of the Child, 
but pains coming, I have found the neck of the Wombs inner 
mouth ſo contra&ed, that I could do nothing ; yea, though after 
I fixed my Inſtrument, and aſſaying to draw it out, I have found 
my labour vain; yet when their pain was off, I have brought it 
away without much Labour to my ſelf, nor much pain. to- them, 
I could have ſer down more of both caſes, but I forbear.

If the Child be dead, it muſt be ſuddenly removed, and in 0 
ther caſes too, leſt the Life of the Mother alſo go.

Yarwal Operaticn, is eicher by the Hand it ſelf, which is to be 
anointed as before, and putting it up, draw it away ; but-if this 
be fruitleſs, the Inſtruments mult be uſed, though dreadful and dif. 
ficult ; but Necefliry hath no Law. "The Hook. is to. be fixed to 
the hinder part.of the Head, Ear, Eye, or Mouth. If an Arm be 
forth, and cannot be returned to ſtay, it muſt be taken off at the 
Shoulder-Joynt if poſſible(which I have done ſeveral times without 
ſeeing or hurt to the Woman) and after endeavour to-come at the 
Head, and there fix your Ifraument. If not, you muſt fix it where 
you can. Only take care in, the drawing, that the hook flipping, 
you neither offend the Womb, nor its Neck, ec.

The Bladder being cleanſed from Gravel and clotted Blood { if 
ftrengch will permit ) cure the Wound as others. Only, if it be 
very great, give it a Stitch, putting in a Silver-Pipe, two or three 
days, that may give paſſage to the concrete Blood, ſlimy and far- 
dy Urin The manner is the ſame in Women, only the Finger is 
to be put into YVulva, and the Catheter and Direffor mult be ſtraight, 
and much ſhorter, than thoſe uſed in Men.

dangerous, if not incurable. Ir is ſometiines in Men, which oft 
procures death.

Signs. *Tis perctived both by the eye and roueh ; or if there hath 
been an extraordinary kno<« or blow on the belly, and when one 
cannot make water, nor hath defire to it, the belly comes to fwell, 
and is painful, and no urin tan be brought away with the Cathe- 
tzr. In Women, when they tind the urin paſs through the Pagina, 
and come away againſt their wills, cauſing in the w»/va great pain, 
burning and ſmart, the urin having alſo 41: ou fmcll, and in the 
bottom of the Urinal there's mixed a ſtony and chalky matter, 
and ſome febroſirty. Ordinarily fach perſons have more pain in 
making water than after it ; as thoſe that have the Stone , their 
pain is before they make water, unleſs it bz accompanied with an 
Ulcer, and then they are allo paincd atter. But the beſt way is 
to ſearch with two Catheters, paſſing on into the ordinary paſ- 
{ape of the Bladder, the other in at Vagina, and fo bring them both 
together, and then you may perceive by the found. Sometimes 
the Vagina being dilated with the Specularm Vagine, you may either

The Bladder burſt in Women by an internal cauſe, is 
commonly curable, but cauſed by Blow, Fall or Knock,i s mor- 
ral, c{p<cially in men. *Tis more dangerous in the bottom of the 
Bladder than elſewhere : when joyned to the Vagina, the danger is 
not ſo great ; that from ulceration is leſs dangerous ; a Rupture in 
the Neck is better cur'd.

Obſerve 
when the Woman had her Merſes, and it ſhe be ſanguine, preſcribe 
a fit Diet ; Purge and Bleed it the caſe requires. Then let the 
Patient be laid on a Table, her upper parts being cover'd, and the 
lower parts ſecured with Swathes, as they do in the Stone, then 
widen the Body with Speculum Vagine, after make bloody the edges 
of Vagina, where the lacerated parts are joyned to the Bladder ;

ual parts of Ol. Hyperic. & Capena. The Wound it ſelf is to be 
defervied with two or three great Pledgets moiſtned a little in 0/.4- 
mygd. d. to make them ſomewhat ſwell, to keep the Band the bet- 
ter on the Belly. *Tis to be dreſſed but once in thirty fix hours, 
unleſs the Patient have a deſire to make water, then do it with 
great Care ;, let her keep quiet in Bed, lying upon the Back with 
the Belly ſomewhat rais'd: till well. Let the Dyer be drying and 
Pain allaying, as roaſted Mutton, Pullets, new laid Eggs, Naple

If 
they be hard to find, and not eaſie to get forth, and be of Lead; 
cure the Wound, and expect, till by its own weight, and Natures 
work, it ſhews it ſelf near the Skin, which oft be long firſt.

Not many Months ſince, I was called to one "Wot in the Leg, 
which came near thorow. After by fecling I had conſidered the 
form, I told him if it was a Bullet, it was either beaten and 
made rugged before; or . elſe it grasd before it hit his:Leg ; and 
therefore his beſt way would be to have it out, which I did per- 
_ and found itto be a longiſh, flattiſh, and ſomewhat rugg

2. Pieces of Garments, and other-like-Bodies, carried in with 


Bullets ; as alſo Arrows (now little in uſe) eſpecially if. barbed, 
are 
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are very hard to draw forth, unleſs they be in ſight : pieccs of Gar- 
ments, &c. when once the Wound comes to digeſt, are many 
times caſt out by Nature, Arr being (if need) a little helpful. 

One here in Warwick yet living, was fooliſhly ſhot with ſmall 
Shot ; with which (being near) was carried in a great deal of his 
Breeches, Linnen, &c. which in time wrought out, and he did 
well. It Arrows, and paſs above half thorow a Limb (and be 
barb'd) they may be more ſafely thruſt thorow than drawn 
out, only take care in doing it. It any of the Apparel, &c. ap- 

ar, remove them with Forceps. The Arrows and Darts with fic 

nſtruments. Sec Parevus. In the uſe of which, take care of the 
greater Veins and Arteries. | 

3. Fiſh Bones ſticking in the Throat, if ſeen, may be taken ont 
with the Forceps ; as alſo Pins and Needles, careleſly ſwallowed. 
If not, endeavour with your Finger or Feather to provoke Vomit- 


ing. 

Whileſt I ſojourn'd in Daintry in Northamptonſhire, a Servant to 
Mr. Rawlins (then Apothecary) was drefling her Head, with her 
Mouth full of Pins, her Sweer-heart coming unawares behind her, 
gave her a gentle blow on her Back ; being frighted, ſhe ſwallow- 
& all her Pins. Her Maſter preſently gave her a Vomit, which 
brought them up, and ſo ſhe was delivered from danger of choak- 
ing. - 
: For pieces of Meat, Bones, or other things, I have ſeveral 
times thruſt down with a ſmall Whale-Bone fitly made ; the end 
to put down is to be thick, and by degrees to be ſmaller to the o- 
ther end : and about half a yard long. 

5. For pieces of Iron and Knife got into any part, they are to be 
drawn out with fit Inſtruments. 

For Extraneazs Bodies in parts not wounded, 15 Ears, Eyes, Noſe, 
&. If they get into the Ears or Noſe, drop in or inje& ſome O/. 
fmygd. d. wel Vidd. &c. and after provoke ſneezing ;. if in the Ear, 
ſtop both Noſe and Mouth ; and if oy cannot be ſo removed, 
you may uſe Nippers, Ear-cleanſers, or ſome Blunt-Heoks. If yet it 
cannot be performed, the paſſage is ro be cut open with an Inciſt- 
on-Knife, ſo much, as an Infrument may be pur in to draw them 
out. If any creeping things, as Piſmires, &c. kill them by drop- 
ping a little Oy! and Vinegar. For Earvigs, apply to the Ear 4 
piece of an Apple as a Bait. Thoſe in the Noſe, may be removed 
sthe former. Some for both rye on to a Probe, and dip the top

Of Friftions, Baths, Faſting. 


Phereſis, to remove things ſuperfluous. Theſe are > 
moved, either more accultly, or more patiently. 
The firſt is, 

I. By Frittion, which is uſed either to the whole Bo 
dy, or ſome parts, as Head, Arms, ec. *Tis to be done hard, 
ſoft or moderately. Sometimes Shorter, ſometimes longer. I 
may be done at all times, chiefly in the Morning. *Tis to be done 
cicher with a warm hand, Spunge, or coarſe Linnen-Cloth warm, 
Ac firſt ſoft and eaſie, increaſing gradually, till the place become 
sed. Begin at the lower parts, and fo aſcead. If it be done hard 
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and long, it faſtens and makes the Fleſh hard ; it alſo extenuartes, 
diſſolves and makes Revulſion : If hard and ſhort, it makes the 
$kin red for a time ; leaves the Fleſh moiſt, and very little hard 
If foft and long, it evaporateth, diminiſheth Fleſh, opens the 
Pores of the Skin ; leaves the Fleſh ſoft, and moiſtneth it. If ſoft 
and ſhort, it makes little alteration. If moderately ſoft, it makes 
thick, increaſeth and fills with Fleſh, yet foggy, ſoft and moilſtiſh. 
If mean and long, it diminiſhes, and leaves the Fleſh neither hard 
nor ſoft. If mean and ſhort, it warms a lictle. If mean and mo- 
derate, it increaſes Fleſh. To conclude, 'tis profitable to diſperſe 
Humors, Spirits, Excrements ; warms and excites natur? tcat 
looſeth and opens the Pores, diverts Fluxes and Rheum:, cauſes 
free circulation of the Blood, and paſlage of the Humors to the 
Fleſhy parts ; prevents or removes Scabs, Itch, Tumors, Cramps, 
cold pains in divers parts, diſcuſſes Winds and Crudities, and mol- 
lies and hardens as *ris uſed. 

2. Baths are uſed either to the whole Body, or its parts; they 
are either natural or Artificial. Before their uſe, prepare the Bo- 
dy by purging. If Artificial, let them not be uit too hot, leſt 
they hurr. They are to be uſed in the Morning, and at four in 
the Afternoon. The firſt day ſtay in half an hour, the next an 
hour or two ; to ſtay too long is not good, or if too — 
uſed, for they dry and weaken the Body. Go not in on a 
_ Nomach, _ be fure you dry our Head well. They operate 

' Wy according to their qualities, which are hot and cold : and ſo they 
eaſe pain, reſolve, bind, looſe, _ the Pores, reſtrain, make 
thin, evacuate, cleanſe, heat, cool, dry,and moiſten; are alſo good 
to procure health, and cure Diſcaſes. 

The Natural Baths in this Nation, are generally, or have been: 
ſuppoſed to be from. Su/phur. Thoſe at Bath are moſt of uſe, which 
xethought to participate of Iron, and are now in uſe tobe drank 
to good advantage in many Diſeaſes ; put into that fame by the 

wht Honourable, Rebert Lord Brooks. They heat and mollifie the 
Nerves, and fo good in Palſies, Joynts incurvated, or too much 
atended, aſſwage Teneſmes, cleanſe the Skin ; are good in Mor- 
news, Leproſie, Scabs, Scurf, old Sores, Tumors in the Joynts, 
Pains of the Liver and Spleen ; all kind of Itch, Freckles, Diabetes, 
kc. Go not in a day or two after you come thither : though no- 
onſtant Rule. The uſual time is from May to September ; an hour 
ter SunrRiſe, and have a ſtoo!, cither by Naturg or Art : and 
come 
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come forth before fainting. After forth, be covered warm, dry 
water off with Clothes, and going preſently to Bed, ſweat well 
if you can, wipe off the Sweat, and fo go to ſleep. After up, 
walk a little before dinner ; if you can walk, uſe gentle Fridtions, 

3. Faſting leſſens the quangity of Humors, becauſe nothing 
comes in place of what's diflipated ; whilſt Aliments are denied, it 
empties the whole Body equally. *Tis to be us'd in univerſal ill 
Habit ; not to be uſed in ſudden Evacuations. Aged are better 
able to bear it than Children ; Bilious and ſpare Men cannot well 
indure it. | 

For Altering, Purging, Piſſmg, Vomiting, Sweating, ſee Inſtituti- 
ons. Violent Extenſions and Racking hath cured ſeveral of the 
Gout in Arms and Joynts, ſee Hd. Cent. 1. Ob. 99. it removed 
what Medicines coulg not perform.

Thoſe with great Heads, of greeniſh colour, with blew rays on 
the Back and black Bodies, that breed in filthy Ponds, are vene- 
mous and dargerozzs, procure venemous Tumors, Inflammations, 
Ulcers, and ſometimes Death. ; 

Thoſe good, are to be kept twelve or thirteen days before uſed, 
They may be kept a year in Water, with a few Bread-crums 
changing the Water every three, four, or ten days.

If white, yellow, or livid, it ſhews Flegm, Bile, Melancholy, and 
thoſe to be purged. If it flow out gently, and clcave to your fin 
gers ; it ſhews obſtructions, and therefore Sweat. If thin, and 
long before it thicken, in which the Fibres preſently vanifh ; it dif 
covers crudity, and weakneſs of the Liver. If there be froth, 'ts 
a ſign that Heat predominates in the Humors. 

It Serofity be much, it argues infirmity of the Liver, and weak 
neſs of the Kidnies. If there be Far, it ſhews the Party Fat wil 
be more Fat. If Lean, it prognoſticates colliquation. Ifit be of 
bad ſmell, *tis a ſign of great Putrefa&tion and Corruption.

If change their colour, ſtir up vehe- 
ment pain, even to the Temples, content your ſelves with 4o- 
djnes. When the Bottom is narrow, and not malign, it may be 
removed ; of which there are ſeveral ways, of which ſee Scachz. 

If narrow at the bottom,and 
the right Eyc, place the Party at the Chirurgions Foot, and his 
Head on his Knee : If on the lefr, place him over againſt the Chi- 
rurgion. In either, firſt thruſt chrough a Needle with a double 
thread in the midſt of the Root of the Tumor, beginning at the 
grzat corner of the Eye, piercing it to the lefs ; the thread paſſed 
thorow, cut off the Needle, and there will be two ends of the thread 
in the faine place : take. both the ends of one thread, tying them 
with a common Knot, and after with a draw-Knot, carrying it 
upwards. The other tyes fo alfo, which muſt fall downwards. 
You may looſen and ſtraiten them at jentare, till the Tumor fall, 
If the Tumor be big, you may cut 'off the rop. Some will have 
four threads. After this is done, apply daily whites of and 
Roſe-water, or Milk, or Pigeons Blood beat together ; when re- 
moved, take care the threads do nor ſtick to the Medicines as to be 
drawn out : therefore * firſt foment-with Milk. After 'cis fallen, 
cure as in Ulcers, S. 4. For that with the broad bottom, uſe the 
ſame method, though others follow another way.

Be ſure to obſerve the Patient's Health and Conſtitution, whe 
ther there be any Scorburick or other Diſeaſes, eſpecially if in a 
full grown perſon : alfo whether it be curable or nor, z. e. whether 
the loſs of the part of the Lip can be help'd by re-union ; otherwil: 
meddle not. 

To operate in, chooſe a very clear place, and put the Child in 
the Lap of a diſcreet perſon, and let one ſtand behind to hold thc 
Head, the Child's Hands being ty'd down, and if poflible keep it 
from Slecp for 10 or 12 hours before the Operation, that is may 
be diſpoſed to ſleep preſently after.

After giving the Child a Cordial and ſome nouriſhing Meats, alfo 
Syr. Vil. to anoint the Wound within, this Dreſs was let alone to 
the 34. day, when the Needle in the middle was remov'd, and the 

t dreſs'd as before. The 5th. day the lowermoſt Needle was ta- 
len away, and the 6:h. the uppermoſt. The 10th. day all was 
removed, and the Child was well. Remember, the Needles are 
tobe nipt off ſo much as ficting with cutting Pincers. Another of 
14 weeks of age fo cur'd, and went away the 10#h. day.

To 
cxpole the Tumor to the Air, is very hurtful. 

Cure. The beſt Remedies ſeldom anſwer expe&ation. If the Tu: 
mor ſtill increaſe, the beſt Cure is a Thread, Knife, or both. In 
the beginning apply ſuch Remedies as Aftringe and Repel much, 
Roul the part gently, having apply'd to it a Plate of Lead, Empl. 
Diapalm. 4. or de Ran. cum Mercur. Or, Be. Cortic. Granat. rad. Bj- 
ftort. an. 3 i. Scor. Ferr, Mercur. Vit. Plumb. uſt. an. 3 ii. Bol. Arm. Lay, 
Hemat. an.

Vari are hard and ſmall Tumors of the Skin of the Face, from a

Epinyeides are little Ulcers breaking forth of their own accord, 
eſpecially in the night, in eminent parts of the Body, like Bubble, 
which broke, there flows from them a Bloody Sanies : they are- 
known by their leadiſh or blackiſh colour, with vehement Inflanr 
mation, and bitter pain in the Night, from the motion of ſharp 
Humors, and cold of the Night aſtringing the Pores of the Skin. 
They ariſe from the fame Humor as a Carbuncle, ſave Malignity 
and greatneſs of the Thimor. 

Cure conſiſts in Evacuation, and applying ſuch Topicks as bri 
dk the greatneſs of the cauſe. Coleworts bruiſed and apply

Ephelides are by ſome ſaid to be red Puſtles, rough, alſo hot, in- 
feſting the Skin wich gentle Pain (by others, any ſpots, as after) 
which being broke, there's found in them a Humor like Milk ; at- 
ter which tollow ' Scabs ; they ſeldom require cure ; Ungent.

To 
theſe ſome refer Tubcrenla, little: rifings, not thick together, with 
little moiſture in them, being without Fever, and foon cured, 
Rubeola, {mall red Pimples among the Small-Pox and Meaſles, 
which ſometimes happen to perſons in health.

Signs. Thoſe preſent, are needleſs. Thoſe threatning, are pain

An Infuſion of 
Bean-flowers, infuſed in Goats Milk, repeated five times, each 
time ſtanding twenty four hours, after ſtrain'd and made Pap with

Ephelides, of which a little before, are brown ſpots ; in breeding 
Women they poſſeſs the Temples, Cheeks, eſpecially the Forc-head, 
ſometimes are very long. Ariſe from ſuppreflion of the Menſes in 
Virgins, ſometimes from cating Beets ; tor theſe a Poultis tramel 
of Pouder of Bay-Berries, and Water of Toadsſtools, is good. 

Nevi Materni, are brown ſpots, ſometimes vaniſhing, and pre 
ſently returning, with a certain kind of roughneſs of the Skin, with 
Scales. They ariſe from the thicker part of the Blood, which 
when it cannot be aflimilated, the Excrements thereof paſs to the 
Skin : if they continue longer, they have a Quartane for their Af 
ſociate. 

Cure. Uſe a good Dict, after Univerſals uſe Baths, both before 
and after give Treacle. Anoint after wich green Muſtard, frame 
into a Pap with Water, which waſh off as ſoon as heat is procured 
Mans Blood diftill'd with Breaſt-Milk is good. 

Phthiriaſis. Lice, fuperfluities to berremoved, are uſually bredi 
the Head not well look'd to; they may be in various parts, and: 
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of various kinds. Thoſe ordinary, breed in unclean Bodies, filthy 
Garments, for want of combing the Head. Thoſe call'd Crab- 
lice that are flat and broad, grow under the Arm-pits, Eye-brows, 
ncar and on the privy Parts. Others arc between the Skin, and 
Scarf-Skin, to theſe may be added Nits. 

Cauſe, Beſides putrid Heat, arc Mzats of thin Juice, varicty of 
Meats, eating Figs, want of ſhitting Apparel, lying in unclean 
Beds with Louſie perſons. 

Cure. Ulz good Diet, ſhift often, look all parts well, and uſe 

uick Fingers, and good Nails, and comb the Head often, waſh 
the Body oft, Purge, Sweat, and in ſome uſe V.S. and if need, 
et them be repeated.

Of Supply of Eyes, Noſe, &c. 
P:= is to ſupply things deficient or things loſt ; which 


is done either from the Body it ſelf, or elſe from ſome 

other - matter artificially made. The firſt of theſe way 

hath been practiſed amongſt the Bononians, 8&c. But be 
ing ſo difficult and painful, beſides the neceſſary preparation for 
the Work, theSymptoms that fall out, the danger that follows the 
leaſt negle&t, *tis almoſt altogether unattempted ; yet to fatisfie the 
curious, take ſomewhat of it here, and then if any have loſt a par, 
and like the Operation, let them take their Penance. 

The Noſe loft, may be reſtored both the former ways. To re 
ſtore ic from the Body, it may either be from their own Body, «« 
the Body of others. If the laſt, let them be ſure if they can, tha 
ſuch be longer-liv'd than themſelves, leſt they loſe what they hare 
got before they die. To perform this work, remove the Callow 
Edges of what's remaining of the Noſe ; after make Inciſion int 
the Biceps Muſcle of the Arm, as large as there's need, into whid 
put the Parties Noſe, binding the Head to the Arm for forty da 
or till chey be agglutinated, after cut out as much as will make the 
Noſe, which is atter to be duly faſhioned in all things. The Pat 
ent is to be fed only with Panado's and liquid Aliments. The Ly 
and Ears may be taken from the ſame part, the laſt are more dan 


gerous 
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gerous, there uſually following an Hemorrhage, the quantity of 
the Fleſh to be cut out being greater. He that undergocs this 
work, may be truly called a Patient. To know more of theſe, 
peruſe Gaſpar Talcotins, where they may fatisfy themſelves. Thus 
much for parts reſtored from their own or other Bodies. We come 
next to ſupply parts Arrificially, beginning with the Noſe; oft loſt 
by the Pox. The matter may be Gold, Silver, Paper, or linnen 
Cloch glued, after Artificially coloured, it may be ftay'd on with 
lite threads ty'd in the hinder part of the Head, or to the Hat, or 
rather fixed with ſome ſticking Plaſter annexed to the part remain- 
ing. If there be any of the upper Lip wanting, it may be added 
in the making of the Noſe, which may alſo be made of it felf if 
wanting. 

The Eyes may be fram'd, as of the two firſt matters in the former, 
foalſo of Glaſs, which may be inamelled or painted ; two or three 
are needful, which may be pur in, and taken out at pleaſure. 

The Ears may be loſt in part, or 'in whole. If the firſt, then in 
that which remains, make holes, which cicatrize by putting Lead 
inthem ; then that wanring,being ficly fram'd of Paper, &c. faſten 
it tothe holes with Silver-wire, bur if totally gone, another is to be: 
made and coloured, and with laces faſtned to the top or hinder 
part of the Cap, or elſe by a Wire fitted to go-from it to the hinder 
- of the Neck, like the Ear-Wires worn by Women, to fix their 

ead-Clothes to, to keep them on. ps 

The Teeth if broke, ftruck out of their place, or drawn, and fo 
procure Deformity, withal hindering pronunciation ; 'Then = 
nto their place Teeth made of Ivory, taſtning them to the other 
with Silver-wire, &c.

CHAF--LII 
Of Falling of the Hair, &c. 


He Shedding of the Hair, or if not fallen, the Mode is now to 
ſupply it with a Perriwig ; although where it is neceflary it 
may be fit, yet the wanton wearing of them cannot be pleaſing. 
I ſhould undertake to ſet down the making of them, were I as we 
ckill'd as others are. Therefore I ſhall only fer down here what 
may reſtore Hair being loſt. *Tis divided into ſeveral ſorts, wiz. 
Defluvium, Calvities, Area, & Tinea. 

1. Defluwvium is ſuch a falling of the Hairs, that either all or moſt 
fall off, here or there, in ſeveral places : 'tis eaſily known, and 
ariſeth from divers Cauſes. 

Firſt, from defe& of nouriſhment, as in perſons in Conſumpti- 
ons, and ſuch as are ſick of Malign Fevers. ' In the firſt there's no 
remedy. In the other, the Head muſt be oft rubbed with a De- 
cotion of Capillary Herbs. 

Secondly, from the pravity of Humors, which eat and corrode 
the Roots of the Hairs ; in which caſe Univerſals premiſed, things 
moderately diſcufling, are to be uſed. Labdanum is to be mixt 
with fit Unguents. 

Thirdly, from the rarity of the Skin, for which, uſe things thick- 
ning of the Skin, as Ol. Maſtich. Myrt. Laudanum, a Decoction of 
Burdock-Roots, made in Lixivium. 

2. Calvities, Baldnef,, is when the Hair falls off wholly from the 
rſt, fore-part of the Head ; known by ſight, Caus'd from detect of Ali- 
wir Wt ment, dryneſs of the Brain, either through Age, or ſome violent 
an! Cauſes, as roo much uſe of Coition. There's no Cure of Baldneſs,

Opbiafes, which begins on the 
hinder part of the Head, exceeding not the length of two Fingers, 
and creeps towards the Head, with two Heads, and in ſome as far 
as the Forehead, till the two: Heads meet together before, it chiet- 
CIS Infants: herein the Skin is alſo ſuperficially excoriated, 

colour thereof changed, and if pricked, wheyitſh Blood iſſues 
forth. 3. That from Lues Ven. Leprofie, the laft is incurable. It

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excr2menticious Humors, penetrating into the Hairs with their 
nourichment, and therein by heat chang'd into Worms.

The turning in of the Nails, like Birds Claws ; which is moſt fre 
quent in the Toes, cauſed not only from their dryneſs, bur vitiow 
matter. Theſe are cured with cutting, &'c. But which are worl, 
thoſe turning in at the ſide, uſually of the great-Tocs, and groy- 
ing into the very Fleſh, are exceeding troubleſom. Theſe muſt he. 
cut ſometimes trom the my end of the Nail to the Root, and fo 
parated from the Fleſh, and pull'd out with a pair of Plyers, ſuch 
as are uſed by Watch-makers to ſet their Wheels cogether. If it 
bleed, put in dry Lint, . and over it Diapal. It there be ſpungiow 
Fleſh, remove it with calcin'd Alum ; and after this is done, let the 
Party be conſtantly putting in dry Lint under the Nai left, to keep 
it from growing in again.

Purzging is to be ordered in the beginning (with preps 
paration) according to the Humor, with Phlegwagogons, &c. lel 
the Body being impure, other Medicines do hurt, leave the 
Diſeaſe half cured, and there be a relapſe the next Spring.  k 
thoſe Sanguine, you may uſe Y. $. on the right Arm ; in thok 
Melancholy, on the lefr.

CHAP. 4 
Of Rickets. 


His being oft the cauſe of Crookednefs, 'tis to be remov'd 
before the other can be well re&ified, hence 'tis fixed here. 

It hath acquir'd various Names. That of the Colledge-Do- 

®r; in their excellent Tract of that Subje& comes nearett to that 
n che Title of this Chapter. Theirs being Rachits, 5. e. the Spi- 
nal Diſeaſe. As 'tis new, fo tis peculiar to Children. Its Eſſence 
conſiſts 11 the natural conſtitution, as ſimilar ; labouring under a 
wid moilt diſtemper, with penury and paucity of the Spirits, they 
has dring ſtupeſy'd. The Subject is the Marrow iſſuing out of the Scull, 
de ofiiteer ir all che Nerves produced from it, as alfo all che Membranes 


and 
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and fibrous parts, in which thoſe Nerves are carry'd along. The 
Bones alfo may ſecondarily bear a ſhare. The fecondary E/. xre i; 
the Tone of the parts, which is vittated with looſnels, withe: cine 
and feebleneſs, as alio an inward Slipperinefs. By what hatis been 
already fet down, and what comes aiter, all the facuirics bear a 
ſhare in the Diſeaſe. 

Signs are various and many, and not ſocyident in the beginning 
as atrerwards, neither do they appear together, but ſome after o- 
thers. There's a certain Laxity and ſoftneſs, if not flaccidicy of 
all che firſt affected parts ; a debiliry and languidneſs of all parts 
ſubſervient to motion : this begins from the firſt rudiments of the 
diſeaſe, ſo that if they be infeſted in their firſt year, they come to 
go later, or for moſt part ſpcak betore they walk. Bu 1f it inflit 
after, they begin to walk by degrecs, they ſtand more and more 
feebly, ſtagger as they go, and ſtumble on light occaſions. Ut it 
vehemently increaſe, they do not only totally loſe their going, but 
can ſcarce ſit in an erect poſture, and their weak and feeble Neck 
can hardly ſuſtain the burden of their Head. From the very be- 
ginning there invades the Joynts, a ſlowneſs and numineſs, about 
which there are in time certain Swellings and knot:y Excreſ-ences 
chiefly in the Wriſt, leſs in the Ancles, fo alſo in the Ribs. "There's 
unuſual bigneſs of the Head, the fleſhy parts beneath the Head wear 
away, the Bones wax crooked, eſpzcially of the Legs and Ars be 
low the Elbow ; Tecth come forth ſlowly, and with troui-l-, the 
Breaſt in the progreſs of the Diſcaſe becomes narrow, the Belly 
ſwells, there's oft Cough and ſhort breathing, Pulls is weak and 
ſmall, they have an averſnefs to ſivect things. 

Cauſes. We ſhall nor inſiſt on thoſe in Parents, which may dif 
poſe their Children to it; nor much on the crror in the ule of 
things Nonnatural as to or by Children ; vehement paſlions of tas 
Mind and Coition they are not engaged in. For Air, heware of 
the cold and moiſt, molt trequenr in the Spring ; as alfo if cloudy, 
thick, rainy, and full ot Vaporous Exhalations ; and cold and moilt 
Linnen ; the ſoft not well ciryed, is not good, the courler *'s better. 
Meat and Drink cold and moiſt, alfo it roo thick, tough, and ov 
{trucive, or'of an extream hot and bicing quality, with like M-dr 
cines. Motion and! Reſt, Sleeping and Waking, if excead in cx

Bones and Ribs be great, it will be of long continuance. It the 
Diſeaſe endure long, it eaſily procures a Phthiſis, unleſs ſome other 
affe, &c. intervene ; as Convulſions, great Cough, ſwelling of the 
Luags, Fever, Pleuritie, and fo ic kills. Ir chiefly invades the Chil- 
dren of the Gentry, and choſe that ſuck Red-hair'd Nurſes. Thoſe

CHAP.-1L 


Of Encearing and Embalming. 


A Eos Body hath been hitherto the Subje of our Diſcourſs. 
Now we are to deal with it, having paid its laſt Debr by 
Death the King of Terrors ; being not only a ſure prognoſtick of 
our following after, but alſo a Monitor to prepare for the like con- 
dition, for after Death there's no place tor Repentance. Some- 
thing w_ be ſaid for its laudableneſs from Authors, Fewiſh,Chr- 
ſtian, an m—_— ; bur Scripture gives ir ſufficient warrant. In- 
cearing needs little diſcourſing. *Tis thus performed. Let all the 
Paſſages of the Body be well ſtopt, either with Hurds alone, or ra 
ther dipt in the compoſition prepared for the Cerecloth, and on 
them lay Cloth ficted and dipt in the fame. Some before this calt 
in ſeveral Clyſters, one after another,. made ex Acet. Vin. wel aq. 
Marin. Atter hanging the Body up by the Arms, that the Face: 
may run out. 2. Lap the Body up in two or three Cerecloths one 
upon another, madeeither of new Cloth or old Sheets. If butin 
one, then you may cord the Body before you lap it up. It in two 
or three, then cord it on the firſt. Some cord not at all. 

For Embalming, having all things in readineſs, as fit Inſtruments 
for difle&tion, with Spunges, Stuphs, Linens, Needles, &C.

Letall Purging Simples be put into Leather Bags, except Caſiu, 
Manna, Tamarinds, &c. which are to be put in Gally-pots, and 
alter all, put into a Satchel, writing thereon Simple Purgers. The 
Burging Elefuaries are to be put into Gally-pots, and covered with 
Paper and Leather. The Syrups and Waters are to be put in double 
Glaſſes well ſtopr, after pur in Bladders, and fo placed that they 
may not break or move, ſtuffing Hurds in waſte places. The 
Pills are to be lapt up in white Leather, anointed with Oyl of 
ſweet Almonds, and after put in Gally-pots or Peuter. The Ci 
dial Pouders and Electuaries are to be put up in Pots and Boxes. The 
Herbs, Flowers and Rcots are to be lapt up in Papers, and after put 
in Bags of Linnen-cloth, ſeverally as the Roots, &c. by them 
ſelves. The Oy/s and Balſams are ſometimes put in Glaſſes or Blad- 
ders, otherwhiles in Pots of Peuter, which are more ſecure, unleb 
they be Chymical, which are to be put in Glaſſes or filver Bottles, 
Unguents and Fats are beſt in Pots, Emplaſters, Gums, Wax, Sewet 
of Deer, &c. which are of a folid conſliſtence, are to be put in 
Bladders, and cover'd with Paper.

Marrow. The Brain is foft, of an Aſhy-Colour. Ir receives eve 
ral Branches from the Carotid Arteries, and is deſtituce both of 
Nerves and Senſe. It hath many windings and turnings, which 
fold in _ ; wn thoſe in the fore-part of the Head, where 
the great e divides the Brain outwardly even to the Martoy, 
In this-you have the Corpme Calloſwmr, the Septum Lucidum, the Fu- 
nix, Medulla, glandula Pineals, &C. 

The C is more of an Afh-colour than white, receives Ar- 
teries from the Cervicalz, and the former ; yet there are fewer 
Branches than in the Brain, being lefs.

4. Bones of the Limbs. The Arms Bones ar2, 1. Arm-Bono or 
0s Brachiz ; *tis great, long, and uneven. Its Head is inveſt:d with 
a Cartilage, Membranous Ligament, and tour Tendons, and is 
pyned with the Scapula. In it is a parcicular Cavity, in which 
the Tendon of the Muſcle Biceps lies.

The Cubit Bones are two, ſhorter than Brachizrs, The 1. is greater 
and longer, called Ulza ; hath three procefies and hollows; its 
lower part is jointed with the Wriſt by a Cartilage going between, 
and an acute Procets. The Radi:zs is more crooked ; th upper 
part is reccived by th2 ourward part of Brachizes, the lower with 
the Writt-Bone. In the middle they are a lirtle diſtinc one from 
anothicr. 

The Hand-Benes are of four forts. 1. The Wriſt-Bones are cight 
namzleſs ; in the firſt years they are Cartilaginous and ſoft, atter 
thy become harder ; they are four above, joynted with Radirns 
and Ulza, and four beneath knit to the atrer-wrilt's tour Bones, 
( lone ſay they are five ) joyneed into the Fingers. 

Toe Finger-Bones arc fitreen, they have no certain Names. They 
differ in grearnefs, the firſt being greateſt, che {:com loiÞr, the 
third leaſt. They are all thicxer arche Joynts. They are Bunchy 
without, hollow within, tac berter to lay hold. 

The Bunes of the whole Leg, are 1. That of the Th:z5, which 
as bur one, fo. 'tis the greateſt of all, called Fermr. Irs external 
ani! foregart 15 more Bunchy, The inner and hinder bowing. 
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The upper part hath three Proccſles, the firſt greateſt. They are 
eaſily ſeparable in Infants.

Rerula is placed upon the joynting where the Knee is enzom- 
paſſed with a M:mbranous Ligament. *'Tis Buckler-like, morve- 
able, it grows to, and 1s faſtened by ſome Tendons of the Tiiizh- 
Muſcle, ic ftrengthens the Joynt. 

Tibia, or the Shank, conſiſts of two Boncs, the greater beins on 
the inſide called the greater Focile, Its upper patt hath a Prock, 
and two Cavicics to receive the Thigh-Bone. Its forepart is very 
ſharp, called the Shin ; in irs lower part is a Procels ſticking forch, 
called the inner Ankle ; as the proces of the lefler Foci/e is calle 
che Outer, 

Fibula, the lefler Focile : it is ſmaller in che upper part. Irs 1i:ad 
touches not the Knee. They are a little diſtance one from another, 
but are tyed together with a Ligament. 

The Feet-Bones are, 1. Thole of Tarſzs, which are ſeven, (others 
{xy four ) The firſt Talzs, placed beneath the Shank-Bone as a Ba- 
ſis ; *tis joyned with the Appendix of T:bie on its ſides, it receives 
the Ankle-Bonz and the top of Os Calcs. 2. Calxz the Heel-Bone, 
the greateſt and thickeſt of the Foot-Bones.

The Btnes of the Mctatarſns are five, knit to the Bones ot

The Toe-Bones are fourtz2n, the great Tos having but two : the 
internal juncturez are ſhorcer than thoſe in the Hand ; only thoſe 
of ths great Toe are thicker than thoſe of the Thumb ; otherwitz 
they antwer thoſe of the Fingers; as alſo do their Ligaments: but 
under the Soal of the Foot, the Skin and Fat removed, m— el 
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Ligament broad and ſtrong, from the lower Bone of the H:21. 
Here, 2s alſo in the Hand, are obſerved the Of Se/amozd34a, which

That the Bones may be well known , Skeletons are necedful:

Yet Bones looſo arc more uſeful chan thoſe wired to- 
ether.

tation ; both would do well.

t©s Touch ſimply fo calld, by which hard is diſtinzuiſhed from 
ſoft ; or called a S2nlfe of heat, perceiving cold from heat. So that 
to this double S2nl: two thing; are required. 1. The ObjeR, as 
hard, foft, hot, cold. 2. The Organ, as the Membranes. The 
aff:&ions of the External Senſes are, 1. Sleep, which is a ceſſition 
of tz External S2nles; happening tor the better reſtoring of the 
waſt: of the Animal Spirits ; 2. Watching is the 092:arion of the 
External Senſes. The Internal Senſes are, 1. Imaginati:n 0: Fancy, 
which is that action of th2 Soul, by which the ſpecies of every o 
xz&, offered ro the External Senſes, is made perceptible and di- 
ſtinaly diſcerned : here is required the M2mory to receive the ob- 
jects of the Soul. 2. I/it; *Fis the work of the mind, by which 
work we know the fitnzſs and diverſity of things ; or it is the rati- 
onal Fun&tion of the Wir, uſed in the inveſtigation and finding out 
the reaſon of things. The firſt is the Medium, theſe the end. 
t. Tudgment, is the Function of the mind, by Wir and reaſoning, 
diſcerning things good and ſolid. 4. The memory, is the ſtore-houſe 
of the Internal Senſes ; by the work whereof we receive, firmly 
retain, and by which we faichfully and ficly keep things, as Wax 
che Seal. The Motions of the Soul are theſe. 1. Voluntary Motion 
is that Function, by the help whereof, by the Muſcles, the Mem- 
ber is Voluntarily mov'd. 2. Inveluntary Motion is a Function, by 
help whereof are moved the cavitics and paſſages, and both are 
done by the Animal Spirits. Bur all theſe are ſo exactly declared 
in Natural Philoſophy, that they need not be cularged on here. 


SECT. VIIL 
Funlions ſerving Propagation. 


ENERATION is a FunQtion by help whereof a Man is 
perpetuated in kind, when the Individuum is not to be had: 

for no Individuum endures perpetually. To this is required 1. the 
Generation of the Seed , which is a Fun&ion by help whereof, 
from the Animal Spirits with the beſt part of the Blood gathered 
together, is Szed produced in the Stones and Epididjzmides. The 
Ke is generated from the Spirits and Blood ; becauſe nothing 
elſe but the Spirit and Blood is carried to the Stones, or other parts 
of Generation : hence ſometimes -in too much coition, Blood

'Þ, about things preternatural, which are all thoſe things which 

hurt the Body. As, 1. a Diſeaſe, which is a preternatural 
conſtitution or hurt of. the Functions. 2. Its Cauſe, which is every 
thing which produceth a Diſeaſe. 3. Symptoms, which is an effea 
following a Diſeaſe inconvenient to the Body. Diſeaſes have feve Wi 
Tal differences. The more general are either eflential, derived this 
from the eſſence of a Diſeaſe ic elf; or from thoſe things, with {Co 


out 
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out which the Diſeaſe can neither be, nor be thought to be. And 
theſe are, 1. The part affeted. 2. The condition according to 
which *tis made. Now theſe are threefold, z. e. Similar, Orga- 
nick, and Solution of unity. A Similar Diſeaſe is an intempe- 
rancy, or an unfit diſpoſition in one or more of the Qualities; 
this either attends one Quality, as hot, cold, moiſt, dry ; or more, 
call d compound, which 1s of two Qualitics, as hot and dry, hot 
and moiſt, &c. Bur theſe laſt are rather per accidens. Th-ſC in 
excels hurting the ations are morborrs. There are alſo unfit diſpo- 
tions in the ſecond Qualities, as in ſoftneſs, hardneſs, ſmooth- 
ne, &c. which PFernelizs doth refer to the matter of Diſeaſes. So 
to the 34 Quality there's an unfienefs in the Smell, Tafte, &c. As 
when the Tongue taſtes not well, 'the Eye fees not well. Further, 
there are Diſeaſes of the occult qualities which are Venomous and 
Alexipharmick. A Diſeaſe is Organick, when an Organick part is 
l aftected, as that thereby the action is hurt. This 1s, I. Of Cen- 
firmaticn, i. e, when 'tis ſo vitiated that the Fun&ion is hurt. This 
threefold. 1. Of Figwre, when the Natural Figure of the part 
s ſo vitiated, that its ation is hurt: which happens when that 
which ſhould be ſtraight, is crooked; or when that which is plain, 
smade round, as in Gibboſities. 2. Of Paſſages, which is either 
in Number, or in Quantity ; and both, either inexceſs, or defe&. 
A Diſeaſe of the Pailages is, when the part by which any thing is 
carried from place to place, is vitiated : ſo rhat thence the action 
$ hurt, as in the Nerves ob{truted. A Diſeaſe of the Paflages of 
Number in exce/s is, when more P. N. Paſlages diſplay themielves, 
loas the action is hurt ; e. g. when the Bile-Paſſage is not only in- 
krted into the ſmall Gur, but into the ſtomach : thence the Bile 
ſpreading it ſelf, hinders Fermentation or Retention. In Defet# of 
Number, when there are precernaturally fewer Paſſages than 
ſhould be, and ſo the Function is hurt, as in the defe of the Vel:

Diſeaſes there diminiſhed in quantity, are when 
the Cavities are {o ſtraitned that their Fun&ion is hurt ; and are fo 
many, as there are Diſeaſes of the Paſlages deficient in quantity, 
4- Diſeaſes of Superficies, is when the Superficies of the Parr is viti- 
ated, and fo the Fun&tion is hurt ; and 'tis fourfold, 1. pri 
and Levity, 4. e. when the Parts naturally rough, become ſmooth, 
as the Gut in the Lientery, &c. and 1o on the contrary ; asin 
Hoarſneſs the Wind-pipe is rougher. 2. Softneſs and Hard, 
3. Rarity and Denſity. 4. Colour. II. Diſeaſes of Number are, when 
the number of the Parts are fo vitiated, that the Action is hurt; 
and cis either in exceſs or defekt. III. Diſeaſes of Magnitude are, 
when the greatneſs of the Part is vitiated, ſo that the Aion is 
hurt : and 'tis either by more encreaſe, as in Tumors, ec. or d- 
minifhed, as in Atrophy. IV. Diſeaſes in fite and connexion. The 
firſt is, when the part 1o declines from its ſite, that the Action is 
hurt, as in Diſlocations, e&#c. The ſecond is doable, as when that 
joyn'd is disjoyn'd ; as in the ruption or laxity of the Ligaments.

He Cares of Diſeaſes are all thoſe things which produce them, 
And they are cither Proximate, betwixt which and the Diſcak: 
no other Cauſe occurs ; this muſt be in all Diſeaſes. Or Rem, 
between which and the Diſeaſe comes another Cauſe, which is not 
in all Diſeaſes. This latter is either internal ( call'd the Amer 
degt ) conſiſting in the humors which have their being in the Bo 
dy, which though at preſent they a& not, yet they may generate 
a Diſeaſe. Or 'external, ( call'd Procatar#ick ) which conſiſts in 
things plac'd without us. Of which ſome are inevitable, as thing 
Norn-natural ; others evitable, or fortuitouſly affliting our Body, 
as Blows, &c. The Proximate cauſe is conjun&,which being there, 
the Diſeaſe remains : if removed, the Diſcaſe is taken away. The 
Remote inward Cauſes, are Humors offending in quantiry, quality, 
motion and place. If in quantity, they frame a Plethcra ; & Ce 
cochymia, if together they offend in quality. Plethors is cither a 
vaſa, when the Veſlels cannot contain ic without trouble; which 
is from the too much Rarefaction of the Blood : or ad wires,where 
there's more Blood than ſtrength can bear ; or where both ar 
mixt, in which ſtrength. is debilitated, and veſlels diſtended. ? 
thora is from a material cauſe, z. e. the uſe of Aliments full of Jui 
and eaſily fermented. The efficient cauſe being Health, and ths 
uſe of things non-natural. Cacechymia is made from abundance 
Humors offending in quality : but Cachexis is from plenty of vi 
humors. Humors offending in quality, arc Bile, Pancrecrick Tui 
Flegm, Spittle, and-Lympha. Others { v, Bile, Flegm, Melancbs 
and Blood. Others the rwo firſt and laſt, and Arrabile, Seru 
which is not preternatural, unleſs mixed with other things, at 
Wind, which is ſuppoſed to be found in all the humors, eſpecial) 
in pituitous and vitelline Bile. Bile offends, I. In Acrimony, wii 
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is either from Salt things taken, hot Air, too much motion of the 
Body or Mind; too much Watching, binding of the Beliy, Sweat, 
or Excretion, as too much of Urin, Sexe or Milx. IL It off :nds 
to much in Olecuſneſs, from taking fuch-like things. JIL In Thick 
neſs, from a viſcid humor alone, or whea 'tis mixt with Ault:rout- 
nefs, whence not ſ:ldom it concretes into a ſtone. IV. From 4- 
veeſncſs, which is trom humid Air , and taking like things. 

. I-ben coagulated into a ſubſtance very like yolks of Eggs, which 
is made from more acid humors, which appears by pouring Spiric 
of Vicriol upon Bile ; this is calld Vitelline. VL When porraceerr, 
Leck-coloured, as alſo ſo in taſte : made from ctterveſcency with 
the more acid Pancreatick Juice. VII eruginczs, Verdigreale 
coloured, made with the faid Juice, yet more acid and hot, 
VIII. '7 oft burnt, and fo like Woad : Such is made from the Pan. 
creatick Juice and Bile, from its very ſharpneſs, which is worſt, 
The Pancreatick Fuice offends, 1. In Acidity, which ariſeth from 
the great Acidity in the Blood, cold Air, grief of Mind, too much 
Watching ; from its ſtagnation in the ſide-paſlages of the Pancreas ; 
or laſtly, from acid Aliments. 2. Auſfterouſmfs, ariſing from like 
Aliments, outward Grief, ſudden Fear. Lympha doth not only of- 
fend in the ſame with the Pancreatick Juice, but alſo in Aquoſity, 
ariſing from like Aliments, cold and moiſt Air; from Vilcidity, 
and from Cauſcs increaſing Flegm. Ir may allo offend in faltnels, 
cauſed from like Aliments, and hot Air. Flegm offends in Viſcidi- 
ty, from taking like things, moiſt and cold Air, a life of Care and 
Ilenefs, and roo much Slcep. In Acidity, from the mixture of 
that which is acid, call'd Glaſs. Salr, trom more ſale ſcrofitics, 
Stirtle offends in toughneſs, aqueouſncls, faltnefs and acidiry, from 
the aid Cauſes. ind from a matter vilcid, ſharpiſh, ſale and ole- 
ous; as appears from things helping and hurting. FHalitns are from 
acid and falt Heats ; and are various, according to the diverſity of 
«x4 and Patients. Humors :ffend in motion, 1. By its increaſe, 
which heats the Body ; 2. By diminution ; 3. Abolition ; 4. De- 
pravation. In place ; as Blood extravaſated.

2. Meats and Drinks offend in quantity, as if too much thereof he 
eaken into the ſtomach, it cauſes Crudities, the occafion of many 
Diſeafes, eſpecially in impure Bodies. In Quality ; and then they 
are chang'd into humors and diſtempers of like quality, In the 
manner of taking : for if taken whilſt that in the ſtomach is not 
concodted, they may procure Dilſcaſes ; as alſo the variety of them 
being taken. 3. Reſt and Mition offends in excels ; So alſo 4. Sl 
ing and Waking : Too much of the firſt hinders the natural evacuz- 
tions and excrements, dulls the heat of the Body, and occaſions 
cold Diſeaſes, eſpecially Catarrhs.

Excretion 
and Retention oftend in quality and quantity : for if thoſe humors

Diagnoſtick Signs. 


DEMEIOTICA is that part of Phyſick in which is handlat 
the method of knowing as well the preſent, as the future 
eſtate of Man. A Sign is any. evident thing that lays open 

a. hidden matter ; or 'tis the manifeſtation of ſome thing hidden; 
or every thing that ſhews any- of thoſe things, which are in the 
method of healing, and can demonſtrate them,. and make them 
manifeſt. We begin- with Diagneſticks, which ſhew the preſent 
ate. Theſe are ſuch as are ſeparable from the Diſeaſe ; as Coll 
from a Fever or Pathogn:monical, which comes in and is remoy'l 
with the Diſeaſe, as a Preternatural Pulſe frequenting Fever, 
This is ſeldom ſimple, but is fram'd of many. The Fuumaind 
Signs are Four-fold. I. From the Eſſence of the Diſeaſe. II. From 
its Cauſes, IIL From its Efe&s. IV. From things helping and bur 
ing. Sometimes a Diſeaſe ſhews ir ſelf; as a Tumor in the right 
H, pochondre, ſhews the Liver affe&ed ; in the Left, the Spleen: 
the Cauſe ſhews the Effet, and the Effect the Cauſe : for ſuch 
the Effect is, ſuch is.the Cauſe, and fo contrary. And as like re 
joiceth in thelike ; ſo Contraries remoye Contraries. -From Dis

Thoſe of Health cr Death, arc thoſe diſcovered. by 
m 0 Urinz, Excrements of the Belly, Swears, eaſie and difficult Breath-

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dity and Concoftion, ars known by Urin, Feces of the Venter, 
Spittings, &c. Criſis is ſhewed by ſue*en murations and pertur. 
bations, 'forme of which are both Signs and Cauſes: as Vomit, 
Fzces, much Urin, Noſe bleeding, &c. Under the firſt may þe 
ranked, I. Diſeaſes ſhort or long. As Hot Diſcaſcs are always ſhor, 
if they have not contracted an habit : but cold are longer, Fit 
long, ſhew durance, ſhore contrary. Fits anticipating an hour or 
two, are ſhort, otherwiſe contrary. Only note, anticipation mutt 
be unoqual, 'otherwiſe ir ſhews durance. So do Fits that return 
flowly ; unleb echere be a remiffion of Symptoms. Fits comi 
every third day, are ſhort : thoſe every day longer, the Fount 
day longeſt of all. Diſeaſes ending by excretion, are ſhorter than 
thoſe that end by abſceſs. All Diſeaſes in hot times from hot 
.cuufes ; in.ages and temper, hot ; in youth, tender; and in Bodies 
well-affeted,; areſhort.. - In Contrary, long. If there be much 
hurt of a&ion, flow. concodtion of- excrements if cold, Urin be 
thin, and diſcoloured, having little ſediment ; if excrements be of 
various Colours, noiſom ſmell, be few, expell'd by degrees; be 
ſtopt in the beginning ; or then expell'd when caft out with great 
noiſe ; caſt through narrow paſſages, and not on a Critical day: 
all ſhew the'length of Diſeaſes : The contrary ſhort. If there be 
bubbles in the Urin's fiirface, the Sediment in thoſe feverith reſem- 
ble coarſe meal ; when changes happen to the whole Body, being 
ſometimes hot and ſometimes cold, one Colour riſing upon anc- 
ther ; Diſeaſes will be long.

all denotes durance. 1I. Signs of Diſeaſes tending to Health or Death. 
Thoſe withour danger are Diarics, all true Intermitting Fevers. A 
Tetanes if they eſcape the fourth day. Thoſe dangcrows are (light 
Apoplexy, all Continual burning Fevers, Inflammation of the in- 
ternal parts, as Pleuriſie, &c. Malign Intermitting Tertians, and 
whoſe fits grow ſtronger. Lucs venerea aflociated with a Leproſie, 
is hardly cured. Deadly ſtrong Apoplexies where there's loſs of

Neck-pain in the begin- 
ning and increaſe of a Diſeaſe, is bad : So allo, it in the Earsina 
continual Fever. If in the Jaws inacute Fevers ; or in the Breaſt, 
with numbneſs ; they are pernicious. If an acute Fever tolloy 
thoſe fo pain'd, they die cruelly. Conw!fions in acute Fevers, with 
{trong pains about the Bowels, are bad. The beginning of Dif 
ſes ariſing from Back-pains are pernicious. . Pains in the ignoble 
parts appearing in the beginning, or with bad figns, are deadly, 
Thoſe beginning in remote parts, which vaniſh without manik 
cauſe, or paſs to the Bowels, are bad. Motion. In any Dilcafs if 
the party eaſily riſe, lift himſelf up, turn from ſide to fide, 'tis good: 
the contrary bad. It the Body lie as in health, 'tis good. Hear 
neſs of the whole Body, Hands and Feet, is dangerous. So alloto 
lie on the Back, with Hands, Legs and Neck extended ; or if t 
Sick fall oft down to the Beds feet, *tis mortal. So is ſleeping g 
ping in acute Diſcaſes, if not uſual.

Excrements : voluntary 
tears in a Diſeaſe is not abſurd ; the contrary is : as when it pro- 
cec's from external cauſes, as ſadneſs, joy, &c. Matter flewin 
trom the Ears in grievous Head-aff:&ts, ens the Diſeaſe : Or, it 
t flow from the Mouth, Noſe, &c. If chey run much in Chil- 
ren, *tis healthy. If the Ear-Excrements that are naturally yel- 
bw and bitter, be ſwcer, and change colour, 'tis bad. Noftrils ; 
Blood flowing well and largely on a Critical day , 'tis ſafe : 
if too much and violently, 'tis bad : for ir procures Convulſ 
ons. If in the beginning of a Diſcafe, or if a few drops flow 
rom the Nolftrils, 'tis bad. If blood flow in a direct line to 
he part affected, 'tis good : as from the righe Nottril, if tae

To change colour oft in 
acute Diſeaſes, is ill. A vehement Stink rifing from the Patients 
Body, is ill. In acute Diſeaſes unwonted Smells, there being nothing 
near to cauſe it, ſhews Death near. Aliments deſcending downinto 
the Stomach, as if caſt into a Well with noiſe, is ill. A murmuri 
noiſe in the Sides, breaking forth chiefly with Fzces, Urin, 
Wind, diſſolves the pains and Swellings thereof. If new and with 
out Flegm, if it comes not forth, yet it helps much, if it fall into 
the lower parts. Cadaverons face is deadly, unleſs from too much 
watching and looſneſs. In acute Diſeaſes, the Eyes white appear 
ing red, their Veins appearing black and blue, is mortal. If = 
verted, *tis ill. So if dark, muddy, gouled, and not ſhining. Grz 
ting the Tecth in Fevers, having not been uſual from youth, por 
tends Frenzy and Death. If there be ſhining and blackneſs about 
them, there's danger. A black Tongue, with dryneſs, roughneh, 
clefts and burning, is mortal. So alſo if trembling. In acute Dif 
eaſes the Jaws ulcerated with a Fever, is ill : if with other ill ſyn 
ptoms, worſe. The Hypochendres without pain, foft, equal on boti 
ſides are beſt, therefore feel them, conſidering here lies the Liver, 
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Stomach. and Spleen, the forge of all Diſeaſes ; If they bur 
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be painful, be extended, or have the right pa1:s uncqually affeted 
with the lefr ; ris a ſign of no gentle Diſeaſe, If drawn upward, 
there being no ſign of an P——_— Criſis, by bleeding, *cis ill. 
Hard and painful Swellings there, the Critical bleeding being nigh, 
tis bad, if all over : Þþut if hard only in one place, 'tis nor fo ill ; 
efecially if the lefr, the Liver being more noble than the Spleen. 
A Swelling of the L2gs appzaring about evening, and gone in the 
morning with good figns, are good ; and with bad, bad. III. Signs 
if approaching Aadnefs are, forgerfulneſs, preſently happening in 
acute Diſeaſes ; troubled and tumultuous fleep ; continual prick- 
ing, tinkling, and ſounding of the Ears, or deatneſs ; eſpecially if it 
appear with Urin that hath matter lifted up and hanging in it 
Snſe of Smell without manifeſt cauſe. Pain in the-Legs, eſpeci- 
ally if there be a bad ſwim in che Urin ; a vehement and frequent 
drawing of the breath ; white and clear Urin in acute Diſeaſes ; as 
abif therein the white of the Eye appears red. IV. Signs « 
preaching Convulſions, are, cauſlcls fear and ſadnefs, after cold, ve- 
fierce raving, want of fleep, extraordinary and laſting pain of 
te Head, the Belly being bound, deep and heavy pains in Arms 
and Neck, ſuppreſſion of Urin with coldnefs, Urin contrary to 
cuſtom flowing away in ſleep. V. Signs of Relapſe after Recovery, 
xe after malign and ill-diſpofed Diſeaſes, they ſo weakning Na- 
tre that it cannot perte&ly caſt out the diſeaſed cauſe. Diſeaſes 
the longer they are, the more apt to relapſe. A Fever not flack- 
ting on a Critical day, returns. "Thoſe from Atrabile, various 
and mixt humors, viſcid, thick and ſtubborn, do return ; contra- 
not. Thoſe that afflict in the Autumn, are apt to return ; as 
if the conſtitution be bad, otherwiſe not. Thoſe that cannot 
fain perfect healch, being helpt but by few things, and hurt by ma- 
0y, are in danger. Soalfo thoſe ations and qualities recovering, 
liffer much from the natural temper, and return not to their for- 
mer condition. If after a Criſis the Sick tor a long time void thin 
cr, 'tisa ſign of a Relapſe. So allo Fevers that ceaſe withour 
ns of Concotion. Bur alterations of Diſeaſes being from Con- 
oion and Crudity, they are belt diſcovered by Urin ; of which

As Urins deviate from this more or leſs, they are ax 
werably faulty ; and in ſickneſs if they come again to this Star 
dard, there's more hope of Recovery.

*tis good : if it remit, or that there's ſometimes none, it portends 
the Diſcaſe long, or leſs ſafe. Obſerve, if a red Sediment, it ar- 
gues a Criſis; much more a white.

Shews the Materials neceflary to fatisfie 
hoſe Rules. By the firſt, Indications are found to reſtore health ; 
y the ſecond we come to change the vitious habit of che Body to 
$ Natural temperament, which is to be done /afely, not uſing 
urtful Medicines, but ſuch as may remove the Cauſe of the Dt- 
aſe ; quickly, by obſerving all occaſions of Curing ; and pleaſant- 
rby Medicines that are well prepared, and are grateful to the Noſe 
nd Mouth. Indication is the apprehenſion of things helping, with - 
hings hurting ; which together with things Indicating , cometh 
ithout any experience, or ratiocination, taken in a general ſenſe. 
ws is divided into four Parts; I. That which concerns, either 
ervation, Which regards Natural things, preſerv'd by the like; 
Curative, reſpeRing Preternatural things, taking them away by 
Itraries.

"A. traries are cur d by Contraries, This is to be taken in a large 
tenſe, not only as to the form, but the effe& and operation ; for 
wharſoever can remove what'sPreternatural,or induce a contrary af 
tec, whether ic be by ir ſelf or by accidens, is nam'd contrary. So 
Rhubarb is contrary to Bile, as it- purgeth it forth : ſo hot Iron is 
contrary to proud Fleſh : ſo Vomiting is cur'd by a Vomit, &c. 
Theſe contraries ought as much as can be to be equal amongſt theny 
ſelves. The Equality of the Remedy, in reſpe& of the Dilcake, 
is double ; either according to the degree; 1o a cold Remzdy in 
the 2d degree is equal toa hot Diſtemper in the 24 : Or as.to Mag: 
nitude or Copiouſneſs; 'and fo the Remedy may be given once, 
twice- or more times, ro_ purge out the Diſeaſe.

By Colle#ion of likelihoods; as when tuch 
Remedics are apply'd to an unknown Diſcaſe, as cure Diſeaſes of 
the like nature ; ſo in Luz Venerea, before it was known, it was not 
unfit to apply thoſe Medicines us'd in Leprofies and foul Scabs. be 
dication from Cauſes. In this the diſzafed cauſe is firſt ro be remo- 
red ; and then the Diſcaſc, if it remain when the Cauſe is re- 
moy'd. Diſea/ed Cauſes are many, but the chief and moſt uſual 
are the Humcrs, they brezding Diſeaſes more than any thing. 
The moſt uſual Mc:dicine is Evacuation, 4. e. an Expulſion of the 
Humors out of the wholz Body and its three Regions ; this is ge- 
neral. Particular Evacuation reſpects particular Parts, as Brain, 
Lungs, &c. The Matter of Remedies are either Chirurgical, and 
here occur Evacuations Senſible ; which draw forth ſeveral Juices 
from che Blood. The Blood is evacuated by Veneſeion, or open- 
ing an Artery, or from both Veins and Arteries, by Scarifications 
with, or without Cups, or Lecches. The divers Juices are drawn 
out by Cauterics, Veſicatories, and Fontanels. Inſenſible Evacu- 
ation is by dry-Cups, Pication , Frictions, Bindings, to which 
ſome add Lotions ; of all which, and of their Matter ſee Chirurgery, 
or Pharmaceutick : this contains the faculties and vertues of Medi 
caments with their Compoſition. A Medicament is that which 
hath power to alter our Bodies, and reduce chem from a Preter- 
natural to a Natural State ; 'tis as it were a Medium betwixt 
Poiſon that corrupts the Body, and Nutriment. which is chang'd 
no its ſubſtance.

therefore in ſuch caſes beware leſt Purging and Bleeding be preſcri- 
bed; the matter being crude,. and part weak. |

As if there be unequal heat in the Sides, and burning heat in the 
Breaſt without a Fever, there's the Diſeaſe : theſe are to be in exceſs, 
and not proceeding from external cauſes ; and then it ſhews Diſtem- 


per contrary to Health, where the matter of the Diſeaſes is ſettled, 
which may be removed by Fomentations, Blecdings, Cups, Cau- 


teries, &c. and not always by Phyſick. 

What part of the Body ſo:ver 1s Diſeaſed, and the hurt of it ts not at all 
perceived, their underſtanding 1s affitted, | 

That is, if any ſickneſs or ſore be in any ſenſible parts that eauſe 
pan and they feel it not, becauſe it argues the greatneſs of the 
caule. 

They are not ſo dangerouſly ſick, to whoſe Nature, Age, Habit or 
Seaſon, the Diſeaſe 1s jamiliar and agreeable, as thoſe to whom the Diſ- 
taſe ts diſagreeable to thoſe things. : 

That is, they are more: eaſily Cured when there's ſuch a concur- 
rence of the Diſeaſe, Nature, Age, Cc. than in others in whom 
they diſagree. E.G. Acute Fevers are not agreeable to old Age, 
or cold Nature, Scaſon, &c. which ſce after. | 

Tis better in any Diſeaſe, that the parts adjoyning to the Navel and 
the nethermoſt Belly, be ſomewhat thicker and groſs; for the extenua- 
ten of them 4s ill, and then "tis not ſafe to give Purges working down-

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It ſignifies the Bowels well affefted, therefore native heat being 
more ſtrong, the frame of Nature more able to conco@t, diſtribute 
and caſt out, 'tis meant of the whole Belly, which the Phyſician is 

to handle diligently,. and ſee whether it be right. 

Prediftions of acute Diſeaſes are not altogether indubitable, whethi 
as to death or health. | 

Acute Diſeaſes are not raſhly to be judged, although they ſeldom 
fail in their event, and have their proper Criſis, by reaſon of their 
ſudden changes; yc<t may they be judg:d in fourteen days, 

When alterations happen to the whole Body, and "tis ſometimes hot and 
ſometimes cold, or one colour arijeth upon another, it ſignifies the continu- 
ance of the Diſeaſe. 

For by theſe viciſſtudes it appears that various humors abound 
in the body, which cauſe various diſpoſitions, and Nature calls for 
much time to free her ſelf from them ; therefore be not raſh in Eva. 
cuation, but wait for ConcoCtion. 

Some Diſeaſes are better or worſe ; ſome mort to” one ave, ſome ty 
another : ſo alſo they are according to place, ſeaſon and manner of 
Diet. 

This is to be underſtood of all manner of Epidemical Diſcaſc 
which change according to Seaſon, Age, which have alſo ſeveral 
Diſeaſes; as the aged 1s recreated in Summer, but benumbed in 
Winter, -and ſo Diſeaſes are begot more at one time of the year I 
than others, &c. | 

Perſons ſtrangled lying in a ſwoon, yet not dead, cannot be recover- Wi - 
ed if they foam at the mouth. 

This is meant of thoſe choaked, whether by hanging, drowning, 
troubleſome Quiniie, or Apoplexy ; for in thoſe it ſignifies the lalt 
ſtruglings of Nature, the vapors by ſtrength being ſent up are mix- 
ed with the proper humidity of the Lungs. 

We muſt not paſs forthwith from one Medicine to another, although 
things fall not ſo well out as they (ould, to him who doth proceed by guud 
reaſon, if ſo be that remain fil and continue, which ſeemed to him tit 
ſo from the beginning. 

We are to be careful in changing Medicines, although they do 
not at preſent anſwer cxpeCtation. 


We ought to behold what things they be, that paſs out by Urine, or by tie 1 
Belly, or what. out of the fiſh: and we muſt alſo conſider and beholgy Fc 
whether the Body do decline in any other thing from Nature ; for il WL

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* That we may know the Diſeaſe, we are to take notice ſpecially 
ofthe Excrements, and examine them in ſubſtance, quantity, qua- 
lity, time and manner of their getting out, for they repreſent the 
Idea of thoſe parts whence they Lo. 

To extream Diſeaſes, extream and exquiſne Remedies are beſt. 

Thoſe are call'd extream which are moſt acute ; here Dyet is to 
be moiſt, thin, and Phylick exquiſite.

OT Waters too oft uſed, bring theſe diſcommodities, tenderneſs of the 
fleſh, diſtemper of the ſinews, heavineſs and ſtupefattion of the 
mind, fluxes of blood, fainting, ſwooning, and to theſe ſucceed Death.

Convulſion aud Diſtenſion ;, it difſolves the heavineſs of the* Head ; it 
pofiteth broken Bones very mich, eſpecially if bare without fleſh, princi- 
pally in the Head, if they be Vlcerated. It profucth thoſe rhings which 
are mortified and wlcerated through Cold, eating Uleers in the Findament, 
Privy Members, Womb, Bladder, to all which 'tis a fricud, and of good 
Judgment ;, but cold Water is an enemy and deſtroyeth. - 

Tis not profitable in all Ulccrs ; for ſome will not bz brought to 
Suppuration by heat ; beſides, Cancers by it may be made worſe, 
becauſe it procures putrefaQtion. 

We muſt uſe cold Water to thoſe Sores whence Blood iſſues, y:t not r0 

the ſame place but near it ;, and if any Inflammation of the Guts inclixe to 
Ted and bloody colour, with freſh clear, Blood, apply cold Water 10 then: ; 
but if the Inflammation be inveterate and old, it make:h them black, Jt 
belpeth Eryſipelas, if not Ulcerated ; bit if it be, it's burtful. 
Cold Juyces which are proper, may do b:tter, which in bleed- 
ing at the Noſe may be applied to the rcgiou of- the Liver and 
Forehead, &c. For this ſee Fand'r Heiden of cold Water, where 
jou have its uſe at large. Y 


Cold 
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Cold water pow'd out abundantly, doth eaſe and diminiſh the Tumors 
and Pains of the Foynts, which arc without Ulcers ;, alſo gouty Swellings 
and Pains, and Convulſions for the, moſt part ; and diſſolveth the pans 
and leſſens it, For a ſmall bemummning hath the force of diſſolving and 
putting away pain.

A Lteration and wvariableneſs of the Seaſons do moſt eſpecially bring 
forth Diſeaſes : as likewiſe great changes of cold and heat in thoſe 
times, and of other things anſwering them in proportion. 

Becauſe they alter the Air which we draw in continually, and 
ſo affect our Bodies : for what the Air is, ſo are che Spirits ; what 
the Spirits, ſo are the Humors ; as the Humors, ſuch are the ſolid 
parts of the whole Body. 

All Diſeaſes are cauſed in any time of the year, yet ſome are cauſed 
and ſtirred in ſome one time more than in another. ; 

All Morbifick Cauſes depend not on the times conſtitutions, for 
things Non-Natural may produce them. 

Some Natures in Summer, and ſome in Winter are better, or worſe, 

Various Bodies are inclinable to various Diſeaſes. Thoſe cold 
and moilt are better in Summer, the hot and dry worſe. 

Autumnal Diſeaſes are to be expetted in thoſe Seaſons, when in tit 
ſame day, "tis ſometimes hot, and ſometimes cold.

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', "The temperaments of the Seaſons procure Diſeaſes, not the 
names : ſo that by the Air we may preſage Diſeaſes, which are to 
be oppugn'd with the greater Remedies, and oft with Alexiphar- 
micks. 

In times certain and modcrate, obſerving the ſeaſonablenes,, certain 
and ſeaſonable Diſcaſes having a happy enaing are ingendred ; but in 1n- 
certain times uncertain Diſeaſes are produced, and ill 10 be judncd, 

For Diſeaſes follow the nature of the efficient Cauſes, and they 
are likely ſuch as the temperature of the year is.

which the differences of ages, and Wreſtlers bodies are ſufficient proof. 

It ſhews that more copious, hot and dry nouriſhment may be uſed 
in Winter, becauſe as natural heat is more ſtrong, ſo it reſiſts the 
coldneſs and moiſtneſs of the Winter Air ; and that Phlegm co!- 
leted in Winter, may be better conſun'd.

By pains he means Symptoms, which in thoſe very —_— 
are ſeldom but accompany?d with hot Fevers, therefore ſharp Dif 
eaſes require the thineſt Diet. 

But we muſt conſider and. conjefture by the Sick,, whether he be able to 
hold out and perſiſt with the preſerib'd Diet even to the ſtate and uttermof 
extremity of the Diſeaſe, or may faint or fail ; aud being too weak with 
ſuch Diet, may yield the viftory to the Diſeaſe, before it retire or 
overeome : 


Indications are to be taken from the Patients ſtrength ; for if 
ſtrength be little, Aliment muſt be given. Wo 
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We muſt alſo conſider when we may feed, once or twice a day, more, 
gr leſs, and by intervals ; wherein reſpeft is to be had to the time of the 
Tear, Age, Country and Cuſtom. 

Uſe and Coſtom is not only to be obſerv'd in the ſubſtance, but 
alſo in the quantity and quality of Meat, and time of eating ; for 
if the ſtrength be impair'd, and the morbifick matter very oppreſ- 
five, the Aliment is to be given in little quantity, and often. 

A ſmall and flender Diet in long and lingring Diſeaſes is always dan- 
gerons, and in acute Diſeaſes likewiſe when *ri5 not fit : and again, Diet 
reduced to an extream flenderneſs is as full of peril, as extream repletion is 
laborious and painful. 

Neither Satiety nor Hunger, nor any thing elſe excceding the 
preſcript of Nature, is good.

*T"[S behoveſul to ove the Urin, whither it be (ich as is m1de 
in health; for that which is wilike, 1s inſalubrizns 3 but thoſe which 
' are lie, are healthful, 

This is rejefted by Galen, and left out by Herrnins : If it fay any 
thing, it acquaints us, we ſhould be acquainted with the Water in 
Health, that ſo we may be better able to judge of that which is 
diſcaſed. 

Alſo when the Scdimcnt, if you ſuffer them to reſt and do not move 
them, ſinks down into the bottom like ſhavings of Guts or ſuch like mat- 
ter; if they be few, they ſignifie the Diſeaſe but little ; if many, 'tis 
great ;, then tis neceſſary to evacuate the Belly downwards ;, otherwiſe if 
yu give Broth or Nouriſhment without purging the Belly ; the move thou 
gizeſt, the mere thou ſhale offend. 

This, Galen thinks, is none of Hippocr.rte,*s, 

Urias in a Fever that are thick, fu!l of Himors and little, if after 
thy void them thin and in good quantity, *tis heipfuls, but thoſe chiefly 
are ſuch, which have a Sediment at the begirr:ing or preſently after. 

By thick Urins, underſtand ſuch as are very craſs, or arc always 
troubled or nuddy; By grumous, ſuch as have many clods or 
jumps in them , ſuch are made at the beginning , proceeding 
from Phlegm ; for thickneſs is from multirude of thick Kumors, 
lumps from much Phlcgm dry'd up by the heat of the Liver. Theſe 
Urins then arc made in little quantity, becauſe Nature is then em- 
ploy'd to retain it 3; but when the Humor is concocted, the Urin 
appears thinner , or that perturbation cealing, it comes forth in 
greater quantity ; and by how much the more plcntifully it is cva- 
mated, by ſo much the more it helps. By thin Urin is meant, not 
that which is ſo indecd, but that whoſe muddy Diitemper is taken 
away by concoction. 

Thoſe who have their Urin troubled or umiclean in Agnes, ſuch as are 
the Waters of Cattle, have, or ſhaf{ hate Head-aches, 

Such Urins oft appear inPeſtilcntial Fevers, they ſhew perturbz- 
tion in the Ycins from Wind and abundance of crude Humors, 
which are eaſily ſent to the Head with the heat, and fo fill the Head. 

Thoſe that have hopes of an abſceſs to come in the Joints, much Viim, 
thick and white, delivers them from the fear thereo! 5 1th are won't to 
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be voided in painful Fevers the fourth day ; whc alſo ther; oleeding 
at the Noje, 1t will happen wore ſpeedily. 

So that by Urins we may judge ; for thoſe Urins purge 5. the 
Humors which would cauſe the abſcels if thzy bleed, becauſe the 
e2uſe is carr1'd away two ways. - 

Where the Crilis of the Diſeaſe is on the ſeventh day, there appears 
in the Urin of ſuch perſons, a little red cloud on the fourth day, other 
thivgs agreems. - 

Obſerve, He here ſpeaks only of the Sediment; and if a red 
cloud indicate a Criſis, much more a white, as coming nexzrer 
to that which is beſt, which is that which ſettles in the bottom of 
the Urin, which is white and ſmooth, and equal; that which 
hangcth in the middle, is leſs commendable; that in the top, worlt, 

Urins very clear and white, are dangerous, eſpecially from ſuch as are 
in a Phrenſte, | 

Such Urin ſhews the bilious Matter is carried up into the Head, 
whence a Phreniie or Madneſs; or elſe they 1ignifie very great cru. 
dities, which portend either Death or a long Diſeaſe ; for Nature 
requires a long time to concott it; therefore if the Fever be not 
very acute, and ſtrength not waſted, the party may recover, al. 
though it be long firit : but in a very acute Diſeaſe, and where 
ſtrength-is decay?d, they are always pernicious; eſpecially, ifafter 
the beginning of the Diſeaſe, and continue long : if they continue, 
*tis a certain tign of a Relapſe. In other Diſeaſes, as in Intermit- 
ting Fevers, or thoſe Gentle, or long ; a thin Urin denotes great 
obſtructions of the Milt, Liver, Meſentery, and other parts. 

That Urin which being thick, hath wa it little pieces of fleſh, as it wet 
eertain Hairs, proceeds from the Reins. 

By thick Urin, underſtand thoſe well concotted ; and then if the 
Dons have ſuch ill contents, the Reins and Bladder are anly at-

ſhews the Antecedentsand Conſcquent of a Crilis. 

Acute Diſeaſes are judged in fourteen days. | 

The fourtcenth is the end of the ſecond week, when they change 
either to Life or Death, to better or worſe, ſuch are cauſed of 
thin and hot Humors. . 

The fourth is the Index of the ſeventh ; the eighth 1s the beginning of 
the ſecond ſeventh ; alſo the eleventh is to be conſidered, for it is the fourth 
day of the ſecond week. And again, the ſeventh 1s to be obſerved, be- 
cauſe - the fourth from the fourteenth, and the ſeventh from the 
eleventh. 

The third of the principal days is the twentieth, which is the 
ſeventh from the fourtcenth, the fourteenth being here numbred;

The Bones preſſing upon the Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, motion is 
hindred, and the Blood and Spirits cannot fitly flow into the lower 
parts, and fo hinder nouriſhment. A Cautery muſt be apply'd be- 
fore waſting, &c. 

Two pains infeſting together, but not in the ſame place, the more vehe- 
ment obſcures the other. 

That is to ſay, Aﬀedts, or Diſeaſcs in the ſimilar parts ; and it 
teaches to make our Applications to that which pains molt. 


Ulcers and Wounds. 


N great and dangerous Wounds, if no Tumor appear, *tis ill. 

The wounded part being weakeſt, Nature ſends Humors thi- 
ther ; Which if not, 'tis to be fear'd, they take courſe to ſome no- 
ble part. 

That Wound u deadly, whereby the Bladder, Brain, Heart, AMidriff, 
any of the ſmall Guts, Stomach, and Liver are hurt. 

Yet thoſe of the Neck of the Bladder, alſo thoſe of the Liver 
and Brain, if ſuperficial ; and ſometimes thoſe of the Stomach, are 
curable.

Meninges, which is deep, reaching to the Eye-roots. II. External, 
n the Pericranium ; in this the combing back of the Hair, and com- 
preſſion of the Head, though little, is troubleſome. III. By Con- 
ſent, depending on the infirmity of other parts, and this either from

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the whole Body, as in Fevers, or only from ſome part ; as Sto- 


mach, Liver, Spleen, or Womb. IV. Proper ; which is conſtant, 
Other diftcrences there are of more gexcral concern as 1. Pricking 
which is from ſharp Humors or Halirzs. 2. Heavy, from thick and 
cold Matter, as Phlegm or Melancholy. 3. Stretching, from Wind 
or mild Humors diſtending. 4. Beating, from bilious Blood or Spi- 
rits. Caſe is, whatſoever may procure ſolution of Unity. Si7ns 
you have before. Prognofticks, if there appear good ſigns on the 
fourth day ; if External ; if Matter or Water flew from the Noſe, 
Ears, or Eyes, *r:s good, If there be an Acute Fever, they vomit 
green, are deaf, or ſuddenly are mad, dowbrful, If with noiſe, 
without a Fever, there be Vertigo, deafneſs and namncſs of the 
Hands, it ſignifies an Apoplexy or Epilepſie to be at hand. If in 
Women with Child, being fleepy and heavy; no hope.. So alſo if 
very violent, and ſuddenly vamſh without a Criſis ; If the extream 
parts be cold, if with an Acute Fever, with pernicious Signs appear- 
ing the fourth day. If come ſuddenly on thoſe well, and they be 
mute and ſnort, and a great Fever do not break forth. 

Cure, If from a cold Cauſe, the Matter is to be prepared, whe- 
ther Phlegm or Melancholy.

Tz Diſeaſe hath acquired ſeveral names, as Herculean, &c, 
*T1s a preternatural Convulſion, or rather Convulfive Motion 
of the parts of the Body, with oft hurt of the Mind and Senſes, for a 
time. Part affeCted, is chiefly the Brain, and conſequently the 
Nerves; but not the Membranes. Dife. "Tis either proper, or 
Symptomatick ; Strong or Gentle, Periodick, or Inordinate ; He- 
reditary, or by its own fault, and acquired by Diet. Cauſe Proxt- 
mate is the Lympha vitiated in the Brain, which by its*ſharpneſs 
doth twinge and ſhake the Nerves; as alſo a certain acid Acerbi- 
ty, which conſtringes the Nerves, and fo hinders the free influx 
of the Animal Spirits into the Nerve, which procures a Convulli- 
on or Convulſive motion. Remote is to be ſought in the lacteal 
Glandules, Heart, Womb, and other parts, as the Thumb of the 
left hand, which having been tyed, hath retarded the Fit ; of 
which ſee Gal. Skenkjzes, &c. For whatſoever, whether Bile, Phlegm, 
Pancreat.. Juice, Seed or Menſes, which renders the Lympha v 

ſharp, eaſily procures the Epilepſie ; the Brain being ill alle&ed it 
kIf, Vapors by ſome are not admitted ; by others they are. Signs 
are according to its various Cauſes. If Idiopathick, there's pre- 
{nt always a heavy and . cruel pain of the Head, debility of the 
Senſes, Numncſs, Paleneſs of the Face, and tronbleſome Sleep : 
Vertigo, extream parts cold and trembling, motion of the Tongue, 
Fearfulneſs, Sadnefs precedes: ſometimes they fall ſuddenly. There 
ae now ſome, other-whiles many contraCtions of the parts of the 
Fody. In ſome the Hands are cloſcd, in ſome turned about : one 
runs, another is ſtill; of which Actions they are oft ignorant, 
Sometimes they have uſe both of their external and internal Senſes ; 
yet ſeldom, and not perfect. Some make a houling noiſe, 
others gnaſh their Teeth, foam at Mouth ; there's involuntary 
ejeftion of Fzces, Urin, Seed : theſe laſt are preſent Signs. If 
Symptomatick and from the Stomach ; there's gnawing Pain or di- 


ftention of the Precordium, or about the Stomach Orifice, eſpeci- 
ally 
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ally if faſting, which cannot without great difhculty be born, 
Always before the Fir, theres loathing, beating” of the Heart and 
fainting. With the Fit there's vomiting, Bilious, or pituitous acid 
humors.

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it, and then if mixed with Specificks, or Epalezticks they profit. If 
the Sick can ealily bzar vom ting give one, and for ſzveral months 
let it be repeated four days before th2 Full Moon. The day after 
yomiting, it nothing prohibit, Y. S. or by Leech at th Hemor- 
rhoids; the next day purge, which may b2 conſtantly repeatcd 
four days bgore every New Moon. Thoſe days they do not pur ge,

*"F'\1S a Conſternation of the Mind, with an Abolition of the ex. 

ternal Senſes and Motion. Parts affeted are the Brain with 
its Nerves. Dyfer. ?Tis cither proper or Symptomatick, ſtrorp 
or gentic. ?Tis true, ſome think the Heart, others the Liver and 
Lungs, and ſome the Archeas are in fault. Others have variau; 
apprehenlions to what part of the Brain ; but certainly the Prain 
it ſelf is the ſubje&t. Cavſes are, thick Lympha, much obſtrut- 
ing part of the Nerves; alſo viſcid Phlcgm, ſometimes blood : fo 
alſo Falls from on high, Concuſſion , ſudden fear, ſuppreſlion of 
Noſe-blecding, or Blood extravaſated from Wounds of the Brain, 
Signs that precede, are ſometimes none. In ſome Regions there 
precedes very oft, Letha;'2y or #ertigo (therefore call'd the Prodro- 
mus of an Apoplexy ) darkneſs of the Sight, Night-Mare, trem- 
bling of the whole FEody, grating of the Teeth in tleep, heavinef 
of the Head. *Tis obſervable that it nſvally breaks forth inthe 
uſe of Tabaco; the partics oft fall ſuddenly ; ſometimes by de. 
grces; with loſs of Scnſe, Motion, Voice, and ſometimes they ate 
only diminiſhed. *Tis diſtinguiſhed from Cars, for in it there*s 
Senſe, neither doth it ſeize 1o ſuddenly ; from Lethargy, b:cauſe 
tis withopt Fever and ſtirring ; from the Mother and Swooning, in 
that the Members are lax, Pulſe full, Face rctains its colour, and 
"tis without cold Sweats, as *tis in Syrcope, which is always coid 
and clammy. In Apoplexy there may be bxeathing, but difficultly, 
there's deep lleep with ſnorting; the lax Members raiſed up, fall 
of themſclves as if deed; the Eyes are either ſuſpended, or ſhrt 
the Pulſe is ſometimes ſtrong and fuil, which in Prognoſticks hath 
deceived ; the ſphinCer of the Bladder is reſolved. Prog. If much, 
*tis hardly cured, yct better by Alterers than Purgers, or Y.S. un- 
leſs to promote the' Bloods motion. If after diflicult breathing, 
Sweat {upervenes, eſpecially if cold, *tis deadly. An Acute Fe- 
ver 15 better than one moderate or gentle; it oft reſolves, by 2 
Critical motion , into a Pallie. Somctimes by ſpitting , the coup 
[.ynizha 
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Lympha being ſo by ſtrength of nature caſt forth. Hence the cure 
hath bzen done by {:livation. Indic. The peccant quality of the 
Lympha 13 to be temperated, and being craſs, incid:d; th2 noxious 
quartity evacuated, ( c{pccially have reſpect to the cauſes before ; 
which known and conlidcred;the curc may be the more eaiily appoin- 
tcd).

and a depravation of the ſhape, figure and ſymmetry of the fore- 
ſaid parts. 

"Tis either Vnzerſal, poſſeſſing the whole Body : and this is, ei- 
ther when the Body, Head and Neck, is drawn forward, called 
Emproſthotonos ; or backward, called Opiſthotonos ; Or when the Bo- 
dy remaineth altogether intlexible and unmoveable, called Tears, 

The particulars are various, as that of the Eye, called Srrabiſmus; 
One of the mouth, called Tortura ors, Fc. There are alſo Con- 
vulſive motions from Wind, called the Cramp.

| rv is aDeſluxion of ſharp pituitous humors into all parts of 
the Body. The parts affefted are the Glandules of the who]: 
Body and Brain, as alſo the Membranes, Tendons, and Nerves. 
Caule is ſometimes the more ſharp Lympha, . which mixing it ſelf oft 
witlit Bile, procurcs Inflammation and all intenſe Pains, as Ophthal. 
mia's, Angina, Eryſipelas, Herpes, Cough, Gout, &c. Sometim:s 
craſs Lympha ;, hence heavy Pains, voluntary Lazineſs, Melancholy, 
Scurvy, &c, Differ. are ſhew'd in the Cauſes ; they that would read 
much thereof, may read Sneider de Catarrh.. Sins are manifeſt to 
the Sick and Standers-by, and therefore need not be ſet down. 
Progn, Catarrhs and Pains are ſometimes ealily, ſometimes hardly 
cured. If a ſuſfocating Catarrh , if not preſently cured , they 
may ſuddenly periſh. The Cauſe cleaving in the Orifice of the Sto- 
mach, or in the Lungs themſelves, from the thickneſs of the Lym- 
pha, hinders the Bloods Circulation. Indications curative, as alio 
the Cure may be taken from Epilepſie and Apoplexy before : for al- 
moſt all there may be uſed here.. In cold Catarrhs pituitous and viſ- 
cid, a DecoCtion ex Lign. Guaiac.Sarſap.Serpil. & Roriſmar. is excellent. 
after general Evacuation. Rad. Imperator, us'd as in Apoplexy, is 
excellent ; which hath altogether removed the Catarrhous martrcr: 
At bed-time may be given Pil. Cynogloſ. Many have been cured 
with this Fume, firſt purging; Be Saccm. 5 i. Maſtic. I i. MM. f. pi. 
craſſ. of which caſt a little on fire-coals, and fume the Mouth and 
Noſe with it, the Head being covered : being drawn into the Noſe 
it hath ſpeedily cured. a Poſe. Thick and w1ſcid Catarrhs are to be 
attenuated with Aromaticks, and evacuated with Phlegmagogons.. 
The thin and ſalt temperated with things oleous, and Opiatcs, and 
purged with Hydragogons. If join'd with a Fever, fumes may be 
uſed.

Congh being oft from a Catarrh, and being a kind of convullſive 
Motion, eſpecially if violent in Children; We treat of it here, 
though uſually handled among Diſeaſ:s of the Ereaſt; and if whar 
is there writ as to Plevrilic ard Fhthilts b2 obſcrv:d, there may be 
ſomething taken thencz. 'T hey are cither oz, when by conghing, 
the Humors contained in the Wind-pipe, are cither brought into., 
or calt out of the Month : and thcſe are cither things without, or 
taken in at the Mouth, wrong carried into the Trachea Avteria, or 
Humors falling down from the Head , falling to the Treehea, as . 
Phlegmatick Humors (moit oft ) whether ſharp, falt, fovryc,- mild, 
or inlipid, ſomctimes thin, fluid, thick, and viſcous: other-whiles 
Blood rure or mixt with other Eumors, and ſometimes purulent? 
Matter, aad perhaps ſome of theſe carricd out of the Subſtance or: 
Veliels of the Lungs into the ſ2id Trackea : Or Dry, when-nothing 
is ſpit or, though there b2 much and great labour in coughing, 
and th: wiole Body wearicd in vain, by which ſometimes is raiſed, 
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a vchement pain both of Head and Hypochondres and other parts; 
yea, ſometimes cauling a Rupture and involuntary cje&ion of Fe:es 
and Urin. This hath for its Exterral Cares, cold Air and Drinks 
reccived largely ard troubling the Wind-pipe, The Jnterral are 
ſomctiine a very viſcous or very thin or {harp Catarrh, ſcarce yicld- 
irg to the Air that is vehemently expired : Somcrunes vapors and 
wind raiſed from the ſmall Guts and Ventricle through the Gullet, 
and fucked into the Lungs together with the Air, or inlinuating 
themſelves from the ſame Guts, through the laCteal Veins into the 
Heart and Veſlels of the Lungs, yea their ſubſtance, and fo provo- 
king them continually to cough : Theſe are ſo apparent, they nced 
no ligns. Cure is according to the variety of its cauſes. If any 
thing be let in from without, and carricd into Trachca Arteria, and 
is put forth again cither by coughing only, or being eaſed with a 
little drinking upon it, the Cough ſoon ceaſeth, or at leaſt is by 
little and little allay*d, If from a Phlegmatick, Humor from the 
Head ; If Sowre, theſe ſerve to correct it, ocul. Cancr, Coral, Per- 
lar, &c. If Salt, Gum, Tragac. Arab, rad. Alth, & Sacch, cjuſdem, rad, 
& ſuce, Liquirit. Pil, Cynogloſſ. vel Styrac, If inſipid and thin and wa- 
try, uſe the ſame Pills. If thickand wviſcid, then uſe Oxym, ſurpl. 
Scilliric, add. Syr. Hyſſop. & de duabus, wel de quing, radic, They are 
to be cither {ſwallowed ſlowly, or taken by ſpoonfuls diluted with 
Aromatic waters, Flowers or leaves of Roſemary boil'd with Wire 
and Hony ad dimid. Conſumpt, Cf Capiant ante ſomnum. In Aſthmate 
mire conferunt, voce; clarificant optime. The foreſaid various Hu- 
mors in the Blood, or at leaſt in the Hcad, when abounding, are 
to be diminiſhed with Hydragogons and Phlegmazogons, and fome- 
times Diureticks and oudorificks; yea ſometimes by Salivation it 
ſelf. A dry Cough riling from cold Air or Drink, may be cured by 
often ſtopping cxpiration, whereby the heat of the Lungs and Jaws 
being increaſed, the Cough occation'd by external Cold may be 
correfted. And obſerve this as a general Rule, That the Breath 
held as long as may be, will not a little conduce to allay ariy 
Cough, eſpecially a dry one, as alſo the Hiccough. If it be from 
viſcid Humors, tis corretted by Troch. Bechic, alb. rad. Helen. pul. & 
cum Sacchar. in tabellas redatta, vel in fruſta diſſctta, &c. theie held 
in the Mouth, and being diſlolved with the Spittle, are both car- 
ried to the Trachea. If froma ſalt Catarrh, uſe Pil. Cynogloſ. wel de 
Sryrace, and neglect not purging with Hy«ragogons. If from Va- 
pors or Wind paſling from the imall Guts to the laCteal Veins, -96 
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they are cured, 1. By ſuch things as do not only temper, but draw 
forth the Humors, which are always Phlegmatick and Eilious, and 
ſymetimes alſo acid. 2. Such as diſcuſs Vapors and Wind, or 
allwage them as well in their riſing as after it : as Spir, Carminat, 
$yl. of great power, in happy curing of this: Diſeaſe.

CHAP. L 
Pleuriſie. 


» IS an Inflammation of the double coat within the Breaſt, 
calPd Pleura, with Tumor ; as alſo of the Muſcles, to which 
it adheres. Others define it by a pricking Pain of the Side, 


* with Cough, continual acute Fever, difficulty of Breathing, and a 


hard, unegual, and frequent Pulſe : 'tis true, theſe are only the 
Symptoms, yet ?tis more manifeſt than the former. £- 

Part affefted is the Plenra, yea oft the Lungs, Mediaſtinum, Peri- 
cardium, and Midriff, 'with the Muſcles: if great, the Lungs are 
affefted. 

Cauſe proximate is moſt oft Plethora, which preternaturally di- 
ſtends and breaks the Vellels of the Plewra, and alſo compreſleth and 
obſtrutts the Vena Azygss or Artery : hence the Circulation = = 
"I 
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; Blood is hindred. The humors ſtagnated become acrid and fervid, 
' whichdiſtending the P{tzra, cauſeth difficulty of breathing and prick- 


ing cutting Pain : ?Tisalſo from ſerous bilious ſharp Humors, Pre- 
ternaturally ponring themſelves with theArterial Blood into thePler- 
ra, oft by Azaſtomoſis, fometimes by Diereſis, ſeldom by Diapedeſsr. 

Differ. ?Tis either true from the ſharp Atterial Blood, or Baſtard ; 
the Blood mixing it ſelf with the craller Zympha : that pain of the 
Muſcles call'd by ſome a Baſtard Plcurilie, is not ſo, but may rather 
be refer'd to a Catarrh. : 

Sions are before, as a pricking Pain, Cc. all which muſt concur; 
elſe it cannot be a Pleuritic. | 

The Pleurain the Back may be inflam'd about the Diaphragma, by 
which the Sick may reccive great dammage, being taken for the ne- 
pbritick Pain. 

Prog. The ſooner the faulty Matter comes to ſuppuration, and 
in which the Spittle is light and white, the Sick is the eater cured. 
If there be abundance caſt out of the Mouth in coughing, and 
there be difficulty of breathing, and that rather-increafe than leſſer, 
tis ill, So if in coughing nothing'be ſpit'up, or if they ſpit, and that 
ſpitting ceaſe, . a Pulſe ſmall, quick, and hard, is deadly : A Drarrhes . 
coming upona Plevriſie, is11 : alſo if Inflammation of the Lungs fol- 
low a Pleuriſie. From this Diſeaſe in fourteen days, or twenty, there 
follows an Empyema. If there be much noiſe in the Breaſt from ſpit- 
ting, and their countenance be dejected, with yellowneſs in the Eyes, 
in miſtineſs, expect Death, If Pain and bilious Spitting vaniſh 
without reaſon, the Patient falls mad; 

[zdic,Theafflux ofthe Humor isto he hindred in thevery beginning 
4 much as poſſible, as alſo to be revell'd and derived ; after ſuppu- 
rated, and the reſt in the part to be diſcuſſed ; the part is alfo to be 
ſtrengthened; 

Cire, (if need, a Clyſter premiſed, or elſe caſt in preſently after 
V.S.) F.S..in the firſt, ſ:cond and third day, may be repeatcd on 
the Arm of the ſide affected : at firſt, bz more moderate, after purge 
and move ſiveatz and uſe Peftorals.

89g, He tells you after 
bleeding five times, and other Medicines given, yet -fruitleſs, the 
ſeventh day he gave 3 ({%. of Soot in Carduzs water: two hours af- 
ter, all the Symptoms, though grievous, remitted, and the lick be- 
came much better, and after by degrees he became well. 

Of Peripneumonia necd little to be writ, its cure not differing from 
that in the Plcuriſie ; but who will, may conſult Authors abour it ; 
as alſo the Phrenſie, which receives the like cure in both which, /pir. 
Nitr. dl. mixed with proper Medicines is very good : the Difference 
and ſigns of both ſee in Kverixs, Foel. Plater, in their proper Chap- 
ters. 

Rijverius tells us of one aged 60, that had a pituitous Peripneumonia, 
known by his Cough, difficult breathing, Fever, pain under his 
right ſhoulder, and redneſs of Cheeks, having vomited a great 
quantity of Phlegm, by which it appeared there was great plen- 
ty: a Clyſter was given, which gave three or four ſtools; he was 
let Blood the next day once: after was given an infuſ. of Kheubarb, 
with Manna, and ſyrup of Roſes, which wrought very well the 
fourth day : the fifth day he was free from his Fever and other 
ſymptoms. - 

Hence it appears that purging in an Inflammation of the Lungs 
is good, though for the molt part it is pernitious to purge before 
the ſeventh day.

Pa isa waſting of the Nutritive Juice ; but almoſt all no- 
ted Authors define it to be an Ulcer of the Lungs, joined with 
an Hedtick. 'Tis true, the Ps infefting the Blood , makes it 
unfit to nouriſh, and thence the Body waſtcs, as appears in an 
Empyema. 

Part affefted is properly the Lungs; it is truc, the Stomach, 
Pancreas and laCteal Glandules of the Meſentery being ill affe&ed, 
may daily increaſe and render it worſe. ; 

Cauſes are ſaid to be, Firſt, the Stomachs ill digeſtion of the 
Chyme. Secondly, The Pancreatick Juice mix'd with Bile. Hence, 
Thirdly, The Chyle being ill tranſcolated through the Latteal 
Glandules of the Meſentery, it becomes craſs. Hence, Fourthly, 
The craſs part of the Chyle ſticking in thoſe Glandules, becomes 
hard ; and ſo only the thinner part comes to the Heat by the 
Breaſt-paſſage. In the Interim, ſmall veſicles, as round, fo hol- 
low in the Lungs (new found by Malpighins ) by order of the 
Bloods Circulation, are fill'd with Zympha; which: being there 
made craſſer, cauſes ſhortneſs of breathing, and cough ; the Va- 
pors aſcent intermitting by ſtraitneſs: So if by this a Phrhiſes 
be procured, the Ulcer of the Lungs as its cauſe, is not admitted, 
unleſs after a long time that it come to an mpoſthume, or there © 
be an Empyema ;, for by diſſetion, the contrary 1s ſaid to be found 
in thoſe that have died; yet hath it - been found by others : 
for oft the Cauſe may be 4 Salt Catarrh; ſo alſo by a Tbercle 
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begot in the Lungs, and breaking, a Phrl.zſzs may be generated, and 
the Cough may as well be cauſed from the acridneſs of the Humors 
biting and corro%ing as thoſe craſs; as appears in that the ſharp. 
neſs may b2 temperatcd c:w Pil, de Cynogloſ. Laud. opiat. Ge, by 
which the Humors more thickned, the Cough may ceaſe. 

Differ. Are three, 1. That which comes from the thick Lympha 
of the Lacteal Glandules of the Meſentery, being ſtuffed therewith, 
others ſay thick Phlcegm, Cc. and ends in looſneſs; but this is ra- 
ther calPd* A'rophy. 2. Is that from Blood, and in it the ſcrous 
Lympha, that's acrid, which ſtirs up continual cough whillt it cir- 
culates through the Lungs, with the Nutritive Juice, to the Hearr, 
3. Is that which the Antients call'd the Ulcer of the Lungs, vhich 
proceeds from craſs Phlegm, or rather that Salt which bcing col- 
lefted and compacted in the Lungs ſuppurates, and ſo produceth 
an Ulcer. There are various other ways, by which Ulcers of the 
Lungs may happen, as from Gororrhea, too much uſe of Venery : 
from Fluxions into the Marrow ; or it may be hercditary ; or from 
its proper Fault, and acquired by dict. In this laſt the Spittle is 
ſaid to be firſt white and light, after more thick ; then hath it 
with it ſome ſtink, and fo is putrid : and here as the Lympha of- 
fends in quality or quantity, it may be obſerv'd whether it be from 
an Apoſteme of the Lungs, or Empyema. 

Signs threatning a Phtkiſis are ſalt Phlegm, diſtilling from the 
Head tothe Lungs, and ſo cauſing a Cough, though gentle : the 
Spittle is bitter and ſometimes thin ; The 111 Conformatian of the 
Breaſt, &c. When beginning, there?s intlation of the Stomach, 
and tumor of the whole Belly ; heavineſs, ſometimes beating of 
the Heart, dry Cough, dcjection of appetite, leanneſs, continu» 
al feveriſhneſs. JF confirwd and be of the Lungs, the appetite is 
greater, but wandering, coming from the increaſe of the Fever, 
which is then not only continual, but hath its fits, hence called a 
double continual - Tertzar, continual Cough, very difficult breath- 
ing, waſting, the Skin dry ard black, Spittle green, thick, of va- 
rious colours ; which caſt into pure warm water, ſinks to the 
bottom, and is therein diſſolved, and putting on burning Coals, 
ſtinks. 

* Prog. That in Infants, yea in Adults, in the beginning is eaſily 
cured, if you have more reſpect to the Belly than Lungs; eſpc- 
cially al{o-to ſharp ſalt Catarrhs, which falung into the Lungs, daily 
increaſe the ill. f confirmed, is almoſt always incurable z X 
there 
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there may be ſome hope if ſtrength continue, ( if not hereditary ) 
If ſpittle be white and equal, of one colour, ard calily ſpit up, and 
the Catarrh be diverted ; and hence the Fever lefiens, Appetite 
increaſed, thirſt is abſent, and the Belly is naturally open, and 
the Breaſt be broad and hairy : But if the Spittle have an ill fell, 
the Hair fall, or a Flux of the Belly ſepervene, or Spittle be fup- 
preſſed, or an Hippocratick Face appexrs, Death is near. That a 
Conſumption is taking, ſee Riverizu Cert. 1. Gb. 35. 95. &c. 

Indic. The thick Lympha is to be inciccc, the Catarrh Itaid, its 
ſharpneſs gently temperated, the quantity gently by degrees eva- 
cuated ; for all ſtrong purgers, as alſo thoſe Alvetick,, are very 
hurtful, from whence an over-purging ariſeth ; and by the Aloe- 
ticks, the Veſſels Mouths are opened, which is very ill, and there- 
fore to be ſhun'd, as alſo all great paTions of the nund. Diet is to 
be exquilite, . yet the Stomach ts oft to be ſupplied. | 

Cure is eaſily underſtood by the Indications : this may be added, 
that all temperate Acids are moſt happily uſed as the preſcripts 
ſhew, but ſweet Acids, not temperate, ſhun ; for by them the tick 
- finds little advantage. 

Medicaments are thoſe called Thoracicks. The DecoCt. of Lig, 
Guaiac. correfted with Red Sanders and Currance is good, water 
of Swines Blood diſtilled, the Decott. of Red Coleworts, Laud. 
opiat. as it ſtays Catarrhs, and temperates their Acrimony, and of 
the Humors: but it muit be ſparingly uſed. The Tinfure drawn 
from the Balſam of Sulphut, with Spir. Y4-. greatly reCtified, and 
again gently diſtilPd, to the conſiſtence of Hony, or ſo evaporated, 
is above all praiſed in a Phehiſss ; yet *tis to be obſerved that Sul- 
phur is not always fit. Therefore Semerts in his Inſtitutions ſaith 
well, That Zac Swphuris, eſpecially of it ſelf is not to be given, 
nor yet in great quantity, yet it may be taken with moiſteners 
eſpecially the DecoCt. of China with Currance and Liquoriſh ; for 
2S1t hath been obſerved, by the great uſe of Sulphur, ſome have 
fallen into Conſumptions. Syr. Nicorian, or of its juice, hatPcured. 
Eo Antipht. Rivers is good. Milkaboveall is commended, 
eſpecially Womens, ſuckt or taken hot : alſo the Milk of Goars, 
Mares, Aſſes and Cows, which fits all intentions, with which may 
be mixt ſome Sacch. Roſ. to hinder its curdling in the Stomach. 
If the Animals be fed with Specificks, the Milk will be the better.

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It hath various ces; both conjunct, as Azaſtom. Diaped, &c, of 
the Veſlels mentioned elſewhere: and Aztecedent, the quantity or 
uvality of the Blood oftending : or External, which are many, as 
fall Dict, much Excrciſe, ſuppreſſion of 2denſes, or Hemorrhoids, 
Blows, Falls, &c. If it be /ight and frothy, caſt out by a ſmall 
Cough ; it comes from the Wird-pipe. If with greater and more 
quantity, and froth more, 'tis from the Zwgs. If it come with 
grcat coughing, and be livid and black, *tis from the Breſt, If 
{pit out without coughing, *tis from the Mouth and Gums. If with 
hauting and hulting, 'tis from the Throar. All Blood pour'd out 
by the Mouth is dreadful, and drezws on death, or much ill. Jn all 
5þ:ttings of Blood, the chewing the Roots of Nettles, and ſwallow- 
ing the Juice down ; yea, the Juice of Nettles, as alſo the DecoQti- 
on, is excellent, as I have oft tryed : Theſe delivered twice from 
the danger of Death W. Brut, one of the Right Honourable the 
Lord Brookes Keepers ; this Cordial being alſo given ; Be 44.

ents, if the Belly be bound, give a Cly/er, or Purge, that leavcs 

ome aſtringency : and inthe whole Cure, if you ſuſpect congealed 
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Blood to be in the Breaſt, it muſt be diſſolved with oc. Cancr. with a 
little acid Wine, or diſtil'd with Vinegar, or Oxycrate ; but if it 
provoke coughing, ſweeten it with Sugar ; 'Tis to be uſed when 
bleeding bzgins to ceaſe : Or R Ag.

CH AP. IIL 
Of Fewers. 


Heſe are variouſly defined. Sore ſay tis an over-frequent Pulſe, 
N. N. but with this muſt be adjoined other things, as ſome 
approaching trouble of the Body, or notable pain, and ſo the weak- 
ning of ſome natural tunftion. Others, that it isa Preternatural 
increaſe of the Bloods Circulation through the Lungs, Heart, Brain, 
and all the parts of the Body hurting the functions : Orhers, That 
it is a hot Diſtemper of the whole Body ariſing from Preterna- 
tural heat kindled 1n the Heart, and diffuſed with the Spirits and 
Blood, through the Veins and Arteries, into the whole Body: Of 
others, a more frequent efferveſcency of the Blood. The cauſe 
of the too preternatural frequency of the Pulſe, is either a perma- 
nent and over-rarefattion of the Blood or any thing that's ſharp, 
being ſometimes ſowre, or lixivial Salt, or briny Salt carricd to 
the Heart, and there internally gnawing the ſubſtance of the Heart, 
or any Vapour ſo carried to the Heart, &c. Parts atfected are the 
Stomach, Guts, Duodenum, Liver, Pancreas, Meſcntery, Glandules, 
and ſometimes the Joints, &c. : 

Caſe of contiuual Fevers, is Bile or Lympha (in which are com- 
prehended the Pancrearick, Juice and ſpittle) or both vitions, and 
railing ſuch an effervency in the Hearts right ventricle, whence the 
Pulſe is continually produced more frequent. The cauſe of all #:- 
termitting Fevers 1s the Juice of the Pancreas, in ſome part of it 
ſtanding ſtill in one or more of the ſide-paſlages of it, obſtruted 
and made ſharper by its ſtay there, and piercing through the Phlegm, 
more or leſs viſcous, the cauſe of the noted Obſtruftion, a way 
being prepared by force by that ſowre Acrimony, and poured out 
into the ſmall gut, and there raiſing a vitious effervetcency with 
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Bile and Phl:gm; producing different colds in the beginning of 
the Fits. 

Fcrrel, affirms, That gentle ard wandring Fevers, arc moſt of: 
lurking in the Pancreas. Others ſay, the Internal Cauſe is thought 
chiefly to bs, That after the Stomach hath not well concotted the 
limznt, the Pancreatick Juice being too ſharp, not mixing it ſelf 
well with the Bile and the Chyle,the File preternaturally regurgitatez 
_ through the Caz.: tothe Heart, and whole Body. In th: interim, 

the thick Lympha lying in the Pancreas, 1t ull performs its office, 
hence are all intermitting Fevers. 

External Cauſes are contulion, cold of the cxternal parts (heat of 
the Air, whether Natural or Artificial, as in Ephemera*s, as alſo all 
N. N. taken) by which the Circulation of the Blood and Lympha 
are impeded. If what hath bcen writ brietly be ferioully attended, 
perhaps there may be found all that hath been writ of this Diſeaſe 
in many Volumes as to the Cauſes. Differences are many, whe- 
ther continual, or intcrmitting be reſpetted ; whether taken from 
the Cauſcs or Symptams of both, which ſo far as is ncedful, may 
be reckoned after. Some deny that there are any ſuch Fevers as 

otidians, but Authority and daily expcricncc proves the contra- 
ry ; though they aver, that double Tertians, and treble Quartans 
arc taken for Quotidians. . 

Sign, The Pulſe is always preternaturally quick, very oft op- 
prefied: pain of the Head is cither pricking or heavy, alſo beat- 
ing, as in Ephemera, from Heat, Air , Sun, Cc. yea, dilſtending, 
gnawing, and as if bored, as in —_— Fevers, as well continuzl 
as intermitting. The ſick is overwhelmed with Anxicty of the Heart, 
or rather of the upper Orifice of the Stomach, called Cardialgi.:, 
Sometimes there?s ſhivering or ſhaking (eſpecially about the Regi- 
on of the Loins, where there's very oft intolerable pains) ſome- 
times not. Many Vomit in the beginning, after which they are 
reſtleſs, and then ſweat, and ſo it ends for that time ; If intermit- 
tents, as well ſimple as double Tertians, as alſo Quartans. 

Progn. Continual and Acute Fevers are not fafe, for therc's 
oft-times ſomewhat preſent we know not of, as Maiignity, &c. 
whence many condemn /, S. in continuals, yea, alſo in intermit- 
tents, which vehemently afflift, even the Tertian, which is ſuppo- 
ſed the moſt ſecure, if only intermitting. Quartans called the 
Phyſicians ſhame, may be curcd, if the ſick will obſerve an cxact 
diet. A double Tertian, there's danger in it, and many, if = 
gently 
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gently handlcd, are removed thereby. A ſimple exquiſite Tertian 
is cally cured, it ending the ſeventh fit at farthelt. Hippoc. Aphor. 
9. SetF. 4, CC. 

Ir.dicat, There's greater regard to be had of the Stomach, Pan- 
creatick Juice, Liver, and Meſentery Glandulcs, than of the Heart 
or Brain ; the Limbs are not to be neglected, *is neceſſary they 
ſhould be heated. The acrid Bile is to b: temperated, the more 
craſs, which oft happens, is to be incided. The abundance of Hn- 
mors, in thoſe more tender, arc gently to b2 evacuated. Strong:r 
Purges not being fit, unleſs to Ruiticks. All veh2zment Sudori- 
ficks are to be ſhun'd, as rather drawing from than hclping Nature, 
All things flowing freely, uſe not violent things. Where Elood is 
thin and boyling, 'tis to be thickned, and quieted, and all ſharp- 
neſs temperated and removed. Hahituous tlatulency to be diſcuiled, 
and its riſe prevented. Humors offending in quality, altered and 
corrected, and the quantity being altered, are to bz by degrees 
evacuated, and all obſtruftions to be removed, With all which Uni- 
verſals, Specifick Fever-frighters are to be mixed. 

Cure, Humors are firſt to be preparcd, unleſs the matter be tur- 
gid, which ſeldom falls out, eſpecially in ſome Regions, as Flar- 
ders, fc, Yet the firſt ways arc always to be gently cvacnatcd. 
Some have given Purges in Intermittents on the Fit day, although 
there have not appeared certain Signs of concodion in the Urin, 
four or five hours. before the Fit come with good ſucceſs. Others 
before the Fit a little, and in it with good cvent ; but uſually in 
Tertians, purge after the third or fourth Fit. In Quotidians later, 
in Quartans very late ; ſcarce before the thirtieth day, on the in- 
termitting days. Many commend Vomits which have proved ver; 
eftetual, and ſay that Quartans cannot be cured without them, but 
tis otherwife obſerved. In continual Fevers Y. S. is warily to 
be _—_ and that in the beginning, whilit ſtrength is 3s 
yet firm ( here Emulſ. ex hord. mund, Papav. alb. err. are of chil 
uſe ) as alſo in limple Tertians after the third Fit.

In Quartans Y. S. doth moſtly hurt, frequent Cly- 
ſters profit, and ſometimes, eſpecially when viſcid Phlegm is inci- 
dd, as alſothe acid Auſterouſneſs corrected, ſudorificks, cſpectlly 
S11ts, which are good in all Fevers. Antifebrifick, Medicines you have 
amongit Cardiacks. Beſides which there are Lign. Guaiac, Frazin, 
Herb, Adatricar. 5 {%. of its Juice being given in Wormwood-wine, 
is 4 ſpecifick in Quartans.

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CHAP. IV. 
Symptoms of Fevers, or Symptonatich Fevzrs. 


Aving already treated of Feyers continual and intermitting, as 
alſo their Cauſes, *ris neceſſary that ſom<thing be writ of their 
Symptoms, which it grievous, do many times remove Patients, as 
00n as the Diſeaſe ir ſelf: and herein may be had this advantage, 
that the Remedies fit to remove or diminiſh any Symptom, amend, 
and together corrctt the depravation of Humors or folid parts on 
which thoſe Symptoms immediately depend. Thoſe that attend 
continual Fevers are, 

I. Burning Fever, fo callcd from its cxcceding heat ; which doth 
not only accompany thoſe called Synoche , or containing-Fevers, 
which continue without a fit to their laſt, or compleat cealing. But 
Syrechezs, or Continuals, which have ſeveral Fits, though they con- 
tinue to the end, cither daily, or every third or fourth day, which 
therefore may be called Quotidian Continuals, &c. being com- 
pounded of Continual and Intermittents concurring. Now theſe 
Burning Fevers are always attended with a dry thirſt, ſcarce quench- 
able. This is cauſed from Bile primarily, and peccant not only in 
a falt Acrimony , but alſo an intlammable Oylinefs : hence the 
Pulſe is very great and oyer*frequent ; together with troubleſome 
watching, and obſtinate thirſt. | 

Cure, In theſe Y. S. is to be forthwith, as in plenty, fo by fre- 
quency, eſpecially if there be Plethora, as much as ſtrength will 
bear. This done, if Bile be turgid,- and there be hopes of carry- 
ing into the Guts, and thence out, uſe mild Cholagogons, as Be Rad. 
Cichor, 5 ij. fol. Endiv. M. ij. flor. Rof. palid. MM. 1. Crem, Tart. wel 
Tart, crud. 3, ij. cog. in vaſe fittili vitrato ex aq. pur. add. colat. 5 xx. 
add, ſyr. Cichor. cum Rheo 5 1j. Miſce. Of this may be ſafely given, 
an hour. after /.. S. warm, twice or thrice a day, to 5 1ij. or iv ; 
this alſo, as Y.S. is to be repeated, in the mcan time not negleCt- 
Ing altering Medicines, till by the diminiſhed Feveriſh hear it ap- 
pears, that the Cauſe of this Fever is diminiſhed, removed, or o- 
vercome ; ſuch are thoſe that follow. To correct the falt ſharp- 
neſs of the Bile, Be Rad. C& fol. Accrof, M. ij. fol. Fragar., Violar. ap.

24, By the uſe of this moſt grateful 1infure, 
the preternatural heat in the Blood, and whole Body, may by de- 
grecs be allayed, and-the Fever Diary procured by Strong drink, 
may be removed ſpeedily, ſafely, and pleaſingly. 

Il. The Leiperian Fever : In this the external parts are cold, while 
the internal parts burn. It conſiſts of a double Fever, Bilious 
and Pancreazical, From which, the like Vapors may bez continual- 
ly raiſed from the ſmall Guts ; the Pancreatick Juice bcing totally 
over-ſowre, raifcth up the like halirus, which being confuſed only 
in the Maſs of Blood, may breed a ſenſe of cold in the habit of the 
Bedy, whilſt a burning heat is ſtirred up in the internal parts by a 
Fever due to Bile, more Oily than ſharp. This may be cured by 
Medicines, correcting the excecding ſharpneſs of the Juice, and the 
abounding Oylineſs of the Bile, and ſuch as concentrate any ſowre 
thing and imbibe, and contemper an Otly Liquor, as Perlar. oc, Cancr. 
Coral. all kind. of ſhelts, chictly calcin'd Chalk, oft taken in ſmall 
quantity. So thoſe alſo that temper heat, and ſometimes cold a 
either do more moleſt ; the which you have before. 

IE. Cauſe of Fevers, having 'an obſcure red Tongue and Jaws, is 
Bile both over. ſharp and fat, chiefly hurtful to the Spittle and the 
glandulous Liquor of the Jaws, and more cloſely adhering to them, 
where 'tis expired in form of a Vapor, together with the Air. 
Hence, befides the troubleſome heat of all the Body, the Lips alſo 
are ſometimes chapt, and ulcerated, and loaded with filthy ſcabs 
procured. by the Biles Oilinefs. Care, Beſides univerſal Remedies 
& for the Burning-Fever, ſuch are to be uſed which are good - 
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the heat, drinsſs and vitiated colour of the parts of the Month ; as 
Sal. Pruncl. as alſo Cargariſins, as Be Fol. Prun. Salic, Fragar. an. M. i. 
Hord. integr. P. i. f. Decott. ex az. pura,in C olatur. 5 xi). difſoly, Diamor, 
F i. Lap. Prunil, 3 ih. M. f. Garg. with which bcing warm, gar- 
gle and waſh the Mouth oft. The Ys under the Tongue are to 
be opened, eſpecially if they be tumid and a Quiniie be Far: for 
the removing, allwaging, and drying the Scabs of the Lips, uſe 
Chalk fincly poudered and framed into a Liniment with Cream : or 
Unguert, alb. Canphorat. which arc very good. 

IV. The Cauſe of Delirizm, or raving Fevers, which is ſome- 
times grievous at leaſt for ſome days, is Bile peccant both in a 
more ſalt Acrimony, and a more acid Oilinefs, which diminiſheth 
the viſcouſneſs of the Pancreatick Juice, and fo cauling a vitious 
Efferveſcency , which being made ſharper, frames an Humor not 
unlike black Bile ; from which, together with watching and Head- 
ach, thcre's raving ;z after Convuliions and laſtly Death it ſelf is 
produced, if not cured : which is perform'd, as by giving what's 
bcfore mentioned ; ſo alſo by thoſe things eſpecially, which will 
not only procure flecp, but powerfully and mildly temper a ſharp 
bilious Humor, and ſo aſlwage its over-ſharp efferveſcency, with an 
acid z for which end Opinmis chicf, and any Opiate thence prepared ; 
or rather any fixt Su/phwr of Yitriol or Antimony, which is moſt ex- 
cellent. Oprats may be uſed both internally and*externally : as 
Fr Hord. mund. ad crepatur. cot, 5 i. {S. ſem. Papav. alb. F {%. cum 
ejuſdem Hord. Decott. f. Emulſ.ad 5 xv. add ſyr. Papav. atb. 5 i. ag.

M. To this alſo, if need, may 
be added Laxd, opiat. and ſo may be cured a Diary Fever from an- 
ger, gentle Cholagogons being given. For Externals ; Þ 44. Be- 
ronic. 5 ij. Roſ. 5 i. Acer. Calend. 5 vi. Opit Theb. I 1%. M. pro Eputhern, 
"Tis to beapplyed warm with a Cloth to Temples and Fore-head ; 
and asoft freſh moiſtened as it dryes, till pain be leſſened and ſleep 
follow. It alſo cures beating pain of the Head in Diaries: Or, BR: Un- 
guent. Popul. Z ij. Opii Theb. dzſſol. in ol. Roſ. 7 i. M. f. Linim. with it a- 
noint the Temples, and after, ſome being ſpread on brown Paper, 
aprly them. 
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V. Speedy waſting Fevers are from Bile, quickly bringing ſuch a 
Conſtitution to the Blood, by which it hccomes unht for nouriſh- 
ment ; yct necds there more plenty of food, becauſe of the Feveriſh 
waſting of the ſeveral parts. It may b2 cured by uling and mixing 
with other Medicines, ſuch as do powerfully, yet mildly correc: 
Bile t90 ſharp and fat, as ſpir. Sal. dul. which 1s very cxcellent, which 
may be mixcd with other altermg Medicincs bcfore preſcrihcd. 
Of Malign Fevers after; as alſo of a Hectich, which is alfo a 
waſting Fever. And thus rauch for Symptoms belonging to Conti- 
nual and Containing Fevers. - 


CHAP,-V. 
Of Symptomatich Intcrmitting Feoers. 


A on theſe we ſhall find ſome ſuch as arc before, as to 
;hich we ſhall be bricf: You have bcen mindcd before, that 
the Cauſe of Intermitting Fevcrs, as intermitting, is from the Pan- 
creatick Juice, obſtrufted and ſtanding ſtill in its lateral pallages, 
Our work is now to dcduce all the Symptoms in theſe Fevers, 
though very different, if notable, both from the ſame, and alſo 
from other Humors joyncd with it ; beginning 
I. With Coldneſs or Chilueſs that attends them. Its Cauſe is 
the over-acid Pancreatick Juice, which having picrccd through tho 
obſtraling Phlegm, forthwith combates with the Bile it meets 
with in the ſmall Guts, and ſoraiſcth an cfferveſcency with it ſharp- 
er than uſual ; which varics according to the varicty of the Phlegm, 
alſo adjoyning: and fo long as that acid Juice by the help of 
Phlegm, ovcr-powers Bile, it produccth a Coldneſs, and that vari- 
ous: For where there's a Conflux of the foreſaid Bumors in the 
ſmall Guts, the foreſaid Juice being more acid, and Phlegm not 
very viſcous, it. afſiifts the Guts, and eſpecially the Loins with ve- 
bement coldneſs. But if the Phlegm and Spittlec be very viſcous, and 
ſo hinder the picrcing of the Juice, there?s little or no.coldneſs felt ; 
and that ſometimes in the middle of the Belly, 5. e. about the end of 
; the ſmall Guts, and ſometimes only in the extream partsof the Body. 
If the Head abound with a Phlegmatick Humor, and with it be joyncd 
eithcr theacid Juice or itsVapor,then cold infeſts the inner part ofthe 
tcad, and withal there's alſo a Catarrh attending, If the Vapors be 
more 
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more gentle, and by mixture with Phlcgm in the Guts, b:come more 
fl:rulcnt and paſs to the Lungs; there are in the beginning of the 
Fits railcd yawning, gaping,unquictnels, and wearinets of the Limts ; 
it being diſperſed alto through the habit ofthe Kody, The Fapors 
I: mixed with Phlcgm, but ditfercnt in degre:s oi ſharpneſs, do 
produce ſometimcs a ſuiverivg and ſometimes a ſtifineG, Theie Va- 
pors more ſharp breca gnawing, pricking, and ſo griping pain in 
the Belly ; but if much Phlegm be mixt, there?®s bred more weighty 
and heating pain. The fame Vapors more ftatulert and foarp, 
cauſe the Pulſe in the beginning of the Fit to be re frequent, 
v.hich by degrees grows lefler when cold increafeth, by reaton of 
th: increaſed acidity z and hereby comes wint of all animal Motion, 
Theſe Celds with other Symptoms accompanying, arc cared with 
tis; Br 449. Petroſelin. 5 ij. Faricul, 5 i, Theriacal, 5 i. 1h. Sal, 
Srecin, Velat. I i. yr. Card. ben. 5 i, M7, Of this to b: taken a Spoon- 
ful ſeveral times in a day, an1' two or three hyurs b<tore the Fir 
comcs take three ſoonfuls ; increaſing the heat of the Body mild- 
ly cither with "motion, fire, baths, or cloth:s; that the force of 
the Medicine may be diſperſcd all over, ani f> the parts atiectcd : 
This laſt chiclly is h:Ipful in thoſ: Melancholy and Phicginatick. 
If Bikous naturally or preternaturally ; Br Ay. Frmar. 5 ij. Sl, 
Arm, wel. Sal, Tart, Vitnol. % j. Avrtim. Diaphsr. 4 {&. ſyr. Fanic. 5 1. 
1, If Bile and Phlegm abound, ÞÞ Az. Czrd. bened.. Cickor, a.

Il. The Burning Fever ariſcth from Eile, then ſharp, oily, and 
plentiful ; the Pancreatick Juice bing le ſharp, and Phlegm but: 
fittle and Icfs tough : Hence from the more hijious Vapors raiſed, 
thore*s uſually raiſed anxicty about the U1ppracme ; feunctimcs 
quealineſs ard vomiting, and belides a. looſneſs : if ths Yapors be 
very bilious, they cauſe thirſt, the Puliz greater ard ſtronger, hear 
and burning, in the Heart, ard thence wn the vhele Pody; ofter au 
dryneſs of the Tongue, difficulty of breatiting, heat, pain, bat- 
nz, watchings, ravings, © To temper the hear and its Symptoms, 
% Rad. & fol, Aero, M. ij. fol. Fragar, Violar, . M. i. G5, ex 
as, 
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ag. Hord. in Colat. 5 xx. add, ſyr. e ſucc. Citrt 5 iij. ſpir. Sul. d. I 
24. See more in the former Chap. in the ſame Symptom. 

ItI. The Fever cal*d Epiala, which is a twofold intermitting Fe. 
vever, and both cauſed by the over-ſharpneſs of the Pancreatici 
Juice; fo that the Coldneſs of the one concurs with the heat of the 
other, and the ncw Fit of the firſt and coldneſs returns, when the 
heat of the latter begins to encreaſe and moleſt the Sick. Cure, 
Uſe the Julep above in coldneſs ex ag. Card. ben, &c. having 
ſtill regard there he alteration according to the more urging Sym- 
ptom. 

IV. Thirſty Fever is from over-ſharp Salt in Bile, which, if much 
Ollineſs accompany thirſt, is troubleſome, chiefly in time of heat ; 
but if more gentle, it moleſts even while cold. For Cure, ſee 
Thirſt in the former Chapter ;z and obſerve, that during heat you 
may drink more plentifully : of which take heed in coldneſfs, in 
which ?cis better to waſh the Mouth with clean Water, or mix'd 
with Wine, to deceive thirſt : or then you may diſſolve ſome lax: 
Prunelle in drink, and fo take it in ſmall quantity. B+ Prumel. rec, 
Conſer. oxyacanth. an. F ij. contund. in Mortar. vita, pro uſu. Two 
ſpoonful to a pint of water. 

V. Hungry Fever is cauſed by the Pancreatick Juice having a more 
grateful acidity, but potent by its obſtruftions; when it aſcends 
to the Ventricle, it. cauſeth not only cruel hunger, but ſometimes 
fainting and other Symptoms, except meat be given. To Cure that 
Hunger which threatens fainting, uſe ſuch things as potently deſtroy 
and concentrate the ſharp Humors ; which are oc.Cancr.Coral, Perlar. 
Crete, &c. only reduc'd to pouder, and given in fit mixtures, or 
alone, or in Wine, Beer, or Broths to the quantity of a few grains, 
till hunger is obſerv*d to diminiſh. 

VI. Heart-ach Fever is cauſed by the Pancreatick Juice getting 
a corroding quality, chiefly when Bile 1s alſo ſharp, and their con- 
curring makes a potent efferveſcency, whence ſkarp vapors riſe to 


the Stomachs upper Orifice, and ſharply bite and gnaw it. 'Tis 
cured by Opiats which may be added to ſeveral Medicines according 
to the diverſity of other Symptoms, becauſe they mitigate and 
aſſwage both kinds of ſharpneſs, whence the pain of the Ventricle 
ariſeth. But they muſt be taken oft and in little quantity, until 
the Pain be cured or leſſened. 


VII. Griping 
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VII. Griping Fever cauſed by the Pancreatick Juice both too ſharp 
and tart by its obitruCtions, and putring forth its Acrimony, one 
while into the ſmall Guts, other-times into the thick ; with which 
if viſcous Phlegm and Bile, at leaſt moderately ſharp, do concur, 
they raiſe winds, which diltend the Belly together with the Guts, 
and beget the Colick pain, an importunate Companion of this Fe- 
ver. Cure: Be Ag. Menth. Fenicul, Petroſulin. Cuthlear, an. 5 i. ſpir. 
Nitr. gut. x. Land. gr. ii). 9, Arſe gut. vi. ſyr. FenicHl, F i. fy. 2, to. 
be taken by ſpoonfuls. Spir. C. C. Ball. Salph, A:1f. &c. arc good, 
Se in the Colick, 

VIII. Swooning Fever is cauſed from the Pancreatick Juice more 
volatil than ſharp in acidity, by its obſtruQions, Bile being little 
and flow, whence the ſame breaks forward without delay through 
the Latteal Veins, piercing towards the Heart, net only all over 
railing a cold Sweat, but forthwith doth ſo coagulate the Blood 
alſo that for a ſeaſon it cannot be rarificd ſenfbly ; nor yet the 
Pulſe be obſerv'd till Bile get.fome ſtrength, and then this hurtful. 
Juice begins to ceaſe, and the Sick ſeems then to return from death. 
to life. Cure : Be Ag. Menth, 5. ij. vite Matthiol, 5 i. vel Tint, Ci- 
nam. 5 {\. ol. Caryoph. gut. vi. ſyr. Cochlear. 5.i. AM. to be oft uſcd. 
by ſpoonfuls ſome hours before the Fit. Of this ſee more in

IX, Strangling Fezers are from the two ſowre Vapors of the 
Pancreatick Juice growing more ſowre by its obſtruQtons, ſtirr'd 
up in its Efferveſcency with Bile, and not only riling to the Ventricle 
and throat, but alſo to-the Thoracick, Paſſages by the Yer. Lattce. 
to the Heart: and Lungs; cauling ſometimes a ſenſe of choaking 
in the Culkt, and true ſullocation in the Lungs. Theſe Hypochon- 
driack, Suffocations , joined to intermitting Fevers, are cured by. 
this: Be Ag. Puleg. 5 ij. Theriacal. 5 vi. Tintt, Caſtor. % jj. of. Mac. 
diſtil.” Succin, . an, gw. ij. ſyr. Femc. 5 (. M, ?Tis to be taken oft: 
by ſpoonfuls: : Theſe are alſo good, Spir. Sal. Armon, Tintt. Caſtor. 
above all, ols Caryoph. &c. as may be ſeen in that Diſeaſe common- : 
ly called the Mother. 

X. . Difficult breathing Fevers are from Vapors after the ſame man- 
ner as before, but leſs ſowre, of the Pancrearick, Juice join'd to viſ- 
cous Phlegm in the ſmall Guts,and ſo more windy ; fromwhich mary 
Symptoms ariſe. Cure, as in the gth, oft uſed in a leſſer quantity. . ** 

XI. Aſthmatick, Fevers have there riſe from viſcid Phlegm in 
the ſmall Guts, which being dillolved by the Pancreatick: Juice, . 
rate. 
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raiſc a feveriſh Fit ; and being carricd with it together to the 
Heart and Lungs, and ſticking there , cauſe a breathing with 
ſnorting, whilſt many or f:w belches come forth by the ſame, and 
makes a Fit niore grievous or lighter, longer or ſhorter. This 
may happily be cred with a Yorzit fome hours before the Fit comes, 
or the day before, after the Plegmatick Humor is cut, and eſpeci- 
cially in thoſe that do calily vomit z otherwiſe it may be evacuated 
downward by gentle purging, with Phlcgmagogons, 1uch as are all 
Atcreurials, Colocyith, Hermoda&, &c, As for flegmatick Humors, 
ſometimes then alſo fliding down from the Hcad, and filling the 
Wind-pipe, the ſame Phlegmagogons arc fit to be taken in {mall 
qnantitics , together with ſich as cut and correct Phlegm, and 
chielly in form of Pills. As for windy Vapors commonly cauling the 
Aſthma, either wholly, or much increafing it z all things will pro- 
fit which amend the matter, and efficient cauſe, and hinder their 
riſe, and diſcuſs and diſſipate them being bred; for which ſee A4/th- 
1s, from thoſe particular Cauſes. 

X1I. The Feveriſh Cough is canſed by Vapors moſt uſually, ſe- 
dom windy, and not ſo viſcous as ſharp, partly to be aſcrib'd to 
the Pancreatick Juice, partly to Phlegm in the Guts, but ſharper 
and more biting : So Þ ws as they come to the Lungs, they pro- 
voke and compel them to cough continually. This is cured by ſuch 
things as do temper and diſcuſs the over-ſharp Vapors, which 
Opiats do, being joined to volatil and oily Salts, and oft uſcd in 
the Fits in a little quantity, whereby they will perform it the hap- 
pier, ſooner, ſafer, and ſurer ; as Bk Ag. Menth. 5 ij. ſpir. Carm- 
wat. Sily, 5 1. Sal. A-mon. gut. xx. Land. Optat. gr. li). ſyr. Fenicul, 
5 1. {%. Miſc. 

XIII. Catarrhal Fevers ariſe from Humors in the Head, gradual- 
ly gathered and diſſolved by means of an intermitting Fever, car- 
ried thither, and moved every way according to its 4aiſtillation and 
defiuftion. Theſe call for divers Medicines to cure them, as they 
conſiſt of a difterent mattcr, and afflift divers parts. In general 
their vitious quality is to be corrected, their plenty diminiſhed, 
and the parts uſually afflicted, ſtrengthned, So thoſe viſcous arc 
to be attennated and cut with Aromaticks before mentioned. Se- 
rous and falt Catarrhs are to be tempered with Oily and Opiate 
things, as Pi, Cynogloſ. de Styrac, &c. The thick are to be eva- 
cuated with Phlegmagogons, the ſerous with Hydragogons : The Parts 
attected, or that may be affected, are to be ſtrengthened _ 
vilcous 
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viſcous and thick Phlegm, by grateful Aromaticks : On the contra» 
ry, falt ſerous matter, by glutinous things: Externally uſed in form 
of Plaſters, Unguents, or Liniments; and /zternally in form of Pills, 
Tablits, Conſerves, &c. Of which ſee in Catarrbs in the Firſt Book. 
XIV. Gouty Fevers, if from the Pancreatick Juice, ſo corrupted as 
that it chicfly afflifts the Joints, whether with -mcb Acrimony, & car- 
rying with it Bile, with which it doth vitioully efterveſce and raiſe 
the moſt grievous pains : Or /e/s ſþ:rp, riling againſt viſcovs Phlegm 
and not ſharp Bile, is much dull'd of the ſame, and hinders the motion 
of the part with a Phlegmatick Tumor, rathcr than an acute Pain 
where 09/erve, That oftcn daily, or every oth:r day, the feveriſh Fits 
which return, do not atHiCct the Sick with a notable or troubleſome 
coldneſs or heat, but rather with a light pain in the Head, as alfo 
thirſt ; the Pulſe being too frequent and too little at firſt, and then 
ſomewhat greater, whereby a new Fit is obſerv*d ; the Gouty pairs 
being alſo imbitter?d after ſome hours, and ſo, that although they 
remit again in parts, cither ſlower or quicker, yet do they not wholly 
intermit: but thongh the Fever-Firt be endcd,yet notwithſtanding the 
grievous or more light pains of the Joints {ti!1 continue,.till at length 
they depart, either of their own accord, or by art. The Cave of this 
pin'd with intermitting Fevers, conliſts, 1. In the univerſal amend- 
ment of the Pancreatick ſuice, before prepoſed. 2. In the correCfting 
or emptying Bile ; vitious, cither by it felt, or accidentally, mention- 
cd before. - 3. In the altering or diminiſhing of Phlegm, oft.befoge ſet 
Cown. 4. By defending the Joints afflictcd, as well-againſt future pain, . 
is freeing from what at preſent moleſts. The Joizes are defended a- 
gainſt future pain, with external Medicines, to. be.vazied according 
to the various Humors breeding a different pain ; lcfs efteftual ones . 
being required in this, than to remove pains moleſting, , ard there- 
fore may be choſen out of them. Pain preſent and moleſting ariſes . 
from various cauſes in ſeveral pains. Caxſes are different in divers. 
lick People, in as much as Bile, and that various, or Phlcgm, alſo - 
Cverſe, is coupled tothe primary Cauſe of the Gout ; the. Paucre- 
atick Juice alſo. much differing. The Cauſes of pains of the Goutare 
divers in the ſame ſick party, but in a divers time of the-Fit :. 7:25 
muck as the Pancreatick Juice in the beginning hurts chiefly, and 1:zat 
byits ſowreAcrimony, breeding adivers pain ; and after that Bile ts. . 
coupled to it, and either overcomes or —_ its Acrimony, breed- 
ingadivers pain according tothe diveriity of its faultinefs, and chiztiy 


troubleſome, with exceeding: heat z- ſecing-thar rather a corroding, 
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than burning pain 15 raiſed by the Juice of the Pancreas, which is 
exactly to be obſerved, in potently correfting both kind of pains, 
chiefly with ſpecial Medicines. For either Acrimony may ealily 
and happily be mitigated, and ſo the pain allwag'd with more 
gentle ones, and chieily with ojly things, Hence Pultiſcs prepar*d 
of mealy things, and Cows Milk do conduce almoſt to all Gouty 
Perſons grieved with any pain ;-as Be Farin, rad. Alth, ſem, Liz, 
Hord. an. 5 i. coq. cum latte b:bulo ad pulris conſiſtentiam, f. Catay, 
which apply inditterently warm : where exceeding heat concurs, and 
the Body abounds with ſharp Bile, inſtead of ſweet Milk, uſe But.

$ hg us arc thought only to differ in degree, and therefore may 
be cured both with the fame Method and Medicines. Bur 
without doubt, as there are Peſts without Fever, fo there are ſome 
Malign Fevers without the Plague : at the leaſt more cſcape than 
dye in the firſt, contrary in the Peſt. Malign Fevers, their cauſe 
may be found out ; the cauſes of the Peſt, or rather its Nature, we 
cannot comprehend, being a puniſhment from Cod, whoſe ways 
are paſt finding our: In both there's a ſudden and unexpected 
caſting down the ſtrength of the whole Body, though in the one 
more than in the other. Fevers take the name aber, as oft 
as the. ſtrength of the ſick is ſuddenly and unexpectedly dejefted, 
or far more grievous Symptoms occur, than are wont to be ob- 
ſerved in ſuch a like Diſeaſe. This dejeCtion of the vital ſtrength 
is diſcerned by the Pulſe, even from its beginning; too weak, or 
ſuddenly much weakned, and by unexpected death overwhelm- 
ing the ſick. They are either Epidemical, raging among many at 
the ſame time, having a common cauſe, as the air, vitiated food, 
or private aftecting this or that: Man only, and that for a ſinguz 
lar cauſe, and then for the moſt part known by. the name of Poy- 
ſon. Again, they are either contagious, infeCting others, or not 
at all, not harming the by-ſtanders. Again, thcy are either more 
Acute, tending.to an cnd in few, 'days, or longer, during a long- 
er time.” -.

Cauſes, fame. think,' are cither the diſpoſition ar. plenty of Hu- 
mors,, or. rather, as others; commonly a ſharp Yolatil Salt, which 
weaken the ſomewhat ſowre liquor of the Glandules, and make it 
fluggith and of little force.

Sigillata Ferre ones,” Bol, Arm. Ter, Lem. So All-mineral and me- 
taltick Sulphur rightly prepared of F#viol, Ani! '&t. asalſo The- 
riac. Diaſcord. &c, 'yea, to corredt this Silt, mildand aily Volatil 
Salts conduce, as moderating and afſwaging its hurtful Acrimony. 
Suderificks are exceltent , Malign Fevers. having been-'oft happily 
epred by them. [Theſe arenot only ſimple; but: componhds ; as /4'- 
thrid. Theriac. Diaſcord. and many opiate ConfeCtions,. deviltd of 
ſeverat v0 imitate the former; and! fo uſed:: only obſerve,* Thar 
thoſe are tqbe preferr'd, which'can alfo-tempet the” Acrittiony* of 
the Volatil:'Sak ; as Be Theriac, vet. ij.

Let the Sick take afourth-or fifth part of it; anddiſpoſe is yt 
fweat, and after half an hour, let him again take one or tw wo 
fals; and: fo let bins go on tall a profitable ſweat follow ?-meart- 
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whilz if he bethirſly, and the Tongue be dry, lect him drink vpon jt 
a little Froth, firſt tempercd to a grateful ſowreneſs with juice of Ci- 
trons, Oranges, Verjuice, Vinegar, &c. whereby the ſweat will 
not only be promoted, but the hurtful Acrimony of the peccant Salt 
will be correfted. This Poiſon is ſeldom .to be drawn forth by 
Yomits, nor at all, unleſs when part of the hurtful Salt ſticks in 
the Stomzch and Cnits, and a loathing alſo nrgeth ; and then .4:- 
zimonial Vomits, but mild and fix'd, are beſt, becauſe they have an 
admirable Sulphur in them, whercby any ſharpneſs is wonderfully 
remper?'d.

Cauſes are ſaid to be either Internal or External ; but if either, 
there's therein a power of dillolving the Natural conſiſtency of 
the Blood, and a depriving of the whole Body of its ſtrength. A 
courſe of bad Diet uſed a long time, may by degrees allume to 
- ſelf a Malign quality, and fo ſurprize ſuddenly, and remove

The Arr may be ſeveral ways corrupted, which received in, may 
vitiate the Blood : It may be by corrupt waters, Carcaſcs cither 
not, or ſhallowly interr®d. The South Wind hath infeRted : Straw, 
Garments, Beds, and other Furniture, &c. may ſtrangely, yea af- 
ter long time impart their Malignity : but all theſe only inform ns of 
the means by which the contagion is convey*d ; but what it is, and 
wherein the nature of it properly doth conlut, no one hath in- 
dubiouſly aflerted : though ſome ſuppoſe 'ris that ſharp Volatil 

Sak mentioned before in Malign Fevers heightned much, that may 
be the Cauſe. | | . 
Signs are many, and much like thoſe before, but much fercer's 
Tacre- 
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therefore they need not to be repeated : with the pain of the Head, 
there's a Saffron Colour in the the whites of the Eye. The Diarrhes 
mult rot be ſtopt. Belides the Blood paſſing out by Noſe and Womb, 
it alſo palſeth ſometimes from Eyes,. Ears, Mouth, Yard: there 
arc Euboes behind the Ears in the Neck, under the Chin, Arm-pits, 
Groins. In ſome alſo (beſides ſpots) break forth white Bladders, 
or Carbuncles, &c. which are moſt certain 1igns of the Plague, 
although their bigneſs may be inconſiderable, ctpecially if they ei- 
ther accompany, or are conſequent of a Fever. _ 

_ Prognoft. Conlider, the Peſt is. deceitful, flattering moſt where 
it intends greateſt miſchief. A Bubo is leſs dangerous than a Car 
buncle, and it, than the Spots,. which ſeldom portend leſs than 
Death whereſoever they are. Buboes, except in the Groin, are 


more dangerous. A blue circle incompaſſing a Bubo, the ſecond: | 


day after its appearance, is a ſign of death. If they ſ:ddenly dif- 
appear, they are dangcrous, unteſs the Malign Humor be ſent to 
{ome other part, as hath bzen obſerved. After the diſappearing 
of a Bubo in the Groin, there hath appcared a Gangreen of the 
Foot on the ſame ſide, and ſo they have eſcaped. Though Carbun- 
cles on Hands and Feet be thought lefs dangerous, yet their light- 
ing among many Nerves and Tendons, is more to be feard, than 
in thoſe parts cover'd better with fleſh. A Carbuncle riling after 
a Bubo 1s Death, If either appear before the Fever, there's leſs 
danger than if they follow at a diſtance and ariſe ſlowly. If a Cup- 
ping-Glaſs apply*d raiſe no Bliſter, the condition is deſperate ; 16 
tis a ſign of death, if after Canteriſing or Cupping, the Carbuncle 
abates not in- 12, or 24 hours : as alſo itthere bc not moiſture pro- 
ceceding from it. But if a Bladder appear, or any ſeparation of 
the matter be made with much purulency, the party is out of dan- 
gcr.. If a Carbuncle ſeem to have a littte Tail or Puſh, at the end 
af it, 'tis dangerous : fo alſo thoſe that look white, which unleſs 
the Fever do very much abate, are certain fore-runners of death, 
If with a. Bubo behind the Ears or Neck, there be pain-in the 
Ehroat, and difficulty of ſwallowing, no conſiderable inflammation 
appearing, the party out-lives not 12, or 15 hours. Profound 
lleep , Dceliriums, waking oft in the night, inflammation of the 
Eyes, Heart-ach,. a trembling and convullion of the Joints, are all 
very dangerous, but not always deadly. --A-great Fever without 


Heart-ach is not ſo dangerous, as a leſſer aſſociated with that pain.. 


Ehe greatneſs of the danger. may ſomerimes be judged from the ex- 
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treme dryne!s of the Tongue, If by givirg £udorificks, ſwear is got 
provokca, the party utually miſcarries. A Dyſ-nt:ry is a ſign of 
Death : bur if any blecd at Noſe, or have th2 cr/es, they etcape. 
"Tis very certain (though ſcldom) that incurable Carbuncles break 
out 3bouc th2 Eyes, Nolie, Stomach, and 2midlt the Entrails them- 
ſolves. If th:y feize the Elxdder, they are deadly, and exc:five 
paiatul. One after thirty hours, trcubled wicih the fois, at l:ngth 
atcer extreme pain, accompanicd with a Di. :*4z, h2 void] Erit 
}icod, aftcr a purulent matter by th2 Yard, and ws refor-d to 
h:alth. May be it was from a Carburcl-, po:i.rg tl: bladd-:r- 
neck, not the Membranous part. 

Cure, V.S, and purging 1s to b2 forborr ; ce .ciil; the firſt ; 
whether as to Cure, or as to prevention, thovgh iome approv2 of 
it in hot Countries and at the very beginning, yet in cold Countri.s 
"tis diſapproveable. As for purging in caſe of doubt whayher ma- 
lignity be preſent ; if it b2done, it muſt be performed by wh<t is 
gentle ; but if there be malignity, not at all till the fourteerih day, 
whcn the Fever and other Symptoms are abatcd : Eut if it happ2n, 
that the party for ſeveral days is very Coſtive and troubled with pain 
of the Heart, which rather comes from the venom of the Diſeaſe: 
than Coſtrveneſs, uſe Sudor;ficks, to ſtrengthen the Heart ; and if 
you do any thing to open the Body, which is not of concern, uſe 
only a Suppoſitory, and not a Clyſter, which hath bcen prejudi- 
cial. But if any will perſiſt, uſe not Scammony in Clylter, cſpeci- 
ally to Women in time of their 44nſes. Cooling Juleps withour S:- 
dorificks are n6t fit, eſpecially in ſweating, for tear ſweating ſhould 
becheckt, and ſo the Venom be carried tothe Heart, and procure 
ſudden Death. The beſt means are Diaphorceick; and C ardiacks, eſpe- 
cially thoſe 3cid : for they refific the Maſs of Blood, and free it 
from the V-ncm which infets it 3 diflolve the pituitous matter in 
the Stomach 2nd Entrails ; and corrcct Bile, which is the cauſe of 
much miſchicf ia this Liſeale ; yet they are oft to be changed, an- 
ſwerable to the ſeveral diſguies of the Ditcaſe, as the malignity 
Is more or Jeſs.

For the firſt, though 
it continue the three firſt days without intermiſſion, be not much 
concerned. For it oft falls out, that by the uſe of Sadorificks only, 
the pain is the firſt day abated, the ſecond becomes tolerable, and 
on the third quite vaniſhes.

Fly (it 
your quality and condition of Life admit) early, far off, and be 
tlow in return : Bnt depend not too much upon it, for *tis impoſi:- 
ble to fly beyond the reach of God. Let the Air be free from Va- 
pors when you go out, be it by day or night; to which end, 
keep good ſires, both in publick and private, by which the Air ts 
ſoonelt and molt eſfeftually purified. Waſh the Houſe daily witi 
Water, or rather with Vinegar. Fume with Amber, Pitch, Ayrrh, 
Benjanin, Frankincenſe, Wood and Berries of Funzper, Sulphur, Aſa- 
fenda, Horns, which purifie the Air eſpeciaily, Guzpowder, Am;- 
ber, Musk, Chet, Cc. are good perfumes ſome think, but they 
are nanght. Tabaco may be uſed but decline the ſmoak. Immo- 
derate Dyer is very hurtful. Avoid all Meats hard of Concoction, 
and do not over-charge the Stomach. with thoſe good, and of 
light digeſtion, which ure to be uſed, as Veal, Mutton, &c. All 
falt Fleſh and tiih is hurtful. Strongeſt Beer, and Wine of mid- 
dle ſtrength, if moderately taken, may be good. But for ſtrong 
and ſweet Wine, Spirit of Win2, and Brandy are bad, unleſs in 
ſuch as are very Aged.- Go- not forth with an empty Stomach, 
but always take ſome preſervative againſt Infeftion, as R Ay. Pro- 
phylatt. 5 vi. Julep. Roſ. 5 iij. 24. take the quantity of a ſpoonful 
cach morning. . Or, Re. Condit. Prophylact. p: «d. 5 iij. take the quan- 
tity of a Cheſnut in the Morning, or as oft as you are to go into 
Infefted places. Vinegar and all ſharp things are good , unleſs 
there be a Cough, weakneſs of Stomach or Colick. Sleep, watch» 
ing, exerciſe of the Body, and the uſe of Women, if immoderate, 
are very hurtful : Coſtiveneſs is prejudicial, but not ſo much. as a 
great Looſneſs : Sadneſs, Fear, and Anger wiil make very .ftrangec 
alterations in the Blood : they that: know how to moderate theſe, 
are moſt prudent ; for Obſery. ſee Barber.

CHAP IL 
Of too much Appetite to Meat. 


ATURAL Hunger, which is an Appetite of Meats, is 
chielly cauſed by the remainders of Food fermented in 
the Stomach, railing a ſowre and grateful Vapor from it, 

and the ſpittle, which pleaſingly affe&ts the upper Orifice thereof, 
and ſo pcoduces hunger; when hunger is be tut oy -*tis ſaid to be en- 
creaſed,, dimiviſhed, aboliſhed, and in various manners depraved. 
The firſt is chicfly intended here, by ſome ſaid to be an encreaſe of 
the Stomach's Fermentation ; by others, a continual and inſatiable 
deſire of devouring ; atflicting ſometimes with Vomiting , ſome- 
times with looſneſs. Parts affefted, are the Stomach and Pancreas; 
as their Juices and Halitus, with their ſharpneſs, do by gnawing or 
pricking ſtir up the Appetite. 

Cauſes of Hunger #creaſcd, is the over ſowrenclſs of the Pancre- 
atick Juice, abounding ; as alſo of the Glandules: this acid Juice is 
increaſcd in the whole Body by Acid food, or things ſeaſon'd with 
Acids. To Acid Liquors, cold Air, immoderate long ſorrow, vc- 
hement motion of the Body, long watching and Coſtiveneſs of Body 
may be added. Of Hungcr dizz-.iſhed, though it proceeds ſlowly, 
is the ſpittle too viſcous and fat ; and ſo, as unfit to promote fer- 
mentation of Food and its remainders; ſo it breeds Phlegm in the 
{mall Guts like it, whereby the moderate Acidity of the Pancreatick 
Juice is dull'd, and at length all the Acidity in the Body becomes 
leſs ſharp and dull. Bilz may, though ſ:Idomer, righter, and often 
ſuddenly, the ſame ariſing from the ſmall Guts to the Stomach, and 
_— the remainders of Food and ſpittle, and proſtrating the 
grateful Acidity by dulling the Appetite. Of the lux Non-natuals 

{o 
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ſo called, too much Food taken, eſpecially things fat and tough, 
hot and rainy ſcaſons, too much ſlcep, reſt and flothfulneſs of Bo- 
dy, extreme carcs and Looſneſles will diminiſh. If the foreſaid 
Cauſes be very grievous, they will quite take away and aboliſh Hun- 
ger. Hunger depravcd, and longing, commonly called Pica; in 
\Vomen with Child Malacia ; is wont rarely to vex Men, but \Vo- 
men more frequently ; and chiefly, either before their Monthly 
Courſes, or when they are ſtopt. Whence they become almoſt al- 
together Cachettick, or of ill habit of Lody. In Pics, unwonted 
and unfit food is deſired, or things that are not food ; as Chalk, 
Coals, Aſhes, Pitch, Clay, Turfs, ragged Linnen, &c. The cauſe 
of this in Women is the ſuppreſſion of their Courſes; which ſtand- 
ing about the Womb, and ſo more or leſs corruptcd, and after 
mix*d with the whole maſs of Blood, and infefting it ; it b:ing viti- 
ated and deprav*d, the Cachexy is produe*d. The fame deprava- 
tion and corruption of the Blood and reſt of the Humors, may be 
in Men as well as Women, as oft as they are troubled with Longing : 
as in like manner the ſame Men may ſuffer both the ſenſe and Diſ- 
caſe of Suffocation, to Women more familiar, thought to ariſe 
from the Womb ; and therefore called an Urcrin Diſeaſe ; and is 
alſo cured by the fame Medicines as in Women ; yet tis more fitly 
called Hypochondriack,, than Hyſterick, 

Differences are almoſt none, but ſuch as may be diſtinguiſhed by 
degrees : If with vomiting or Diarrhea, *tis calPd Dog-appetite : 
if withont vomiting, Bulmos ;, in which there®s fainting, till they 
cat, which ſometimes follows preſently after, and ſometimes there's. 
coldnefs of the extream parts. 

Signs, There's great pronenefs to vomit, nothing to be caſt np 
but a little acid pitnitous Humor : 1n 'others it happens contrarily, 
who after greedy devouring of mcat, vomit it up, and calt ont the 
reſt by the Belly : neither doth this remit hunger, or greedy delire; 
but they ſtill follow one another : they are vexed with belching and. 
anxicty of Heart. : ' 

Progn. It calily palleth into daily vomiting, Celiace, Dropfie.. 
If from external cauſes and worms, there's little danger if they be 
preſzntly removed. If after great evacuations and melting of the 
Body, dangerons ; eſpecially if after meat, when the Belly is yet 
ful, -there*s fainting : for it ſh:ws a great diſtemper of the Sto- 
mach. If it continue long, 'tis'ill ; for it uſes to end in a Cachexia, | 
Dropſie, or T abes.

Gc, Scammony in a due doſe, as to 12 or 15 grains, ground in 
a Mortar with ſome fit water, as Cichory, Balm, Sorrel, &c. and 
that liquor made milky by rubbing, which let be gently pour'd out, 
and the reſt of the ſtrength by new water drawn forth, the blackiſh 
dregs remaining in the bottom z to which liquor add ag.

Depraved Appetite as before, is incident as 'to Men, ſo much 
more to Women, and what Symptoms follow. The Cure in gc- 
neral conſiſts in the purifying and amending of the blood, and 0. 
ther Humors, which done, the longing will ſoon vaniſh. Here /*- 
latil Salts are accounted beſt ; only obſerve, Medicines are oft to 
be changed, eſpecially where we ſee they are little effeftual. Þec- 
ſides, the Salts do gently and kindly move the Mdenſes : the ſuppreſ- 
ſion whereof doth moſt produce longing. A few drops of them 
are to be given twice, thrice, or oftner a day in Wine or fit Li- 
quor, and chiefly at dinner and ſupper-time ; for ſo joyning with 
'the Aliments, they hinder their Corruptions that might be expett- 
cd from the vitious Spittle, and by degrees amend the Fermentati- 
'on of the Food. Sweat alſo may be moved, but only gently, as 
with .Antim. Diaphor. & Bezoar. miner. &c. and anſwerable to the 
diverſity of the vitious Humors, ſometimes abounding together, 
there may be profitably preſcrib'd a Vomit or Purge.

.Cauſes are according to the differences, and require an exa&t 
ſearch by-the Phylician. Phlegm moſt oft oftends, adhering ſtub- 
bornly to the wrinkles of the Stomach. Aliments oft offending in 
quantity or quality, volatil Bile ; and when the bile-pallage is 
not inſerted into the Duoderim, but into the Stomach. Some. 
times the Pancreatick Juice : Oft the too much Laxnefſs of the 
Stomach-wrinklcs, that its Orifice cannot be ſhut : Sometimes its 
being inflamed, excoriated,, or cxulcerated, and having an abſceſ;. 
So the abſceſs of the Pancreas, the inflammation of the Liver, Di- 
aphragma, Reins, Inteſtines, &c. Worms, Catarrh, which be- 
ing ſharp, may cauſe the Compreſſion of the Ernſiformirs on the 
Mouth of the Stomach : alſo vehemcnt Cough. 

Differ. *Tis either Idiopathick, when the Stomach 1s only aſſet. 
ed; or..Sympathetick, when it ariſeth from other parts, as Liver, 
Cc, as before. If from the Stomach it ſelf, there's then loathing 
of meat, heavineſs, tenſion, and. inflation of the Stomach ; con- 
cottion is late and difficult, there are acid belchings, &c. If Cr:- 
tical, there's eaſe aftcr vomiting: If not, but that there's greater 
trouble, 'tis Symptomatick : It may alſo be bloody, Malign, or 
Scorbutick, &c. In the laſt, ſharp and hot things exaſperate much, 
and make it worſe. To mitigate that heat and acrimony, eſpe- 
cially in ſcorbutick Vomiting, Goats Milk, with juice of Water- 
Crelles-or Scurvy-grals, is fit. |

CHAP. IIl. 


Of the Scurvy, and Hypochondriack Paſſion ; com- 
monly (though not fitly ) called the Mother. 


HE Scurzy, is an itl Nutrition of the whole Bady ; and the 
Hypochondriack, AﬀeCtion is its Mother ; others ſay, *tis a Ca- 
cochymical, and a more falt and crude Blood ; others ſay an ill ha- 
bit ariſing from: Melancholy peculiarly corrupted, (as they prove 
from Contagion) with weakneſs of the Thighs, ſpots, looſneſs, 
redneſs, and tumor of the Gums; looſneſs of the Tecth , and 
othcr-Symptoms afflicting. | 
Parts affefted are not the Spleen, not yet the Liver, unleſs by 
conſent : but the Stomach, Meſentery-Glandules ; alſo the Par:- 
creatick, Fuice , which ſtanding, is madg more ſharp and acrid. 
Thick over ſalt Bile, alſo ſalt Spittle continually ſwallowed. From 


the offending acrid Humors, there's Eroſion of the Gums, dilution - 


of the Blood, bleeding,; breaking out of ſpots, and gnawing tor- 
menting pains; yea it hath been abſerved, that the corroſive Se- 
rn flowing from the Noſe of Scorbutick perſons received on-Lin- 
nen, hath tingedand eroded it. The ſix Non-narurals may alſo be a 
. cauſe, whereby the Chyle is daily depraved. Differ, 
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Differ. There are many given by Authors, of which more by and 
by : the principal are, the hot, and the cold, but all come from 
craſs Fhlegm, or Ly»pha: by reaſon whereof the Chyle, unlcſs the 
thinner part, cannot paſs the LaQeal Clandulcs, and hcnce there 
are as miny Symptoms as there is diverlity of Temperaments and 
places. Yet it any will add Bile, and that crafs, I ſhall not, gain-

Orr Piſtercrces may be taken fiom the manner of its Cenerati- 
on, and fo *tis connate or hereditary, or communicated, contagious, 
Ec, Or by peculiar vice, and acquired by dyct: from the tim2 
of invalion ; and io *tis new, which is more cally curcd : or inve- 
tcrate, and ſo more hard, bccauſe rooted more deeply : from the 
Symptoras, ſo it may be with Gangreen, Ulcers, Droplic, Atrophy, 
Diarrhet, wandring-Gout, Baſtard-Plcurilic, Fainting, pain of the 
Head, Colick, various pains of the Belly, Epileptie, Convullion, 
Contraction of the Membcrs, Numneſs, Apoplexy, and others. E:.- 
galinus writes of no leſs than forty-nine Symptoms in his 7ratt. ae 
Scorbut. worth reading. | 
- S'gnsare very many, yct never are ſcen to concur in one and the 
ſame Body. Where ?tis ſeated therc's pain of the Head, ſome- 
times pricking, moſt oft with heavineſs, ſtraitneſs, and beating of 
the Heart z puffing up of the Stomach, eſpecially afrer meat. After 
which there's Loathing, Itch of th: Mouth, crolion of the Gums, 
with effuſion of Blood, looſneſs and blackneſs of the Tecth, breath- 
ing bad, yea ſometimes very ſtinking, much ſpitting, diftention of 
the Belly, cſpccizlly the left iide ; and they cough fo ſometimes, 
asthough they would be choaked ; Vomit, are Feveriſh, would have 
their bad Appctite excited ; Hiccough, Belching, Wind, Conrullt- 
on, Trembling and Loofneſs of the Limbs, rcd or purple Spors 
diſperſed, ſometimes Black, Pulſe always uncqual and weak, 
ſom2times.ſtrong and unequal. Sometimes it diilembles a Flcu- 
rthc, ſometimes the Colick, now the true Pallic, then the wan- 
dring-Gout. They are ſometimes afflicted with great pains; as 
in the Teeth, Neck and other cextcrnal parrs, eſpecially thz Thighs, 
in the Evening and Night moſt. Alſo of Hands and Feet, about 
the Ancles and Soals. The Hypochondres arc pained. There are 
often very malign Ulcers, dry, hard Tubercles, Eryſipela'*s, Tu- 
mors, for the moſt part Oedemarozes, ſweat much, the forc-ruancr 
of an Arrophy, with defeCt of ſtrength. Alſo, Sopor projundr, Ca- 
7%, Droplie, &c.

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Progz. It inf.ſts chiefly Spring and Fall, in thoſe more aged, 
more grievous. Alſo Adults and Children, by reaſon of their neg- 
ligence in Dyet, have S:o-acace, ſeldom Sceloturbe. If inveterate 
and hereditary (where ſometimes whole Families arc inflicted and 
invaded) 'tis moſt hard to Cure; not ſo new, or with a fit Conti- 
gion. Where Symptoms are more gricvous, the Cure is morc hard. 
Somctimes 'tis diſſolved by the Hemorrhoids, Stool or Urinc, ſome- 
times it degenerates into other Diſcaſes, as Drophe, Atrophy, Cc, 
as above, and after all they ſometimes ſuddenly dye. Somctimes 
it precedes Fevers, ' ſomctimes comes after ; ſuch as are burning, 
malign, double Tcrtians and Quartans, in which it ſomctimes ends, 
The laſt end of a Scurvy is extreme hard to cure. In ſome Regi- 
ons, 'tis ſo familiar, that there's ſcarce a diſcaſe, wherein *is not 
found. Exatt dyct is the ſpeedicſt Cure ; without which, by de- 
grees they become incurable. They very ſeldom labour of a Dy- 
ſentery, but often of a Diarrhea and Lientery, which are difficulty 
cured, and hanging long, kill the Party ; for after them comes a 
Droplie, or Atrophy. There?s not much tobe ſaid of ſpots, unleſs 
they become Ulcers or Tumors of the outward parts z. which thrca- 
ten a Pallic ; whichariſeth from the want of the Lympha Circulation :: 
Lividneſs of the Face is a ſign of Death. Difficulty of Breathing is 
not ſo dangerous as 'tis thought, nor the beating of the heart, un- 
Ics from ſharp Vapors and Wind, Thoſe dying of this Diſeaſe, the 
ſpots return in, and vaniſh. In ſome, after Death, they return out 
again, as may be obſerved ; which is leaſt to be obſerved in the 
Plague-time. - 

Tadicat. Leſs regard may be had to the hurt parts than the pcc- 
cant Humors ; for theſe are more burdenſome. Craſs Humors are 
to be incided, and after by degrees evacuatcd, acid, acerb, and ſalt 
Humors are to be altercd, and here ſpecificks mixcd with Artiſcor- 
buticks are beſt. 

Cure. V.S. profits not, ſometimes the Hemorrhoids, if accuſtom- 
cd to, are to be opened, if ſuppreſſed. Strong purgers are always 
hurtful, gentle ones may be uſed. The Humors are firſt to be pre- 
pared with inciders, among which Volatile Salts are chief. © Cly- 
{ters are ſomctimes fit. Diaphoreticks .and Dinreticks are very pros 
fitable. 

Obſerve, no Aliments or Medicaments (whether altering, purg- 
ing, Specifick,, or general) are to b2 given in the Scurvy, unleſs 
Specifick, Antiſcorbutcks be mixed with them. Antiſcorbutick, Medica-

One dying of a Dropſie being opened, there apcared, firſt a 
fluid and thin Lympha, after a Gellied ;, the next Concrete, then 
hard Sreatomatick,; ſo that this appears to be the truc cauſe of 
the Drapſic. 

Aſcites, One ag'd about 45, bilious,, with drinking too much 
Wine, fell into ar Inappetency and Loathing, ſtill indulging him- 
ſelf therein, he became very dry, his Feet {well'd, after his Belly 
and Scrotum, the reſt of the parts beginning to waſte ; the Urine 
was very littie, and Intenſe red, Breath difficult ; yea towards 
evening ſo much, that he was put in an erect poſture to breath : 
After ſeveral Remedies fitly uſed, the Diſeaſe increaſed; t:\daily 


and nightly cough continued, after that a looſmeſs (which no Opin 
cou 
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could ſtay) with great debility of ſtrength, cight daies after 
the Flux, he died. Thc Scrotwm was diſcniled with a Bag, fram'd 
ex flor, Roſ. rub. Cortic, lign. Quer. ſem. Cumi. & Cary, aq. vits 
Matth. Irrorat. 

One ag*d 18, from an intermitting Tertian, ill cur*d ( by much 
acids ) tell into a ſwelling of the Feet, eſpecially of the Belly ; 
with heavineſs, diſbention, difficulty of breathing ; ſo that ſhe 
could not lic down, but always ſat upright ; with the uſe of Di- 
urcticks, Strengtheners, and Purges, was cur*d : Be Rad. Ireos noſt, 
Patroſel. Hiclen, an. 5 iii. Cortic. Median, Sambac. fol. Enpator. Can- 
rabis, an, M. i. Soldanel. M. (S. Bacc, junip. 5 i. ſem, Fanical. dul, 
Cinam, acut, Cortic, Citri, an. 3 i. 15. Conciſ. & contuf., inſuantur 
ſacculo & cum pint, iv. Vin, Rhenenſ, per quatriduum infundantur ; bu- 
jus ter de die an.

Araſarca. One ag*d 70, after ſadneſs fell into it with great dif- 
ficulty of breathing, and the whole body ſo ſwelPd, that the ' 
whites of the Eyes were above the Pupil, he could neither lie down, 
nor 'endure to ſtand, and whereſoever the Finger prelled, it 
pitted : Urin was little and crude, Pulſe ſometimes quick, but 
always weak ; ſeveral things were preſcribed, but withour ſucceſs, 
for he died. 

Thus may be cur'd all Diſeaſes of the Liver and Spleen that are 
curable, ariling from a cold cauſe. How to cure thoſe from a hor, 
lee before. 


CHAP, V. 
Of Belly-Fluxes, as Dyſentery. 


A Looſneſs is a more quick, oft, and plentifuller expulſion of 
what's contained in the Guts. Of this there are divers ſorts. 
If Food be voided crude, unchang'd, and as *twas ſwallowed ; *tis 
CCCc 2 calPd 
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cald Lientery. If the Food be ferment:d in the Stomach, but not 
ſeparated in the Guts mto Chyle and Excrements ; but theſe are 
pulris-like and whitiſh, ſach as thoſe that have the Jaundice do 
oft void ; it may be calPd one kind of Caltaca, or the Jaundice- 
looſneſs. Therc's another kind of it, wherein the Chyle and Ex- 
crements, though ſeparated, yct are confuſedly caſt out together, 
which may be call'd a Chyle-looſneſs. When not Food only, but 
watriſh and bilious Humors are caſt out, 'tis calf'd a Diarrhea, or 
Þilions loofneſs. But if Flegmatick Humors thick and viſcous, 'tis 
calPd a Phlegmarick_Diarrhea. If little and ſerous, it may be nam'd 
a Serous lJooſneſ<.,” If fat and oily Excrements are caſt out, it may 
be call'd an Vnttnors looſnels. If more pure blood, ?ris call'd a 
Dyſertery; to which may he referr*d the Flux of the Hemorrhoid:. 
If like the waſhing of Fleſh, *tis cald the Ziver-Flux, If matter 
and purulent, or corrupted ſtuff is caſt out, it is call'd Prrulent 
looſneſs : ?Tis familiar to a Dyſentery, to which alſo a Teneſmus 
is refer1%, and partly to a phlegmatick dejection, which is a per- 
petual endeavour to lit down and void, with a little mucous and 
purulent matter. We begin with the Dyſentry. Parts afected 
are both the ſmall and great Guts: The Stomach is oft drawn in 
by conſent, and gives encouragement thereto. 

Caxſe is the more acrid and falt Bite, the more acid Pancrea- 
tick Juice, alſo thin Blood. The External are thoſe which ren- 
der the Blood more ſharp, as the ſix non-natural things ; alſo cer- 
tain venoms, as Arſenic. Auwipiom. Mercur, Sublimat. Colocynth. un- 
wartly taken. 

Differ. Sometimes thin, ſometimes the thick Guts, ſometimes both 
are afteted. Sometimes one coat is excoriated, tometimes all, by 
degrees. Now Blood is caſt out pure, then concott and purulent. 
Now 'tis continual, then intermitting, and afflits by fits : there 
are three degrees of it. The 1. is that wherein the Excrements 
are fat, ſpumous, white, ſlimy, and tough. 2. Where togcther 
with the Excrements there are caſt out fibres, pellicules, interior 
coat, and blood, &c. 3. Where there are calt out pieces of fleſhy 
ſubſtance, from the proper coat-ſubſtance of the Guts, with ſha- 
vings of the Membranes, much blood and matter, which 1s 
deadly. 

Sjons are ſhew*d in the Differences. If the ſmall Gnts be af- 
felted, the pain is very ſharp. ; neither do they preſently aftcr 
£0 to ſtool ; and what's cait out is more mix'd with blood and 
martcr 
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matter, than when the great Guts are affcQed alone; for then 
pain 15 more dull, and preſently after they po to ſtool : neither i: 
there ſo much mixture of Blood and Matter, and all will ſwim 
on the top. 

Progn. If a Dyſcntery ariſc from Atrabile, tis deadly ; or if it 
follow, a Tabes. If it be long, and there be loathing, tis ill : 
if with a Fever, worſe. Dejettions tincere, are bad. if there 
appear behind the left Ear ſpots black, with great thirlt, they 
die the 10th day. Immoderate watching, lincere dejettions black 
and ſtinking, abundance of Blood caſt forth, Hiecough, pain of 
Precordi:m, thirit, &c. for the molt part they threaten death. 
Ulcers deep, eſpecially in the ſmall} Gnts, are incurable. The 
{imple croton of the internal Coat, all things agreeing, almolt 
always admit of eahie cure. 

Indicat. Dyſezntery, as ſuch, never indicates Veneſction, the of- 
fending Humors are to be tempered and evacuated ; the opening 
Veſſels conſolidated ; the Ulcers cleanſcd and heal'd ; the looſneis 
gently aſtring?d ; and the uſe of fit Medicins for ſome time continu- 
cd, leſt the Sick relapſe ; and the Parts are to be well ſtrengthened. 

Cure, Uſually three forts of Medicins ſerve, viz. Purgers, Al- 
tcrers, and Topicks ; and thoſe in ſmall quantities : for the abun- 
dance ofany of them are ſeldom well horn by the Sick. 

Obſerve, The Cure is ſometime to vary according to ſymptoms, 
differences and degrees of the Diſcaſe. Antidy/ſenterick Medicins are 
Rad.

In the interim the 
Fever continued, and ſhz had daily above twenty ſtools of Blood! 
and Matter. 

Another Girle that had ſixty bloody ſtools in a day, was curcd 
with the uſe of the ſaid Medicines in twelve days. 

Anothtr accuſtomed to drink ſpirit of Wine, did ſuffer a Dyſer- 
tery, with cruel pain, and calt out concrete Blood (of a fair colour 
from the Artcries) oft two pounds, dicd : being oped, the ſmi3il 
Guts were ſphacelated, the Coats eroded, and four pl:ces perforated. 

A Woman of 50, Melancholy, Nephruick, fell into a DD; ſentery, 
having mattery and bloody ſtools, almoſt continnaſly to the 4m 
day; with much pain of the Belly, watchieg, Fever : The next 
was preſcrib'd, to temper the Humors ſkirpneſs, caſe pain, and 
gently aſtringe : Ik Az.

Nut 
Moſch. 3 ly. M. after uſe of which, ſtools were tewer, yet not 
altogether removed: after was calt in the above ſaid Ciyſt. ex Lac. 
Vace, rect, 5 viij. &c. only there was added Balf. Sulphur, Tereb. 
I f%. being kept long, pain was much caſed. Every evening was 
taken Laud.

Hepatick, Flux to ſome refer the inward Hemorrhoids ; If purcr 
Blood be caſt out without pain (as in the after obierve,) tis ba- 
ſtacdly ſo called, which either ariſeth from Plethora or breaking of 
the Bloud Veſlels: In cold Regions *tis ſeldom dangerous; in hot 
always : 'tis cured with Antidy/cnterick, Medicines, the ſerum is to 
beleiſencd by Di phorericks and Diureticks mixed with acerb ſtrength- 
ners: forbcar much drinking of Water, both to diminiſh, and pre- 
vent the increaſe of the ſerum, and ſo that part atteted may bc 
ſtrengthened ; and after come to Narcoricks, Note, That gentle 
Aſtringents are to be mixed with ſtrengtheners. The decoction of 
Quinces is very good, if therewith be boiled Cnriance, with the 
Seeds of Agrimony, Plantain and Nettles. Tinitur, Martis aſtring. 
is admirable ; Coral, and its Salt, is praiſed above all.

Halten 
the Cure, becaule otherwiſe an Ulcer remains, which may paſs 
into a Filtula. *Tis accompanied with Pain, Erolion ; 'tis uſu- 
ally from a pituitous acid Humor, cleaving about- the Ame, to 
which muſt be applyed, and into it thruſt ſuch Mcdicines as cor- 
re(t, as well the acrid acidity of the Humor, as its toughneſs. Af. 
ter, the Ulcer is to be cleanſed, and then conſolidated; to which 
ends there's nothing better than ol. Sulphur, rightly prepared with 
the otly Spiries of 'Turpentine, Amber, or of Aniſceds, and fo ei- 
ther applycd alone, or elic mixcd with other Medicines. Be ſure 
that the pain there be caſcd.

GHAP.: VL 
Of warious Belly-pains, as Iliack, Paſſion, 8c. 


HE Guts are not only uſnally afflicted with moſt grievous 
pains, but perhaps with all kind of pains. 

That called /haca Paſſio, being moſt dreadful-and dangerous ; 
it takes its name from the Gut /lexm, although it alſo aflicts other 
of the ſmall Guts, ſome think allo the thick ; it's thought its origi- 
nal is about Cecum, which with the Valve being inflamed, ſo draws 
and binds it, that no Excrements can paſs; by which the Inflam- 
mation hcing increaſed, the ſeam and parts about it, ſometimes 
come to be gangreen'd and corrupted ; as hath been obſerved in 
ſome diſſefted. There are other pains, of which after. 

The Caxſe of this is almoſt always _ yet ſometimes Phlegm, 
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grcat Exulccrations, ſnarp Hamors, Winc, Gargreen, Ruptures, 
&c. The ſharp Humors, &c. cauling pain, inflammation ard an 
inverſe motion of the Guts, the Belly moves not, whence the Feces 
are hardned. Amongſt ourward cauſes are, the too hot Air, as it 


renders Bile more in quantity and ſharpneſs, deadly and venomans. 


Medicamznts, the immod:rat2 uſe of Bcans, Pcaſe, Quinces, M:Cc- 
lars, Cc.

Parts affetted are the Membranes, the whole ſubſtance of the 
Kidncys being drawn in by conſent ; ſo the Tubercles, Pelvis, Urc- 
ters, Bladder, yea the Stomach and Intelſtines. 

' Cauſe is a more ſharp and ſerous Lympha, ſometimes thicker, 
which is oft the Cauſe of the Stone ; for there* nothing of all things 
innature, which ſocalilyconcretes,as ſcrous ſalt matter. Of the gc- 
ncration of the Stone, ſee Hilmont, Unzer, &c. ; 

Differ. It comes ſometimes from the ſharp Lympha, ſometimes 
from the Stone. 

Sjens, To diſtinguiſh between the ſharp Lympba, and the'Stone, 
is very hard for thole moſt experienced, their Signs being {6 like. 
The pain and heat. of the Loins, is afſociatcd with vomiting, crals 
and. lyliqus matter, if the Sto:mach be LLdiſpoſed ; if well, - _ 
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loathing, with vain deſire to vomit, which is to be noted : and 
theie oft accompany the Colick : There®; oft piſſing bloody water, 
eipzclaily in Summer, or after violent motion : they piſs not unleſs 
by drops; ſometimes the Urine is ſuppreſled. If from Stone or Ne- 
phritis, the pain is heavy, conſtant in the Loins, perpetually atHiCt- 
ing z but in the pain from the Stone in ſtooping 'tis more ſharp, and 
- the teſticle of the ſame {ide is retrafted. The pain in the Colick 
is more wandering. In lying on the pained ſide, the pain is more into- 
Icrable, not ſoin the Colick. In the Colick pain encreaſcth after cat- 
ing ; in Nepkritis it lellens. The Colick painis more eagd by ſtooland 
vomiting, than in Nephritis, in which the Urin is firſt clear, thin, 
and little or bloody ; after ſomething is ſeen in the bottom, and 
there's either Gravel or Stone caſt forth, In the Colick from the be- 
ginning is caſt out and made morethick Urin : and laſtly, where 
the Kidneys are affected, there? numbneſs of the ſame tide.

to be a fault inthe Blood, yet promoted by the fault of the Kidneys, 
though they attraCt not the Blocd, being too much thin*d from- 
acid Humors pour*d into the Blood, eſpecially by the Nervous 
Juice ill "afte&ted. This being from an ill order of dycr, eſpecially. 
by _ and immoderate drinking of Cider, Beer, or Wines that. 
are acid, 

One in-drinking Rheniſh-Wine for 20 days as ordinary drink, . 
contracted an incurable Diabetes, of which he died. . 

Signs are abundance of Urin, violent Thirſt, waſting of the Bo- - 
dy, Fever like a Heftick, and a wonderful ſwcetneſs of the Urin, . 
which I have taſted. 

Progn. "Tis eaſily curedin the beginning -when the Blood is a 
little laxated z but if. confirm*d, and the Blood be much reſoly'd, 
'tis hardly or never curd. 

Indic. is chiefly to inhibit the thinneſs of the- Blood, which is 
perform*d by ſuch things as incraſſate ; or to remove it, being 
thinn'd ; to uſe cooling and thickning Dyet, and to temperate by:

Cauſe is the reſolution of the Sphinfer-Muſcle, cauſed either by a 
Palſie of the Nerves, which from the Loins are inſerted into it, by 
Reaſon of which it cannot contratt it ſelf, this is hard ro be cared;

To theſe may be 2dd<d the 
ſix Non-naturols, as Irritants, and fo are called Pretern:tural re-

HE time of the Menſes flowing you have in the Inſtitntions, 

. ”Tis true as in hot Countries,and tempers they may flow ſooner, 

and continue longer ; ſo in cold Regions and Complexions they 

may be contrary. Suppreſſion is a hindrance of the Flux of the 
Menſes. 

Part affefted is the Womb, the Stomach is not only drawn in-

Cauſe isa _ thick hnmor carried from the Stomack to the 


parts and more {mall Veſſels, and ſo ſupprefleth the natural Flux, 

There may be a ſuppreſſion from emptineſs and defett of Blood , 

yea, from exceſs, as in Plethora, but alſo that from defe& is from 

viſcid tenacious Humours, depraving the Chylification and San- 

—_— They may alſo be ſuppreſſcd by the cloſing of the 
omb. 

The Procatarick Cauſes, are oft the coldneſs of the Air, Wa- 
ter, Pavements, &c. ill affefting the Feet, and penetrating into 
the Belly ; great fears, ſudden ſhame, &c. coming upon Women, 
eſpecially in the time oftheir Courſes ; alſo Aliments and Medica- 
ments, &c. that are too aſtringent, taken inwardly. 

Differ. may be taken from the Cauſes before. If ſuppreſſion be 
from breeding, there's no pain preſent ; the affefts of the mind 
are little alter'd, except ſadneſs. The native Colour of the Body 
is retard ; Symptoms are ( very oft ) rendr'd better. The Site 
and Motion of the Birth may be perceiv'd the third Month ; the 
Face i either of its native Colour, or greatly fallen z whereas the

Signs. The Blood is carried about in an inordinate wandring 
motion by the Arteries, and ofterr disburdens it ſelf, by the Eyes, 
Ears, Noſe, Mouth, ſometimes by the Bladder : then the Blood 
eaſily grows grumous, and thence ariſe many other Symptoms : 
They luffer loathing, vomiting, longings, are pale, feveriſh. Some 
labour of Diarrhea, others of the Whites ; they ſeem oft to be 
choaked, and ſay, thiy think they have a ſtatt in their Throats 
and Gullet. There's pain in the Back, continual and ſharp paifts 
in the Head, now with beating, then with heavineſs, beating of 
the Loins,' heavineſs of the whole Body, Wind, and torment in 
the Bellly, quick changes of heat and cold, Difficulty of breathing, 
Urin for moſt part pallid, crud2; preſently alſo flaming. 

Progn, If ſupprelled from ſhutting of the Womb, ts without 
danger ; if from viſcid Flegm, ts very difficult, alſo that from 
defg&t of Blood, having both the ſame cauſes: the narrowneſs 
of the Vcſlels need leſs ado, for they oft open of themſelves, ef- 

ially in Summer-time. If trom Pletbora, tis ealily cured, not 
o if from a Cicatrix, after Wound and Ulcer, &c. Many in ſup- 
preſſion of Courſes, if Melancholy, fall into Madneſs. 

From the ſtoppage ariſe grievous ctfects, as ill-Habit, Dropſie, 
Heart-ake, ſwooning, beating of the Heart, Madneſs, Gout, Yer- 
tigo, Epilepſie, Apoplexie, &c. In want of Courſes, Blecding at. 
Noſe is good. 

Indicat. Craſs Humors are to be incided, after purged ; Vomit- 
ing is diſapproved. Sangaification is to be helpt ; narrowneſs of the 
pallages, as alſo of the Womb, is to be opened, Acerbity and A- 
Cidity to be altered, and the Llood coagulated by Acidity to be 
diſſolved. Remote Cauſes if preſent, to be removed, and paſlions 
of the mind to be ſhnnn'd. 

Cure, Medicaments moving Courſes have principal place, Pur» 
gers areto follow ; in pitnitous, thoſe more ſtrong : Courſes dif 
coloured, and neither k-eping time vr manner, ſhew purging ne- 
cellary, fumes of Aromatices draw th:m down. Gentle Diapho- 
reticks mixed with ST:x<cificks are lic, butnot at the preſent inſtant of 
their tloyring, 

In Pletwor4 Y, S. only in the Foot. The Hypochondres are to bz 
tycd with a Girdlc ; ſtinking fumes pro!:t much. Sometimes Cly- 
ſters caſt in hot, and retained long, whence not only the Flegm 1s 
diſlolved, but the ways arealſo rerzx:d, the Veſlels opened, and 


ſometime the 44n/es in a Mort time follow. Coiture ſeems to 
Fiff 2 add 
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add little to the cure : ſome have found it worſe ; ſweet things may 
be applyed to Y#lva, Cupsand Ligatures to the Thighs,which profit. 
Avrtihyſterick, Medicins you havein Inſtitutions, to which may be ad- 
ded Ol. Sabin. which of all moves the Courſes molt, therefore beware 
of its uſe in ſuſpected perſons,alſo in others of hot complexions, leſt 
you over-do, as it fell out, though from a prudent Phylician, given 
to an honourable Lady ; It brought them down ſo abundantly , 
that he had much a-do to ſtay them, but art laſt did it with 
Cobwebs boyled in Vinegar, and applyed below ; ſtir. Sal. Armon, 
fal. Volat. Urin. are commended. White Horehound-tops infuſed in 
Whitewine for a night, and drunk three days, admirably pro- 
vokes the Menſes, ſtrengthens the Stomach, removes Cachexy and 
1 colour in Virgins, and reſtores the appetite. You have in Deck, 
on Barb:r. an Elixir by D. I. Michael. big enough, and pretty 
unintelligible, pag. 227. highly commended for the procuring of the 
Menſes. For fume Troch. de Myrrh. are good. The next pellary 
i very much commended, BR Helleb.

F I here ſpeak alſo of the Tellow-Faundice, I muſt crave pardon 
for its miſplacing. Febrss Alba or Green-Sickneſs, or white 
Jaundice, as ſome call it ; *tis achange of the natural. Colour of the 
Face, into pale or greeniſh, proceeding from abundance of crude 
Humors : Although it peculiarly afflicts Virgins, yet have. I ſcen 
Marricd-Women alſo afflicted therewith: 

Cauſes are crudity, and plenty of Humors, ariſing either from 
obſtruion of the Courſes, or from the native ſtraitneſs of the Veſ- 
ſels, or acquired by eating Wheat, Oat-meal, Loam, Chalk, &c. 
as you have before. 

Signs do much agree with thoſe in the former Chapter. The 
Colour of the Face, beating of the Arteries in the Neck, Temples. 
and Back, after motion, Swelling of the Eyc-lids, eſpecially in the 
Morning after ſleep ;, as alſo of the Legs, keet cſpecially about the 
Ancles at Night, are ſufficient diſcovery. 

Progn. If new, and obſtructions be only of the Womb-veſlels,, 
*tis ealily cured.. If confirmed, ?tis harder. 

The Indication and Cure in the former Chapter, may ſesye here. 
If recent, Bleeding by ſome is allowed in the Foot. Preparatives 
given, Purges may come after ; as alſo ſuch things as open obſtruc- 
tions , in which have reſpect to all the towels, the ſuppreſſion of. 
the Courſes eſpecially.

The Yeliow-Faundice may be cauſcd, by obſtruction of the paſlage 
of the ile-Bladder, not only from the Bile being more glutinous 
and viſcous, but alſo by a Stone bred there : Yet neither of them, 
is ſo frequently the cauſe as ſuppoſed ; for th: Jaundice may bz with- 
out both ; it may be from the wcreaſed thinneſs & ſpirituouſreſs of the 
Bile, by which it hath not a right and ſufficizat effervcſcency ; 
this beiwg fiercely and plentifully carricd. into the Llood , and 
being confuſed therewith, *tis nfore calily ſcparated, and joyns it 
ſelf with, not only the Skin and internal parts, but alſo to :he 
Muſcles, and Bowels, tinging them with a yellow Colour. The 
External Cauſes of it may be Bites of vipers, ail9 too plentiful drink» 
ing Spirit of winc, and ſtrong drink, the latter cauling a over 
thinneſs, &c. 

Signs, Are a compreſſive pain, and troubleſome about the lower 
region of the Stomach, which doth not only oft precede, but alio 
accompany the Jaundice , procared by glutinous Flegm there g3- 
thered, and in part rarified into Wind, by the Bile putting torth 
it ſelf, ſo. ſtretching open, vexing and preſſing the containing 
Farts, Gripings of the right Hypochondres, from an Acid Hu- 
mor of.the Pancreas. Excrements leſs dyed from want of Bile, 
or its leſs Efferveſcency ; hence they are uſually white or Aih- 


colour'd ; and more ſeldom motions of going to Stool, _ the 
ame 
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ſame cauſe, and Bils leſs ſharp. After thz Vr# grows obſcure, red, 
and dyzs, a Linnen Rag dipt in it of a Saron-colour, from plente- 
ous and decp-colour't Bile mixt with it; after it breaks forth 
ia the Face and Neck, more cvidcntly in the whites of thz Eyes, 
and ſo through: th: whole bodys ſuperficizs, dying th:m with a 
Saitron-colour, ſomctimzs more pale, fomctimss more ob{ur*, 
and ſomct:imes inclining to greenncſs, After it declines, an itch- 
ing is t<It in the ſup:rticics of the body, from an efferveſcency 
evcry-where raifed again, and ſomewhat ſharp Vapors breakirg 
forth, do mildly gnaw the ſcniible parts. 

Cure 15 to be haltned, becauſe uſually there ſucceeds a Cachexy, 
Dropſie, or deadly pining. The remote Cauſes, as ſorrow of 
mind, ahulc of viſcous food, ſtrong drinks are to be removed. 
The mean cauſes, as Clutinons Flegm covering or obitruQing 
the paſlage of the bile as oft as it is, or any kind of poyſon chang- 
ing and vitiating bile, muſt be corrcttcd and carricd out, The 
neareſt Cauſe, bile corruptcd and vitiated, to wit, over-ſpiricu- 
ous, and ſo rcndcer*®d more unfit for a right efferveſcency, muſt 
be amcndcd, and again carried down to the Cuts. Lalily, i%- 
favourd colour of the $kin muſt be removed, and its natural colour 
reſtored. Eorrow of niind is removed by chearfulneſs. Clutinous 
Food is by d-grecs to be changed, and that lcfs glutinous uſed ; 
therefore ſlun ail Fiſh cſpecially, and extream parts of living- 
Creatures, Soincwhat ſharp and AromatickMuces 2r2 to be uſ.d, 
as Muſtard, Horſc-Raddiſh, and all that corre& viſcous Humors, 
to which arc to be added all volatil Salts in ordinary Drink, but 
more fitly in Wine, and uſed molt profitably at Cinncr or S1p- 
per ; although they alſo may be taken at any other time. Strony- 
er drinks are daily to bz diminiſh:d, and at length wholly to be 
omitted, eſpecially Spirit of Wine yet there may be zllowcd a 
little Wine of good age, and ſomewhat ſweet and fat, ta-thoſe 
that are accuſltomcd to them. 1 he glutinous Phiegma may be corret- 
cd, and cut with romatick ard volztil Salts. Beirg corretted, Pileg- 
magogons arc to be uſed to carry it away. This aitering and purg- 
ing Decoction, if uſed in time, hath cured. Fe Rad, rub. Tmttrr, 
Chilidon. maj.

%T'IS a Preernatural opening of the Veſlels, both thoſe be- 
longing to the Blood and Lympha. 

Parts atiected , are Primarily the Stomach ; Secondarily, the 
Kidneys; And Laſtly, the Womb: which ſome have faid to be 
the firſt. To which may be added the Vellels of the Blood and 
Lympha. 

Canſe immediate, is the preternatural opening of the Veſſels, 
done either by Anaſtomoſis cauſed either from the too much ſero- 
ſity, thinneſs, or ſharpneſs and ſaltneſs of the Blood ; or by Diere- 
fir, from the too great ſharpneſs of the Lympha, or too ſudden impe- 
tuoſity of the Blood breaking the Veſſels, or from too much ſharp- 
ne, and outward injuries; or by Diapedeſis, from too much 
looſne$s of the Veſſels, by which the Coats being too much rari- 
fied, the thin Blood by degrees tranſudes and penetrates them. 
The rgmote cauſe, are the fix Non-naturals fo called; to which 
may be added, the too much uſe of Coition, which too much ra- 
rifies the Blood. So alſo Wind, Abortion, the Secondine too 
forcibly and ſuddenly drawn away, or if any part be left ; If the 
among be ſerous, the Lympha acrid , eſpecially that thick and 

Differ. Some are white, others red, the reſt of the differences 
are only in degrees. | 

Signs may be diſcovered by the Sick. If from abundance of 
Blood, the Flux is more copious and longer than uſual. 
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Progn. Whether white or red, where frequent and conſtant, they ® 
kill ; they falling into an Hedtick, through defe&t of nouriſhment. 
Ey this the Womb is mnch ont of order, and Precding hindred. 
That by Piapedeſes is Iſs dangerous than that by Azaſtumoſis, which 
15 worſe, but that by Drzereſis is moſt difficult. In ag-d, too much 
Flux 1s oft incurable, and very oft deadly. If longand abundance, 
they draw on Droplie, ill habit, Whites, Cc. 

Indic, Care muſt be had to remove the Cauſes. Special regard 
15 to bz had to the Stomach. Craſs Humors are to be drawn out, 
ſerous and more acrid to be tempered, thin Blood thickned, and 
its too great motion hindred. | 

Care. Unlzſs the Stomach b2 pnrged and freed from craſs Hu- 
mors, the {ick will not be cured. Y.S. agrees to the Symptoms, and 
thercfore oft profits : but as to the cauſe, hot Cups to the Paps are 
adviſed by Hippocr, but beware; Ligatures to the Arms are more 
ſafz: when the Symptoms are urgent, revel. Clyſers are not to be 
uſed, unleſs the Belly be bound. Aſtringerrs are uſually preſcribed , 
yet there*sno prohir to be expected by them, unleſs the Body b2well 
purged ; and then they are chiefly necellary, when the Flux is frem 
part of the aftcr-Birth left behind ; and then tis fit to mix Aſtrin» 
gents with thoſe that expel it, cncreaſing and leſſening of them as 
theres need, whether as to expel or to ſtay. The Medicaments, 
whether to itay Reds or Whites, you have amongſt Hyſtericks in /r- 
ſtitutions, Only take notice, Foreffs chiefly commends Pl. ex Tir- 
tar, &c. But above all, Moſs on dead-Mens Skuls is beſt, either in- 
wardly or outwardly uſed. Clary diſtill'd with Wine is admirable 
in ſtaying the Whites, Laudan. qpiat. ſatisfies all Indications. Rt 
Reſm.

O a ae Birth, theres to be a right time, and due manner 
of coming forth ; the moſt frequent re, is the latter end of 
the amb Month, Yetif it cither go beyond, or come before this, a 
week or two, it may come withia theright time ; but if it ſhould be 
either a Month or two ſooner, as the ſeventh and cighth, or ſo ma- 
ny bzyond, as the tvnth or eleventh, yea the twelfth or thirtcenth, 
as ſome ſay they have obſerved, it may be ſaid, to come out of 
due time; the Months are to be Solar. For the due mainer, "tis to 
come forth firſt with the nead, the face being towards Anu, after 
the ſhoulders, and then th: whole Body, after which comcs the 
After-Eirth. Next to this, ſome ſay, is, when it comes with, firſt, 
the hands, then the head, &c. tut I have always found this more 
troubleſome, and more dangerous, than if (which is counted next 
beſt) the Feet come firſt, in which there's both leſs trouble and 
danger ; and I had rather have one Foot preſent it (cif than two 
Hands. All other manners of coming are more dangerous, which 
are cauſes of difficult Travel, which is a hindering of the Birth 
from coming forth, or the cxclulion of a right Birth, with great 
trouble z joyned with the danger of the Child's, or Mother's Life, 
or both. Or *tisa troubleſome and too late excluſion of the Child 
from the Womb. 

Part afiefted is the Womb, its too looſneſs or ſtraitneſs. The 
thickneis of the Births Membranes, narrowneſs of the paſllage, the 
dryneſs of Os Pubis and 1/chion, which therefore gies leſs way. 

Hhhh Cairſes 
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Cauſes are various, it oft happens by fear, in tender Women by 
reaſon of pain ; with which being the more ſurprized, the later is 
the Birth. Alſo vehement Diſeaſes joyned, as the too much eva- 
cuation of the Blood, prepotterous purging or uling thoſe too 
{trong, which debilitates both Mother and Child ; The Farus being 
weak or dead, and fo not helping the Mother ; The d-ficient or 
not ſufficient motion - of th? Womb, Diaphrazma and Muſcles of 
the Belly ; The nutritions being little, or not paſſing down ſuf. 
ficiently 3 and ſo render not the parts ſmoota (for the Birth is not 
only nouriſhed by the Mouth , but by the Umbilical Arterics.} 
rw all which cauſes, the endeavour to bring forth is painful and 

eficient. 

Differ. Sec whats above as to parts affefted, and Cauſes. 

Signs. If they continue two, three, .or four days in Labour, or 
a natural Birth ending in twenty four hours. If pains be weak, 
or long before they return, or if pained more about the Back than 
Privitizs, the weak motion of the Child. If there be ſtrong Pains, 
the Child ſtirs, and makes its way, and no water appears, *tis a 
tgn- the Secundine is ſtrong.. The greatneſs of the Child may be 
gathered by the ſtature of the Parents; eſpecially of the Man, if 
he be big and full-ſhouldred, and the Woman little. Other Cauſes 
are obvious. 

Progn, The narrowneſs of the paſſages are molt dangerous; 
eſpecially if the Birth be above meaſure great, and have large 
ſhoulders.

The Child ſituated on Os Pubis, cannot paſs forth unleſs re- 
moved off; till which be done, as alſo all other unfit poſtures be 
removed, all indeavous to bring forth are fruitleſs; and all A4j- 
rs given are naught, and ta be forborn, for they help to 

x it more. 

If ſhe have been in Travel four .days, the Child can hardly be 
alive.. Sleepy Diſeaſes, and Convullions in Labour, are oft dead- 
ly. Sneezing coming upon hard Travail is good. 

If in breeding they be taken with Fevers, or are brought low 
without manifeſt Cauſe, they bring forth painfully, and with dan- 
ger; and are in hazard to Abort. | 

Indic. Inſufficient pains are to be promoted to better ; the Mo- 
'ther and Babe ſtrengthned; the narrowneſs of the pallage dila- 
ted, and the vitious lite of the Child regtificd..

Of Acute and Chronick Diſeaſes, when with Child, 
and in Child-bed. 


if her ES E may reccive a diſpatch together, being of the ſame 

Nature, and having the ſame _— as in Women not with 
Child, ſo of Men, which you may find in their proper places. 
In Progn. and manner. of Cure they may differ, being far more 
dangerous, and oft Mortal : for the Fever, as a Fever, calls for a 
ſlender Det, which is hurtful to the Child. As for Epilepſie, Apo- 


plexy, Univerſal Convunlſions, neither the Mother nor the Infant can 


withſtand the violence of the Diſeaſe, nor bear ſtrong Remedies, 
fit for their Cure. Yet many have eſcaped with their Lives. The 
Chronick are Agues, Catarrhs, Teneſmus, &c. which if they procure 
not Abortion, yet they are often hardly removed till Birth. 
The foreſaid Diſeaſes are more dangerous in the firſt and laſt 
Months, than in the third, fourth and fifth. 

Cure. As to both, uſe Diet, as not too ſpare, ſo not too libe- 
ral, but mean; and if err, err in the laſt. Y. 8. in acute Diſ- 
eaſes hath been performed in all the Months ; only have: greater 
care in the middle and laſt Months ;, do it at ſeveral times, and that 
2 little rather than too much at once. Some have opened the 
lower Veins in ſome Diſcaſes, and to prevent Abortion ; Zacutus, 
But beware. 

Obſerve, That Vomiting, want of appetite, and ſuch like Dif- 
eaſes.in Womennot with Child, are to be cured rather with Vomi- 
ting than Bleeding; but in thoſe with Child, rather with Y. S.

which hath been taught by experience; for if Y. S, bz repeated 
every Month, the Symptoms ceaſe; they rather ariling from Blood 
retained, than from ill Humors abounding ; yet have ſore very n9- 
ed, given Vomits to thoſe with Child, troubled with Vomitirg, 
and that to perions not only mean, but alſo Lororr. ble, with great 
ſucceis. For Purgers, though formerly prohibited, ſave in the 
fourth, fijth, and fxth Months, they may be given in [iC-afcs that 
ariſe from the tyranny of th: Humors, and Excrement. vitiated ; 
wherein there*s more danger to b: feared from thoſe kumors, 
than can be by that commotion raiſed by Purgers. "They may be 
uſed every Month, only chooſe thoſe more gentle, as Rhubarb, 
Caſſia, Myrob. Man, &c. and 1:t them bz uſed more warily in the 
firlt and laſt Months. Pls are ever ſuſpected becaute of the 4- 
locs, and the commotion they make in the toy, yct if neccliary, 
a3 in ſome grievors aftects of the Stomach,th2 Alves i:.ing, well w.thr 
Cum 4g. Roſ: and mixcd with Rubarb, ard ih life, which altringe 
and roborate, they may be admitted, C/y//ers are not very ate, 
yet if ncedful let the quantity be leis, and only of fuch things as 
mollific and lenifie, Sztorificks and. Dixrcticks, - The fiſt may bz 
ſafely given, by which ſome afflited with Zres /cnerea, kave been 
cured in-middle of Childing, without harm to the'Chi!d, the latter 
are _ pected, yct if necellit7 calls, the gentler ſort are 1a be made 
uſe of. 

In Child-bed, Acute Diſeaſes may be both Ef. rti-a; as Syochis 
putrida, contirinel Terttans, *&c. and Symptomatical, - as Pleariſies, Pe- 
;ipnexnioua, Phrenſiez\ &c.. Yet there's a peculiar tort of Fever. call- 
cd Febrts. Laitea;, uſually-coming the third or fon: th day after deli- 
very, and palleth away by Sweat the ninth day. In this the Zo- 
chyes fow duly, which is ſeldom in putrids, which ariſe cither from 
ſuppreſſion, or diminution of them, or elſe from the accumulating 
of bad Humors, before Birth. ſtirred up by Travail, or laſtly by 
error in Dict. - Some add the immoderate - flux of the Lochies, 
which is rather a ſecret ſign of the Humors badncls cauling the Fe- 
ver, than any cauſe thereof, In the firſt, the Blood and ill Hu- 
mors gathzred, during the whole time of Childing, do flow back 
again into the greater Veins, and there putrific, Or if they abide 
v1 the Womb-Veins, it may caule a Fever, or being carried to the 
kiver ar Spleen, &r.. they may be inttamed.: 'But if the Lechies duly 
fallow, and therethen-rifea Fever, its cauſe rnay b: found in theCiap. 
af-kevers,”Book, the Second.”' Or it-thay be from cod: Air- in the 
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time of Febris Lattea, whenit is in its Vigor. Other times it may 
v2 by the retention of all or ſome part of the Secimidine, which be- 
ing annexed part of it ta the Womb, putrifics ; whence greenit 
{tinking Carion like Fluxes; which if in few days it be not excluded, 
may procure Lzeath, b<ing it may mortifie th2 womb it ſelf. $9 
clottzrs of Blood, or other Preternarurel things ſhut up in the Womb; 
in this the Wombs neck rem-ins ſoft and open, and the inner Orij- 
fice is not ſhut, nor th? Womb drawn upwards, which is contrary, 
when all goes well after Delivery. Yet ſom:timss it happens that 
after Delivery the Orzfice of the Wonth* is preſently cloſ.d, and 
the clotred Blood, Cc. is ſhut in, by which ſad Sym3.toms kappen. 
Now how toremove the A;rer-5i7ti), be itin whole or in part, ſce 
the Marrow of Chiringery, only receive this which hach b2cn proved.

&c. If the Fluxion be only in Prixcipio, and little Blood be col- 
lected in the part, for revnliion ſake, -cut the lower Veins; but if 
Fluxion be already made, 1ntammat.or be begar, and that troub'e-. 
ſome, whether thz lick bz w-1] ci2ant<d or not, cut th: upper Veins 
of: the ſame fide, and b2 not deterred, becaule it draws from the 
\W'omb;, 
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Womb ; becauſe the Blood is plentiful above ; only for greater Cau- 
tion make Luſty Frixions, and ſtrong Ligatures to the Thighs ; both 
before, in, and alittle after Y. S. After looſed, apply Cups now and 
then to the ſame Parts, or uſe Frixions, by which the Natural Courſe 
will be preſerved. The ſame Czxe is to be taken in violent burning 
Fevers, though the Matter that oifends be diſperſed ; as alſo in thole 
not with Child in acre Di/eaſes, in which -they have their Courſes. 
Yea, in A:wres, at the latter End of Lying-in ; to theſe alſo may be 
added Yeſicatorics applyed to rhe Thighs, Legs, and Soals of the 
Feet, and Fomentations of #yſtericks, to and about the Pubes, gentle 
Clylters may be injzCted. If with ſtopping of Lochzes there b2 a no- 
table Perturbation of Blood, with Vomiting, Thirſt, and Watching, 
Laxd. mixed with Saffron may be ſucceſsfully given. The next is allo 
good. B. Az. Pulig, Melfſ. an. A ij. Hyſteric, & ij. fyr. Artem, = i. 
id. Tint. Croc. 7, i;. Caſtor. in Petta ligat. & ſuſpenf. I 1. 2M. of which 
take three or four Spoonfuls oft in a Day. For Purging ſo long as 
the Lochtes fitly flow, forbear. If not fry, or they be too few or 
none, after all means to procure them de uſeleſs, and the Matter ap- 
pear digeſted, eight, ren or rwelve days being paſt after Delivery ; 
Purge gently with Leritives. If the Lockies oftend in quality, fo that 
a white Flex or of another unnatural Colour come, the Matter being 
fitly prepared, ſhe may in the latter part of her Lying-in be ſafely 
Purged, In a word, Obſerve, That the longer it is from Delivery, 
the ſafer ſhe may be Purged ; for this is obſervable, a looſeneſs taking 
after the ſeventh or ninth day, they eſcape, though they have want- 
ed their Lochies ; but if in two, three or four days, they ſeldom live. 
I have known ſeveral, though it hath begun the fourth day, that 
have eſcaped. Yea, ſome that have had it the ſecond day, yea, be- 
fore Laid, and yet have done well. I cannot but before I make an 
End, ſet down that which is of general Concern, viz. That almoſt , 
innumerable Diſeaſes do ariſe from the vitious Efferveſcency of the 
fatty Bile, the too tart Pancreatick Juice, and over-yiſcous Phlegm in 
the ſmall Guts: for this vitiated mingling doth not only produce 
burtful Humors, but often Wind, Vapors or Halirzs, cauſing much 
hurt to Man. Therefore it concerns all Phyſicians to make diligent 
enquiry into the Nature and Quality of theſe three Humors, they 
cauling infinite Harms to Man. Sylvixe,
